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Haters and Promises 

Whether it’s in or it’s out, the right twists reality to suit its own views

This is where the rubber hits the road, genius dwarfs good 
intentions, and arrogance trumps reason as the unashamedly 
audacious relentlessly shape everything (current events, poll 
results, quotes, legislation, politics) to fit the mold of their 
world-view. According to them, the Bush-haters were filled 
with such hatred of the last president that they would rabidly 
attack anything he did to such a degree as never seen before. 
Just the other day, some citizen who was verbally tearing 
President Obama to pieces added that this was okay because 
the attacks on Obama still had not reached the viciousness of 
the Bush-haters. 

Given the right wing’s almost visceral contempt of and 
disgust with Bill and Hillary Clinton, the positioning of Bush- 
hating as unique and extreme leaves one sputtering like Daffy 
Duck. In the Clintons’ case, both were overwhelmingly hated 
by many - though as much for their attitudes, morals, what 
they represented, and who they were as for their politics. 
President Clinton was impeached because he lied when asked 
a question with almost no relevance except that it was solely 
designed to either damn him or get him to lie. 

Almost as soon as President Bush got to Washington, on the 
other hand, his henchman Karl Rove began an unprecedented 
partisan assault on the government. Career bureaucrats with 
the wrong politics were driven out; when interviewed for inter- 
national diplomatic jobs, candidates were asked their opinions 
on abortion; and major firms that did business with the gov- 
ernment were pressured to shed Democratic employees. 

Then, there was not just the tragedy of 9/11, but the way 
the administration squandered the unity of the American 
people in its aftermath. Consequently, there was an empha- 
sis on homeland security, even if it abridged individuals’ 
constitutional rights. There was a lot of legislation to 
deregulate, thereby dramatically reducing the government’s 
watchdog role. In many cases in which deregulation didn’t 
occur, the administration hampered enforcement, both 
overtly and by underfunding. There were tax cuts for the 
richest Americans. The invasion of Iraq, along with an arro- 
gant approach to international diplomacy, alienated many 
countries long friendly to the U.S. Agencies of the gov- 
ernment that had traditionally been independent instead 
were pressured into following partisan agendas. Believing 
that government doesn’t work (even in areas where it had 
worked well for decades) made it easy to appoint inexperi- 


enced people in critical leadership roles - thus the night- 
mare of Katrina. 

Our invasion of Iraq has only cost billions of dollars, hun- 
dreds of thousands of lives, and U.S. prestige around the 
world. Nevertheless, invasion apologists continue to take 
the position Krauthammer articulated in Time a few years 
ago: “The current complaint is that Bush is a deceiver, 
misleading the country into a war, after which there 
turned out to be no weapons of mass destruction. 

But it is hard to credit the deception charge when 
every intelligence agency on the planet thought 
Iraq had these weapons and, indeed, when the 
weapons there still remain unaccounted for.” 

Asserting this about “every intelligence agency” 
is just untrue. Still, even if Hussein had such weap- 
ons, yet there was no indication of his intention to 
use them, would the invasion have made sense? 

Among the many anti- Obama slogans shared by many 
of our good old, patriotic, right-wing American brethren - 
who believe that “patriotic” translates into “agrees with us” 
- is a short series accusing him of hating America and being 
ashamed of it. This is because he has apologized for some of 
our arrogant actions. Keep in mind that some of our European 
allies were militantly against the Iraq invasion. Many true-blue, 
patriotic Americans were disgusted with that attitude, asking, 
“Doesn’t ‘ally’ mean ‘cooperate together’?” At the time, the 
two-way-street nature of that question was completely ignored. 
Our allies turned out to be right, and this country would have 
done far better following their lead rather than disdaining them 
for not following ours.

Some Republicans and many right-wingers become rabid 
when it comes to President Obama, hating him beyond 
reason. The ridiculous birth-certificate controversy indicates 
how intense and deep they are willing to go over the shal- 
lowest issues. 

When our conspiracy-hobbyist friends descend on an issue, 
about the only thing they guarantee is that it will forever 
remain unsolved. In the birth-certificate case, there is not a 
document that can be produced nor a statement from an 
authoritative figure or agency that they will all buy. Invariably, a 
significant percentage will insist that the document is a forgery 
and the statements are just lies. As the Kennedy assassination 
will never be “solved” and there will never be any significant 
progress made on 9/11 (maybe because they are wrong?), 
Obama’s birthplace will remain an unknown. 

Right-wingers cheered when the United States lost its bid 
for the Olympics because so many would rather see President 
Obama fail than this country succeed. The rejection of Chicago 
was exaggerated into an act of international emasculation. 

Certainly, it was a blow to Obama’s prestige - that is, until 
a week later, when he won the Nobel Peace Prize. Boy, did this 
set folks off. 

On TV - with the same smug arrogance and East Coast/Ivy 
League way of speaking but nowhere near the brainpower of 
the late William F. Buckley Jr. - Bill Kristol opined that giving 
the award to Obama was anti-American or some such. By his 
definition, this was perfectly reasonable, as his world-view is so 
self-absorbed and U.S.-centric. 

The Republicans’ ability to stay on message, no matter 
what comes at them, has over the last decade proven their 


greatest political skill. Whether something does or does not 
have a basis in fact, if the public hears it repeated enough 
by a range of politicians, news reporters, pundits, and other 
citizens, it comes to seem real. Even the ridiculous begins to 
seem normal. 

Unfortunately, lockstep sloganeering and daily spin were 
the only policies the Republicans mastered and about which 
they were consistent. If only they had been so committed to 
such longtime Republican positions as fiscal responsibility, 
reluctance to become too aggressively involved in the busi- 
ness of other nations, smaller government (including limit- 
ing governmental intrusion into the rights of citizens as well 
as trimming the bureaucracy), adherence to constitutional 
mandates, and stewardship of the land. Granted, if they 
had stuck to their platform, it also would have 
meant significant legislation that I would have 
found intolerable, but at least they would have 
accomplished something. 

I During the “discussion” over Obama’s 
receipt of the Nobel Prize, we heard once 
again the argument that the world in general, 
but especially the Obama administration, 
had failed Iranian dissidents and the cause of 
freedom by not immediately giving them uncon- 
ditional support during this summer’s protests. 
If we had, they argue, maybe the people would have 
overthrown the government. 

Now, those freedom-loving, right-wing Republican con- 
gressmen did drive Congress to offer just such support. 
Unfortunately, here is another pat situation for which history 
seriously muddies the waters. When the Hungarian people 
rose against the Soviet Union in 1956, the United States 
offered strong verbal support. When Soviet tanks rolled into 
the country, the U.S. was nowhere to be seen but was probably 
still cheering them on. 

Kennedy made the decision not to supply the promised 
military backing during the Bay of Pigs invasion. 

In the period immediately after the first Gulf War, when 
the Kurds and other Iraqi minorities intensified their anti- 
Hussein government activities, the U.S. government overtly 
and covertly pledged this country’s support, making it clear 
that it stood strongly behind the dissenters. Unfortunately, 
it wasn’t made clear just how far behind them it was stand- 
ing. U.S. support has often been verbal and sympathetic, but 
when it has come to actually supplying weapons, committing 
troops, or even initiating pedal-to-the-metal diplomatic strat- 
egies - well, this country really meant that it would be there 
in spirit. 

As a result, in Cuba, Hungary, and Iraq, resistance move- 
ments that felt emboldened because of promised United States 
support pushed their confrontational tactics to extremes. In 
those countries, many died still awaiting the U.S. military aid 
that they thought they had been promised. 

There is no reason to think that Iran would have been 
treated differently. ■

Endorsements 

Early voting begins Monday, Oct. 19, for the Nov. 3 election on state constitutional amend- 
ments. This year there are 11 proposed amendments for a document that a long series of 
cowardly legislatures have thoroughly transformed from a statement of basic governmental 
principles into a confounding laundry list of miscellaneous regulation that should instead have 
been confined, for good or ill, to the representative legislative process. (That’s why we elect 
representatives.) As a result, we generally encourage voters to consider rejecting all the proposi- 
tions, as exercises in misleading choice and fake democracy, indeed a mockery of democracy. 

For those who prefer finer distinctions, we note that of the 1 1 propositions, 
only two (Proposition 4, creating a new higher education fund, and 
Proposition 9, addressing public ownership of beaches) approach 
constitutional importance. The rest are either ill-considered (1, 2, 
and 11), or so trivial that it’s a waste of public money and energy 
for us to be voting on them. Here’s the ballot language, along with 
our recommendations. Vote as you will.

Proposition 1: ... authorizing the financing, 
including through tax increment financing, of the 
acquisition by municipalities and counties of buf- 
fer areas or open spaces adjacent to a military 
installation for the prevention of encroachment 
or for the construction of roadways, utilities, or 
other infrastructure to protect or promote the 
mission of the military installation. 

NO - We Ve had quite enough of state-subsi- 
dized militarism (and the Lege didn’t even bother 
to authorize the bonds). Let the bases rub up 
against the neighborhoods where they live. 



national prominence 
as major research uni- 
versities and transfer- 
ring the balance of the 
higher education fund to the 
national research university fund. 

YES - A valiant attempt to provide potential 
research funding to institutions other than the 
University of Texas at Austin and Texas A&M, in 
the hopes of eventually expanding the number 
of major research universities statewide. Good 
luck, since we don’t fund the ones we have. 


YES - When the current exceptions to “dou- 
ble-dipping” were written, everybody but the 
state guard or similar militia was included. 
The more, the merrier. 

Proposition 8: . . . authorizing the state to con- 
tribute money, property, and other resources for 
the establishment, maintenance, and operation of 
veterans hospitals in this state. 

YES - but we frankly can’t believe it takes a 
constitutional amendment to get this done, 
and even the sponsors weren’t sure. 

Proposition 9: ... to protect the right of the 
public, individually and collectively, to access and 
use the public beaches bordering the seaward 
shore of the Gulf of Mexico. 

YES - A very good amendment. This is 
actually an important defense of the 
constitutional right of all Texans - but 
not currently stated in the constitu- 
tion - of permanent access to public 
beaches without interference from 
developers or other private interests. 


Proposition 10: ... to provide that elected mem- 
bers of the governing boards of emergency services 
districts may serve terms not to exceed four years. 
YES - but trivial, and this belongs in ordinary 
legislation, not the state constitution. 

Proposition 11: ... to prohibit the taking, 
damaging, or destroying of private property for 
public use unless the action is for the ownership, 
use, and enjoyment of the property by the State, 
a political subdivision of the State, the public at 
large, or entities granted the power of eminent 
domain under law or for the elimination of urban 
blight on a particular parcel of property, but not 
for certain economic development or enhance- 
ment of tax revenue purposes, and to limit the 
legislature’s authority to grant the power of emi- 
nent domain to an entity. 

NO - While in general we don’t care for land 
seizures for private development, this is yet 
another poorly drafted attempt to amplify the 
current property-rightist wave of eminent 
domain hysteria and an invitation to endless 
court fights over rational public policy.

Proposition 2: ... authorizing the legislature 
to provide for the ad valorem taxation of a resi- 
dence homestead solely on the basis of the prop- 
erty’s value as a residence homestead. 

NO - Just another backdoor way to slash taxes 
on valuable property, thereby undermining the 
public schools and other community needs. 

Proposition 3: ... providing for uniform stan- 
dards and procedures for the appraisal of prop- 
erty for ad valorem tax purposes. 

YES - but trivial. If constitutional authoriza- 
tion is needed for uniform standards, the 
government’s doing it wrong. 

Proposition 4: ... establishing the national 
research university fund to enable emerging 
research universities in this state to achieve 


Proposition 5: . . . authorizing the legislature to 
authorize a single board of equalization for two 
or more adjoining appraisal entities that elect to 
provide for consolidated equalizations. 

YES - but entirely trivial. If you need to do 
this by constitution, you don’t have one. 

Proposition 6: ... authorizing the Veterans’ 
Land Board to issue general obligation bonds in 
amounts equal to or less than amounts previ- 
ously authorized. 

YES - but regulatory. This allows rollover bond 
authority without a special authorization every 
single time; it’s not a constitutional matter. 

Proposition 7: ... to allow an officer or enlisted 
member of the Texas State Guard or other state 
militia or military force to hold other civil offices.

Re: “AISD,” News, Oct. 2, by Richard 
Whittaker: As Community Education Partners 
are paid with public money, the public may 
believe they have the right to scrutinize CEP 
practices and claims. CEP cures that vanity. 
Dr. Robert Kimball criticized CEP practices. 
CEP initiated a lawsuit as the result. 

Community Education Partners accepts pub- 
lic money but disallows public scrutiny? CEP 
creates a profitable paradox; it is so success- 
ful it cannot afford critics. Yet the Houston 


Independent School District and CEP have had a 
long contractual history unimpaired by Kimball.

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sound scientific research supporting CEP’s claims. 
CEP’s attorney could use those statistics to juxta- 
pose Kimball’s research and buttress their claims. 

The caveat for CEP being: if HISD neglected to 
use rigorous research models to study CEP then 
there are only two implications. HISD admits to 
fiscal nonchalance bordering on malfeasance, or, 
to paraphrase Twain, it just doesn’t take HISD long 
to examine a hot political warehouse. 

From a teacher’s point of view, it appears as 
if CEP thinks its lawsuit is clever when really it’s 
mean, and I wouldn’t be surprised if CEP nonsuited 
instead of going to trial. Their claims of slander 
and tortuous interference are flattering Kimball too 
much while flattering themselves not at all. 

Dr. Kimball simply has no selfish motive in want- 
ing to dropkick CEP back to pre-Paige days. He was 
a high school dropout who became more and has 
empathy for those who could be more, too. It is 
easy for a teacher to see the most important dif- 
ference between the plaintiff and defendant. CEP 
cares about losing money, and Bob Kimball cares 
about losing kids.

surplus of local work. When I said low-wage jobs 
already exist, I meant exactly that: Too many of 
our families are stuck in low-wage jobs with no 
chance at advancement. I was not talking about 
unfilled jobs, and we are as aware as anybody 
that many of our families are unemployed. 

As part of conversations before their election, 
including at our accountability sessions, every 
member of the current City Council and the 
mayor committed to support a requirement that 
any company receiving tax abatements pay all 
of its employees a living wage of $18 per hour 
with benefits, a career ladder, and a strategy to 
hire locally. This includes all of the public officials 
quoted in Dunbar’s article. Eighteen dollars an 
hour is 175% of the federal poverty level, well 
below the threshold for city social services to kick 
in (200% of poverty or $21 per hour for a family of 
four). The Center for Public Policy Priorities pegs 
the current living wage in Austin at $22 per hour. 
If the city is going to offer economic incentives 
and tax abatements to corporations, they should 
not be used to subsidize poverty wages. 

We welcome companies moving to Austin and 
understand that the jobs they offer may be at 
different wage levels. However, when we begin 
to subsidize private companies with public tax 
dollars, we have the right to demand certain stan- 
dards. Austin Interfaith leaders believe that the 
city should not use public revenue to subsidize 
low-wage jobs. It makes no economic sense to 
give $10 million or $15 million to a corporation 
that pays wages that keep workers dependent on 
public assistance. Our families are worth more 
than that.

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guilt and, by virtue of being in effect a low- 
level tax on the good-hearted, helps absolve 
the hard-hearted of the obligation to pay the 
rather hefty real taxes that are going to be 
needed to truly address homelessness, drug 
addiction, alcoholism, and untreated psycho- 
sis, if and when any of that ever happens. 

Second, it is transparently intended to 
move a problem no one has any honest inten- 
tion of solving to some other part of town. 
And guess what part of town it will be? 

Third, it doesn’t build any free places to 
live (I emphasize the word “free” because, 
remember, the only money the hardcore home- 
less have is gotten through panhandling). 

Fourth, it doesn’t provide the hardcore 
homeless with alternative sources of money 
(“of course not, they might spend it on bad 
things”). It’s worth noting that many home- 
less psychotics are never going to hold and 
keep a job. A lot of the drug addicts and 
alcoholics are in the same boat. Let’s be 
realistic. Are you going to hire them, Mr. or 
Ms. DAA vigilante? I didn’t think so. 

Finally, it (thankfully) doesn’t even do what 
most of the vigilantes would secretly like to 
do, which is put all the panhandlers in jail. 
There’s the small matter of due process, and 
there’s the even greater practical matter of 
the expense. It would be cheaper to provide 
them all their own apartments than long-term 
prison accommodations. 

So this whole business is a hypocritical 
charade. And yes, I’ll personally keep giving to 
panhandlers as long as the charade goes on.

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Clinton’s wars, Bush’s wars, Obama’s ... 

A peace prize, a peace rally, and more of the same

“It is easier to start wars than to end them ” 

- Barack Obama in Cairo, June 4 

It’s been said of both second marriages and chil- 
dren that they represent the triumph of hope over 
experience. The same can certainly be said of 
awarding the Nobel Peace Prize to President 
Obama, nine months (and logistically 
speaking, much earlier) into his tenure. 

The Norwegian prize committee was 
clearly reacting as much to the promise 
of a new administration in Washington 
- and Obama’s long-expressed opposition 
to the endless war in Iraq - as it was to any 
new facts on the ground (although committee 
members did applaud the renewed U.S. emphasis 
on international diplomacy). Obama himself said as 
much, describing the award largely as a call to 
action, although somewhat ominously, acknowledg- 
ing his responsibility “for ending a war and working 
in another theater to confront a ruthless adversary 
that directly threatens the American people.” 

We’re still a good long ways from ending what 
Obama calls George W Bush’s “war of choice” in 
Iraq, but seem finally, clumsily headed in that direc- 
tion. The “other theater,” of course, is Afghanistan, 
and Obama’s unfulfilled award arrives just as he is

considering - under heavy pressure by the U.S. 
military as well as most of the political elite and its 
water-carriers in the media - a major escalation 
there, which he still considers a “war of necessity.” 
If the award becomes one more small 
political factor to consider before send- 
ing even more troops, all the better. 

Inevitably, the U.S. government 
insists it is fighting a war, thousands of 
miles away, in “self-defense.” “It is 
costly and politically difficult to con- 
tinue this conflict,” Obama said in June. 
“We would gladly bring every single one 
of our troops home if we could be confident 
that there were not violent extremists in Afghanistan 
and now Pakistan determined to kill as many Americans 
as they possibly can. But that is not yet the case.” 

And when will proving that double negative officially 
not be the case? In four more years? Eight more years? 

No Despair 

Yet another peace rally will take place this Saturday 
(3-6pm) at City Hall, as Texans for Peace and many 
other activist groups join the national day of solidarity 
for “Healthcare not Warfare.” (Presumably the Texas

PARKS IN PERIL Padre Island National Seashore is one of the 
national parks most threatened by human-caused climate 
change, according to a report by the Rocky Mountain Climate 
Organization and the National Resources Defense Council. The 
report, “National Parks in Peril,” identifies 25 U.S. parks under 
threat. Padre Island was the only Texas park on the list but 
could be the first to go - being right at sea level and most of it 
less than three feet in elevation, the barrier island will simply 
cease to exist if ocean levels go up two to four feet in the next 
century, as currently estimated. Aside from the obvious tragic 
consequences to spring-breaking college students, crucial habitat 
would also be lost to various bird and sea turtle populations.

QUINTANA HONORED The Austin Region of the Combined Law 
Enforcement Associations of Texas - the state’s largest police 
union - has honored Austin Police Department Officer Leonardo 
Quintana with its Officer of the Year award for his actions since the 
May 11 shooting death of Nathaniel Sanders II in an Eastside park- 
ing lot. The Austin Police Association’s CLEAT representative, 
Detective Anthony Nelson, said the honor had “nothing to do with” 
the shooting itself but was given to acknowledge Quintana’s profes- 
sional conduct since then. Quintana has been “demonized” by 
many, Nelson said, but he’s done exactly what an officer under 
investigation should do - contact union reps, consult with a union 
attorney, and sit tight, waiting for resolution. Nelson says he 
believes Quintana is an asset to the department and the communi- 
ty, which is in part why he nominated him for the award. Quintana 
was an Officer of the Year finalist in 2008 and in 2003 was award- 
ed that title by the 100 Club. Some have suggested the timing is 
at best awkward (the investigation into the shooting is still under 
review), but Nelson said he doesn’t regret it. Quintana “deserved 
[recognition] because of his professionalism,” he said. -J.S. 


EVERYBODY JOIN IN! 

We’re the city that participates ... except in some quarters

As we like to constantly remind ourselves here in the 
People’s Republic, we’re big on public participation. 

Earlier this week, the Hustle headed to the Convention 
Center to check out the Comprehensive Plan/Strategic 
Mobility Plan open house. There was much to admire: 
chances to chat up Comp Plan drafters from consultant firm 
Wallace Roberts & Todd, input opportunities at each of 
the stations detailing the planning process, and lemonade, 
brownies, and popcorn for those of us needing a quick 
sugar buzz. But the Hustle’s personal highlight was a round 
of the Austin Trivia Contest, a makeshift game show of 
local factoids. Squaring off against a local community lead- 
er of some esteem, we faced trivia questions of varying dif- 
ficulty - and if you answered incorrectly, you were docked 
points. The Hustle ultimately prevailed - albeit with a score 
of -2. (If I didn’t know then that LBJ and Lady Bird’s first 
date was at the Driskill, I certainly do now.) 

The point of all this boosterism is that, for all 
the self-congratulatory backslapping about Austin’s 
political involvement, we do pretty well. A decent 
crowd of about 40 milled around the proceed- 
ings at 4pm, before most could pry themselves 
away from work, although a glance at the self- 
reported crowd data - lots of college-educated, 

Anglo Central Austinites earning a comfortable sal- 
ary - revealed that what’s true there is the same at 
City Council meetings: Those who can spare the time 
for such civic interactions are those who can afford to. 

Still, if Monday’s open house didn’t allow sufficient oppor- 
tunity to stitch yourself into Austin’s civic fabric, well, there 
were plenty of other chances. At the risk of turning into the 
Chronicle Calendar section, let the Hustle enumerate other 
meet-and-greets afforded to the citizenry this week: Yet anoth- 
er Austin Water Utility-sponsored meeting on Water 
Treatment Plant No. 4 occurred Tuesday, Oct. 13, at 
Concordia University. The following day, the three finalists 
for Austin’s city auditor position - an important, albeit not 
terribly high-profile gig conducive to glad-handing - were 
introduced at One Texas Center. (City Council’s slated to 
name a winner Oct. 22.) And if you missed these, or some- 
how your civic jones isn’t yet satisfied, on Oct. 27 you can 
attend the first of four public meetings gathering public 
input on designing the new Central Library, at the 
Manchaca Road Branch Library. October’s shaping into a 
month of veritable mob rule at the city - or as angered envi- 
ros, open government advocates, and library hard-liners 
might grouse, at least the appearance of such.

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HOW ABOUT CAP METRO? 

The irony inherent in all this is that one of the most 
important decisions steering the city’s future - the selec- 
tion of Capital Metro’s next president and chief executive 
officer - might not receive half as much public scrutiny, if 
the past is any precedent. We know how bad things are 
over there: abject failure on rail, perpetual labor trouble, 
and a rudderless, floundering leadership, for starters. With 
all the speculation over whether CEO Fred Gilliam jumped 
before he was pushed out, his is the first instance in the 
Hustle’s memory where admitting you did it for the money 
(Gilliam has said a lucrative early retirement offer was 
about to expire, hence his decision) was the most face-sav- 
ing explanation possible. 

The Cap Metro board of directors named an interim head 
on Monday, Vice President Doug Allen. It looks like a 

k temporary measure, as Mayor Pro Tern Mike 
Martinez has been making encouraging over- 
tures to a national search to find the next lead- 
er. The influx of change about to hit the board 
makeup should hopefully improve matters 
more: Reorganization legislation carried by 
Sen. Kirk Watson means new members with 
financial and executive experience should soon 
be on board. And early organized-labor support for 
former City Council Member Raul Alvarez’s 2010 
challenge to Travis County Commissioner Margaret 
Gomez - the status-quo-championing chair of the Cap 
Metro board - demonstrates deep dissatisfaction with her 
sleepy tenure. (On Tuesday, Gomez said she would be leav- 
ing the board, noting it was time “to share this fun with 
somebody else.”) 

Maybe Cap Metro’s famed lack of transparency will change 
for the better with these measures. It probably won’t change 
as much as we like, as long as other institutional afflictions 
plague it - beginning with the in-name-only disconnect between 
the organization and “independent” contractors such as 
StarTran. But more than Cap Metro’s rail and reputation hang 
in the balance: Every day it dilly-dallies erodes trust in the 
city’s own rail plans, and a progressive Central Texas trans- 
portation policy in general. 

Unless we have a strong, swift public commitment to com- 
munity involvement in the selection of Capital Metro’s next 
leader - and get citizens of all stripes involved - so many 
other of our best-laid plans will inevitably go awry. ■

activists didn’t get much input into the decision 
to hold the rallies the same day as the Texas-OU 
football game.) Charlie Jackson, the indefatiga- 
ble Texans for Peace founder, noted wearily that 
the Afghan conflict will soon have lasted longer 
than all the time we spent in Vietnam, and he 
acknowledged frustration but not despair at 
what seems to be the permanent militarization 
of American culture. “We know that the war will 
end eventually,” Jackson said. “We just want to 
do our part to make it end a little sooner.” At 
press time, confirmed participants included 
Roscoe Overton of the Austin Center for Peace 
& Justice; Jim Rigby, pastor of St. Andrew’s 
Presbyterian Church; Jesse Romero of Health 
Care for America Now; and national activist of 
all trades, Code Pink’s Medea Benjamin. 

The theme of the action, of course, is that all 
the people and resources we continue to pour 
into wars all over the world should instead be 
directed to truly desperate human needs like 
national health care, which the politicians and 
pundits instead continue to rue as “too expen- 
sive.” When I pointed out to Jackson that even 
the public U.S. polls have turned against con- 
tinued war in Afghanistan and Iraq, he 
responded quickly, “The majority in Iraq and 
Afghanistan have always been against it.” Such 
is our now institutionally militarized approach 
to “democracy”: We’ll attack and invade any- 
body in our determination to impose it. 

Work to Be Done 

As it happens, hard on the heels of 
Saturday’s rallies will be an Oct. 29 appear- 
ance by former Secretary of State Madeleine 
Albright at a fundraiser for Planned Parenthood 
of the Texas Capital Region, undoubtedly a 
very good and necessary cause. Albright is 
known as a political groundbreaker and diplo- 
matic authority; she is also infamous in anti- 
war circles for being former President Bill 
Clinton’s spokeswoman for economic sanc- 
tions against Iraq, not to mention Clinton’s 
pre-Bush-invasion war of attrition against the 
Iraqi population. Her honorary appearance 
here has understandably raised opposition 
among those nearing despair over the seem- 
ingly endless, multinational, bipartisan wars 
by the U.S. in the Middle East. 


Albright has repeatedly said she regrets 
as “stupid” her most notorious remark 
about the sanctions, when Lesley Stahl of 
60 Minutes asked her in 1996, considering 
the U.N. -reported deaths of a half-million 
Iraqi children (a million Iraqis in all) due to 
the sanctions, “Is the price worth it?” 
Albright answered, “I think this is a very 
hard choice, but the price - we think the 
price is worth it.” In her 2003 autobiogra- 
phy, Madam Secretary: A Memoir, Albright 
wrote, “I must have been crazy; I should 
have answered the question by reframing it 
and pointing out the inherent flaws in the 
premise behind it. ... My reply had been a 
terrible mistake.” 

Alan Pogue of Veterans for Peace visited 
with Planned Parenthood board members 
last week, and afterward he seemed less 
shocked by their resistance to any counter- 
programming to Albright - the tickets are 
sold, the program is set - than by their 
express pleas of complete ignorance “about 
Albright’s role as ambassador to the U.N. or 
as secretary of state” in supporting and 
defending the sanctions, brutally destructive 
of Iraqi life and society. Pogue’s impression 
was confirmed by Planned Parenthood 
spokeswoman Sarah Wheat, an otherwise 
deeply savvy and humane activist, who told 
me, “I personally did not have any awareness 
of [Albright’s] role in the sanctions.” Under 
the circumstances, a little educational coun- 
ter-programming seems overdue. 

I don’t care to beat up on Planned Parent- 
hood - or even on Albright, who, after all, 
was only one spokeswoman for a bipartisan 
policy of unending war that has persisted 
through two Clinton administrations, two 
Bush administrations, and now appears 
poised to be maintained by a Nobel Peace 
Prize winner elected on the explicit promise 
of breaking that tradition. 

May he - and we - instead remember, and 
act upon, what he declared in June: “We 
have the power to make the world we seek, 
but only if we have the courage to make a 
new beginning.” ■

Roadblocks Cap Metro blames woes on voters and Lege 


We could do a much better job serving the public, says 
Capital Metro, if it weren’t for a major impediment: the 
public. That seems to be one of the major conclusions of a 
self-evaluation report the transportation authority submit- 
ted last month to the Texas Legislature’s Sunset Advisory 
Commission - the first step in a review the Sunset 
Commission will conduct of Cap Metro in 2010. The review 
is required under Senate Bill 1263, by Austin Sen. Kirk 
Watson, which the Lege passed this spring. Unlike state 
agencies that undergo Sunset review, Cap Metro will not be 
subject to abolition if the commission finds it lacking. 

What Capital Metro is complaining about is a restriction 
that is unique among transit agencies in Texas and possibly 
nationwide: Under Section 451.071 of the Texas Transport- 
ation Code, the agency is required to hold a public referendum 
to operate passenger rail service - a requirement that the law 
slaps only onto Cap Metro. (SB 1263 eased the law a bit, 
allowing for minor expansions of a system already approved, 
but a vote would still be required for any new rail lines.) 

That requirement tripped up Cap Metro in 2000, when 
voters narrowly rejected its proposal for light rail. The citi- 
zenry then changed its mind in 2004, when the agency 
came back with a much more limited proposal for a single 
train, the Leander-to-Austin MetroRail Red Line, which 
has since caused the agency headaches and the public 
consternation as costs have been higher than originally 
projected and the announced starting date has been 
pushed back indefinitely. 

But in the self-evaluation, Cap Metro says those head- 
aches were caused by the vote itself. 

“Typically, a transit agency may spend as much as $10 
[million] to $20 million on advance planning and design for 
a rail project, and it is 
normal for the work to 
span a couple of years,” 
the report states. 

“However, due to the 
referendum requirement, 

Capital Metro was con- 
cerned that the expendi- 
ture of engineering funds 
prior to obtaining voter 
approval could taint public 
opinion. Thus, the agency 
made the decision [to] 


wait until after the referendum was approved prior to devel- 
oping and reconciling the majority of engineering issues. 

“Had Capital Metro not felt it was in a position to have 
to forgo the kind of advance design and engineering that is 
critical for projects of this scale, the agency would have 
had more comprehensive and realistic information about 
the scope of the project, both in terms of costs and sched- 
ule, and, further, it would have enabled the electorate to be 
better informed.” 

So there. It’s your fault. 

Other major conclusions of the report: 

• Central Texas’ population growth is expected to explode 
outside Cap Metro’s service area, but a statute capping 
sales taxes in those jurisdictions hinders the areas’ ability 
to join the agency. 

• Capital Metro is required to provide free paratransit ser- 
vice to disabled individuals under the Americans With 
Disabilities Act. That service currently eats up about 20% 
of the agency’s budget to serve 2% of its riders, and cur- 
rent congressional proposals to broaden the definition of 
“disability” will increase those costs. 

• If the Legislature would lift a ban on alcohol-related adver- 
tising on buses, Cap Metro could bring in another $124,950 
in revenue. Hey, who says alcohol and vehicles don’t mix? 
(As noted in “The No. 3 Bus Pub Crawl,” Food, Aug. 21, we 
love the No. 3 Burnet/Manchaca bus for pub crawls.) 

• If the Legislature would allow jurisdictions (especially 

urban and near-urban counties) stronger land-use control, 
Cap Metro could better serve growing populations. As the 
report put it, “When jurisdictions plan land uses that are 
supportive of transit, Capital Metro can then plan supportive 
transit for such development.” - Lee Nichols 


Allen Slides Into Driver’s Seat 

To the surprise of no one, the Capital Metro board of directors on Monday named Doug Allen as interim 
president and CEO of the transit agency. Allen will begin work at 5pm on Oct. 16, when current CEO and 
President Fred Gilliam’s retirement takes effect. The promotion of Allen, currently executive vice president 
and chief development officer, will likely get mixed reviews - some inside the agency view him as very com- 
petent, but others note that since his hiring in March 2008, he’s headed up the much troubled effort to get 
MetroRail up and running. He came to Cap Metro from the successful Dallas Area Rapid Transit agency. 
Allen has not said whether he will apply for the job permanently, but he’s believed to be a strong candidate. 
Because legislation passed earlier this year will change the composition of the Cap Metro board at the end 
of the year, a nationwide search for Gilliam’s replacement will not begin until 2010. - Lee Nichols 

ACC Takes Slew of Cars Off the Ftoad 


City Sorting Through web of Options 


The Austin Community College board of trustees approved a pilot program to provide free Capital 
Metro bus passes to all ACC students, faculty, and staff. That has at least the potential to remove 
quite a few cars from Austin’s streets - Ben Ferrell, executive vice president for finance and adminis- 
tration, says ACC currently has 40,000 students and 2,000 employees. Ferrell says an estimated 
5,000 to 6,000 of those students are already bus riders. “The new program will be heavily marketed 
to try to increase that,” Ferrell said. The initial cost of the program will be $250,000, funded by an 
increase in parking fees and a “sustainability fee.” Capital Metro will collect ridership data from the 
Green Pass program to gauge its success and see if any route modifications are warranted. - L.N. 


The redesign reboot of the city of Austin 
website continues as the city prepares to 
pare down its initial pool of applicants for the 
first phase of the process. 

In November 2007, the City Council voted 
to redesign the city’s creaking Web presence. 
But when it came time to award the contract 
in March of this year - amid public outcry 
against awarding the redesign to an out-of- 
town IT firm - council decided to refresh the 
long-delayed redesign once again, with an eye 
toward local tech firms and possibly a collab- 
orative, “crowdsourced” solution. The city ulti- 
mately decided on a two-tier process for the 
redesign, wherein firms would first pitch their 
plans and visions for the website, then a sec- 
ond request for proposals would be issued 
for the actual site builders. “Think of it like a 
major construction project,” says Doug 
Matthews, the city’s chief communications 
director. “Your architects are not your build- 
ers, so this first [request for proposals] is 


like the architect; the second one will be the 
builder. Once we have that architect in place 
and we have that concept and design ready 
to go, it will provide some clarity for whoever’s 
coming in and doing that second stage.” 

In late September, the city named the 13 
respondents to the city’s RFF? nine of which 
hail from Austin: Ascendant Technology LLC, 
Catapult Systems, Ciber Inc., EMC Corpora- 
tion, EX Squared Solutions, KPMG, Prelude 
Systems, SteelSMBology, and Trademark 
Media. Matthews says the city will likely 
issue clarification and follow-up questions to 
the applicants this week; after receiving 
applicants’ responses, the city plans to rank 
the RFPs, then bring in the top finalists for 
face-to-face interviews. Matthews says coun- 
cil action should be ready “definitely before 
the end of the year, but I would like to get it 
in front of them in November.” 

The possibility of a local, crowdsourced 
redesign - in which the redesign could be 


accomplished by several programmers 
working on individual parts of the project 
- generated lots of online excitement in 
the spring, after the initial contract with 
California-based Cignex was trashed. One 
of the crowdsourcing proponents was 
OpenAustin, a programmers’ consortium 
pulled together by local open source advo- 
cate William Hurley. 

OpenAustin was not one of the firms to 
apply, and Matthews says that “nothing to 
the level of the crowdsourced concept that 
was brought forward before” is present 
among the current applicants. However, 
OpenAustin is assisting the city by working 
to “identify content, content gaps, what 


exists, and where it exists” on the city web- 
site, Matthews says - “a lot of work that is 
going to be helpful to us regardless of who 
we happen to select for the RFR” As the 
website redesign has been stymied over the 
years and the second RFP - the “builder” 

RFP - probably won’t be issued until late 
spring 2010, Matthews says the work should 
also prove helpful in improving the current 
website’s functionality. “We’ve gotta start 
refocusing our content,” Matthews says. “So 
we’re going to go ahead and do that while 
this process is going on. Scrubbing the site, 
nailing down the content, cleaning things up. 
... If there’s things that we can do now, let’s 
go ahead and do them.” - Wells Dunbar

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Appeals Court: Patterson Looking for Escape Hatch? 


After four months of uncertainty over who 
would succeed the late Judge Scott Ozmun as 
Travis County’s 353rd District Court judge, Gov. 
Rick Perry last week named his pick: Deputy 
First Assistant Attorney General Jeff Rose. 

That brought to an end the speculation 
about who would be chosen, as well as the 
aspirations of nearly a dozen 
people who’d put their names in 
for consideration - including, it 
turns out, Democratic 3rd Court 
of Appeals Judge Jan Patterson. 

In two letters penned to Perry on 
July 23 (the two are virtually 
identical; the first is handwritten, 
the second typed), Patterson 
tells Perry that she’d like him to 
appoint her to fill Ozmun’s spot. 

“I understand that a vacancy 
exists,” she wrote. “By this letter, 

I am seeking appointment to the 
seat.” Stating her commitment to 
public service, Patterson wrote 
that she “would be honored to 
serve as a trial judge on the dis- 
trict court. ... I believe I have the 
experience, integrity, tempera- 
ment, character, and work ethic 
essential for this position.” 

Word that Patterson had 
applied for the lower-court job 
spread quickly, yet surprisingly 
quietly, through county Democratic 
circles: What was Patterson think- 
ing, people wanted to know. The 
3rd Court of Appeals hears civil 
and criminal appeals brought from 
24 counties and, by virtue of being seated in 
the state capital, hears cases involving state 
agencies and allegations of public corruption 
brought by the Travis County District Attor- 
ney’s Office. The power of the 3rd Court has 
in recent years become a lightning rod for 
party politics, and running for the court has 
become an increasingly partisan game. 


Currently, the court is split evenly between 
Republican and Democratic judges: Three are 
GOPers (Justices Bob Pemberton, David 
Puryear, and Alan Waldrop), and three are 
Dems (Justices Patterson and Diane Henson, 
and Chief Justice Woodie Jones). Tipping the 
balance - one way or another - is an ongoing 


political goal for each party. If anything, the 
possibility that the court could swing to the 
GOP is a far more likely scenario: The district 
has a large bloc of voters in Travis County but 
cannot be won without drawing voters from 
the more rural conservative areas in the Hill 
Country and from the white suburbanites to 
the north in Williamson County. 


Thus, news that Patterson was willing to 
leave her post on the 3rd Court a year early 
and toss her name into Perry’s pot to replace 
Ozmun was a shock to many. Had Perry cho- 
sen Patterson, he would then have had a 
chance to place a Republican on the 3rd 
Court, giving that person the ability to run as 
a quasi-incumbent next year. That, 
sources said, would be as good as 
ceding the seat to the GOP 
(Under the handshake agreement 
in the Texas Senate, Austin’s 
Democratic Sen. Kirk Watson 
would have been advised of Perry’s 
choice and would have a chance 
to reject any potential appointment 

- which it seems he would likely 
have done had Patterson’s name 
been brought to him. But that’s 
not a codified practice, and, theo- 
retically, Perry could choose to 
ignore it and move forward with 
whatever decision he wanted to 
make. At press time, Perry’s 
office had not responded to the 
question of whether Patterson’s 
name had been brought to 
Watson for serious consideration 

- in fact, a Perry spokesman 
replied that the Chronicle would 
have to submit an open records 
request for that information; 
Watson declined to comment.) 

Notably, Patterson had already 
planned to retire from her seat on 
the appeals court and has already 
filed to run for the county’s 201st 
District Court - a race that, to date, she has 
all to herself. That means, for all intents and 
purposes, Patterson would be able to step 
down from the appeals court and onto the 
Travis County bench without even having to 
run much of a race at all. (Whether she will, 
at some point, draw a challenger for the 
201st race remains to be seen.) So, why did 
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Patterson instead seek appointment to the 
353rd? According to Patterson, she didn’t: 
“They actually approached me,” she said. 
Indeed, Patterson says Perry’s office came 
knocking several times, inquiring as to wheth- 
er she would consider submitting her name 
for consideration. She declined the first few 
times but ultimately agreed to apply - that’s 
why she wrote the letters, she said, because 
Perry’s office asked her to do so. She thought 
about it, she said, and a “short cut” to elec- 
tion didn’t sound so bad. Ultimately, she says 
she’s happy she didn’t get the job. But she 
won’t say whether her failure to get it had 
anything to do with whether or not Watson 
would agree to support her appointment: “I 
don’t want to get into the content of my con- 
versations with people,” she said. “And I 
don’t think they should get into those con- 
versations either.”

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While political analysts and potential sena- 
tors scratch their heads over when Sen. Kay 
Bailey Hutchison will start really campaign- 
ing for the Republican nomination for gover- 
nor, her incumbent opponent has been sweep- 
ing the board on endorsements from the far 
right. So far this month, Gov. Rick Perry has 
gotten the nod from Allan E. Parker Jr., pres- 
ident of conservative legal advocates the 
Justice Foundation, and Phyllis Schlafly, 
founder of social reactionaries the Eagle 
Forum. And on Oct. 1, Perry took the time for 
a photo op with Americans for Tax Reform 
President Grover Norquist when he signed 
the Taxpayer Protection Pledge. In it, the gov- 
ernor pledged “to the taxpayers of the State 
of Texas, that I will oppose and veto any and 
all efforts to increase taxes.” Norquist’s crew 
calls this kind of commitment “a prerequisite 
for many voters.” 

Widely regarded as the philosopher-king of 
deregulators, Norquist famously wrote that 
his intention is to get government “down to 


the size where we can drown it in the bath- 
tub.” So it was no surprise that outspoken 
state Sen. Eliot Shapleigh, D-EI Paso, 
author of two books on the impact of 
Norquist’s anti-government activism (the lat- 
est, Getting Out of Grover's Tub , was pub- 
lished in August), fired back. Noting that even 
Perry’s own 2009 Select Commission on 
Higher Education and Global Competitiveness 
concluded that “Texas is not globally compet- 
itive,” Shapleigh said, “Good government is 
of, by, and for people - and those irresponsi- 
ble few who seek to starve government are 
really starving us.” 

Perry may struggle to live up to his tax com- 
mitment. Earlier this year, he approved a state 
budget that even House Finance Committee 
Chair Jim Pitts, R-Waxahachie, admitted had 
a structural deficit - whereby there was no 
way the current tax base could cover the 
state’s spending, never mind cover its actual 
needs - and it was only bailed out by federal 
stimulus dollars. - Richard Whittaker 
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‘Junk Science’ Emerges in Graves Case 


It’s been 17 years since Bobbie Joyce Davis, 
her daughter, and four grandchildren were mur- 
dered inside their home in Somerville, about 70 
miles east of Austin, and the home was set on 
fire in an attempt to cover the crime. It’s been 
nine years since Robert Carter, the father of one 
of the children killed in the crime, was executed 
for his admitted role in the bludgeoning murders. 
And it’s been three years since the 5th U.S. 

Circuit Court of Appeals overturned the conviction 
of Anthony Graves, who was sentenced to death 
for the murders based almost entirely on the word 
of Carter, who had fingered him as an accomplice. 
But if and when Graves will finally be retried for 
the crime remains unclear - and as time wears 
on, the state’s case against Graves grows weaker 
and increasingly more disturbing. 

Graves has maintained his innocence since the 
1992 murders. He was tried in 1994, with Carter 
testifying to Graves’ involvement. What Graves and 
his defenders did not know at the time, however, 
was that Carter had repeatedly recanted that 
assertion - both to Texas Ranger Ray Coffman, 
who was investigating the crime, and to then-Burle- 
son County District Attorney Charles Sebesta, 
who was trying the case. Indeed, Carter had 
recanted to Sebesta the night before testifying for 
the state against Graves. The 5th Circuit over- 
turned the case in 2006, ruling that Sebesta had 
withheld statements from Graves and had elicited 
false testimony from Carter. 

Since then the case has 
slogged strangely forward. 

Although Carter was exe- 
cuted in 2000 and is thus 
permanently unavailable to 
testify during any retrial, 
the state, through its spe- 
cial prosecutor Patrick 
Batchelor (who worked on 
the conviction of Cameron 
Todd Willingham, whose 
2004 execution is now a 
matter of high-profile 
debate as a likely example 
of the state having execut- 
ed an innocent man), 
sought to have Carter’s 
likely perjured testimony 
allowed into evidence dur- 
ing Graves’ expected retri- 
al. How the defense could be expected to cross- 
examine a dead man is unclear - as is an expla- 
nation of how allowing that testimony into evi- 
dence wouldn’t run afoul of Graves’ Sixth Amend- 
ment confrontation right. Nonetheless, Judge 
Reva Towslee-Corbett (whose father presided 
over Graves’ first trial) has said she would allow 
Carter’s statements into evidence. 

Graves’ retrial date has been pushed back sev- 
eral times. And now, new developments have fur- 
ther derailed any hope for a “speedy” trial; 
Katherine Scardino, one of Graves’ attorneys, 
says a February 2010 trial date is now also certain 
to be postponed to some unknown future date. 

One sticking point is figuring out who will be in 
charge of trying the case for the state: Citing 
health issues, Batchelor has now filed a motion 
seeking to be removed from the case. An attorney 
from the Texas Attorney General’s Office would be 
a likely candidate to take over the case, but at 


press time, the A.G.’s office had not responded to 
a request for comment. 

Additionally, new “evidence” that the state is 
seeking to use against Graves will likely cause yet 
another pretrial hiccup. Specifically, prosecutors 
this summer brought in Fort Bend County Deputy 
Keith Pikett to conduct a “scent lineup” - a prac- 
tice of dubious scientific validity that was recently 
the subject of a scathing report from the Lubbock- 
based Innocence Project of Texas. This type of 
lineup, with dogs supposedly matching a scent 
from a crime scene to a scent collected from a 
suspect, is junk science, the Innocence Project 
charges, while questioning Pikett’s techniques in 
conducting the dog-led lineup. The procedure has 
indeed been implicated in a number of wrongful 
arrests and convictions. According to the report, 
released Sept. 21, Pikett has no formal training in 
the practice - nor does he apparently think any is 
necessary. Pikett has testified in court (in a matter 
unrelated to Graves) that there is no need for 
formal training or for scientific rules or protocols 
when conducting such lineups, and Pikett has 
rejected the importance of scientific studies 
regarding scent identification. Nonetheless, prose- 
cutors across the state - including with the Texas 
Attorney General’s Office - have relied on Pikett for 
“expert testimony” in a number of criminal cases. 

In the Graves case, Pikett’s dogs apparently 
“hit” on two items of clothing evidence taken from 
the scene of the 1992 
murders - linking them 
to Graves’ scent during 
a lineup conducted in a 
parking lot. But the 
validity of those results 
is hardly credible, says 
Scardino. For starters, 
the evidence was col- 
lected from a burned- 
out house 17 years ago 
and then was part of 
evidence that was 
“lost” for years, until 
the state finally found it 
among a host of eviden- 
tiary items that had 
been stored in a cell in 
the old and unused 
Caldwell jail. The notion 
that the evidence has 
not been compromised and that dogs could smell 
Graves on two of six items presented to them by 
Pikett is simply ludicrous, says Scardino. The “evi- 
dence was burned,” she said, and Graves’ “scent 
wouldn’t be on evidence after it burned.” Scardino 
said Graves’ defense team has not yet filed a 
motion seeking to exclude the evidence but is 
likely to do so. Given Towslee-Corbett’s rulings 
thus far, Scardino isn’t confident that Pikett’s evi- 
dence will be excluded. But if it’s allowed, she 
said, the Graves team has a nationally renowned 
FBI expert who will take it apart in court. 

To Scardino, the bottom line is that the state 
has no case against Graves but is going to 
extremes to pretend that it does: “It’s junk sci- 
ence,” Scardino said. “I am embarrassed and 
ashamed of my fellow lawyers who would agree to 
use that kind of evidence in a case where a man 
could die.” -Jordan Smith

Guzman Tapped for Supremes 

Gov. Rick Perry on Oct. 8 named Eva Guzman as the first Hispanic 
woman to sit on the Texas Supreme Court. Guzman, a justice on the 
Houston-based 14th Court of Appeals, is a “principled, conserva- 
tive judge” and a “strict constructionist with an unmatched work 
ethic” a Perry statement noted. Guzman, 48, is a daughter of 
Mexican immigrants and worked for 10 years in private practice 
before being appointed first to the Harris County district court 
bench and then to the appellate court. She’ll replace Scott Brister, 
who left before his term expired to return to private practice.

Forensic Fiasco 

Changes at the Texas Forensic Science Commission continued Oct. 9 when Gov. Rick 
Perry appointed Fort Worth defense attorney Lance Evans to replace Austin’s Sam Bassett 
as the defense bar’s representative on the nine-member commission. Bassett was one of 
three commission members Perry suddenly replaced on Sept. 29, shortly before the group 
was to meet with national fire-science expert Craig Beyler concerning his report on the 2004 
execution of Cameron Todd Willingham, who was put to death for the alleged arson and 
murder of his children. Experts, including Beyler, say the fire that consumed the Willingham 
family’s house was more likely a tragic accident. Also last week, Perry named Bexar County 
Chief Medical Examiner Randall Frost to the commission, replacing Lubbock Chief Medical 
Examiner Sridhar Natarajan. Meanwhile, state Sen. John Whitmire told the Houston 
Chronicle he will hold a special meeting Nov. 10 of the Senate’s Criminal Justice Committee, 
which he chairs, to ask Williamson County District Attorney John Bradley, the Forensic 
Science Commission’s newly appointed chair, for a status update on the Willingham case. 
The move is meant to address concerns that the new appointments will delay or scuttle the 
investigative work on that case. Immediately following his appointment, Bradley canceled the 
meeting with Beyler, saying he needed time to review the case. - J.S.

Climate change, clean energy ... and bicycles

Chronicle staffer Katherine Gregor has been blogging from Copenhagen , where she's reporting on the city’s climate initiatives as it prepares to 
host the Dec. 7-18 United Nations Climate Change Conference (aka C0P15). Gregor is one of five U.S. reporters invited by the Royal Danish 
Embassy on the study trip.

CLIMATE CONSORTIUM DENMARK 

Monday, Oct. 5, 1:25pm 

Given Austin’s aspirations to market itself as 
a “Clean Energy Capital” for economic develop- 
ment, it would do well to follow the example of 
Denmark. This morning, Finn Mortensen, exec- 
utive director of Climate Consortium Denmark, 
told us how and why the public-private “clean- 
tech” consortium was organized. ... When 
Copenhagen was named host city for C0P15, 
Denmark saw a golden opportunity to promote 
its own clean/green companies and solutions 
worldwide. ... Mortensen emphasized the 
importance for developing countries of 
Denmark’s positive example: Steady economic 
growth can go hand in hand with energy-use 
reduction. Denmark’s gross domestic product 
has increased by 75% since the early 1970s, 
when the shift began here. ... Yet Danish ener- 
gy consumption has remained constant - and 
shifted to 20% wind power. 

“The Climate Change Conference in 
Copenhagen in December 2009 is an obvious 
opportunity to show the world that in Denmark 
we have reduced CO 2 emissions and stabilized 
our energy consumption while at the same 
time creating economic growth,” explained 
Lene Espersen, Denmark’s minister for eco- 
nomic and business affairs. ... 

So in pursuing green jobs for Austin, the 
chamber of commerce, city departments 
and council, and the Pecan Street 
Project (our local public-private con- 
sortium) might take note of how 
it’s being done in Denmark. 

Climate Consortium Denmark 
was established in February 
2008 to strengthen international 
“awareness of the competences 
and solutions of Danish business- 
es, industries and universities in the 
cleantech area.” ... The partners include: 
the Confederation of Danish Industry, the 
Danish Construction Association, the Danish 
Energy Association, the Danish Agriculture & 
Food Council, and the Danish Wind Industry 
Association, plus the Marketing Denmark 
Fund and the Danish state. Together the five 
business groups represent nearly all national 
commercial interests in play. Tasked with 
infrastructure and supply-and-demand issues 
is Energinet; Pecan Street Project folks 
should check it out at www.energinet.dk. ... 

The national goal here now is to become 
completely free of fossil fuel use by 2050, run- 
ning 50% on homegrown wind power. A how-to 
report and road map are due from the Danish 
Commission on Climate Change Policy by the 
end of 2010. Its work also will reflect the 
European Union 2050 goal for developed 
countries to collectively reduce their emissions 
of greenhouse gases by 60% to 80%. ... 



RENEWABLE ENERGY ISLAND 

Wednesday, Oct. 7, 8:55am 

'Tuesday we visited the island of Samso, a 
small-scale example for the world of how to 
achieve carbon neutrality. Samso - a small, 
bucolic island located between the Baltic and 
the North seas - was selected in 1997 to 
become a case study for renewable energy. 
The community of about 4,000 people has 
achieved its goal of becoming self-sufficient 
in renewable energy by executing a profes- 
sional plan provided by PlanEnergit. 

Samso offers a charming, picturesque 
example of what whole nations might try to 
achieve, but on an intimate scale that’s easy 
to comprehend. It’s a pastoral place of his- 
toric thatched cot- 
tages and classic 
agricultural build- 
ings, grazing live- 
stock, rolling fields 
of crops (flowering 
rapeseed/canola, 
trees bright with 
red berries, and 
pumpkins this time 
of year), and con- 
stant views of the 
sea. Silhouetted 
against both blue 

sky and blue sea are its 21 wind turbines. 

Our group of five American envi- 
ro-journalists took a long minibus 
trip to the coast, then a two-hour 
ferry ride out to the island. 
Offshore, we saw the 10 enor- 
mous, elegantly sculptural wind 
turbines in the south sea of 
Samso. Those deliver clean elec- 
tricity to the mainland grid; that’s 
considered more than an offset for 
all of the gasoline and nonrenewable 
heating used here, including that used by the 
three ferries serving the island. The island- 
ers’ own energy needs are met 100% by 11 
land-installed wind turbines. A power-share 
agreement with the mainland ensures that 
the island can “borrow” electricity on days 
when the wind doesn’t blow sufficiently; it 
returns equal electricity as a payback on 
windy days. 

The towns are connected to district/com- 
munity heating systems that provide both hot 
water and heating for about 75% of the 
island’s 2,500 pretty, traditional older 
homes. (There’s no industry or business to 
speak of.) There’s a solar farm that provides 
heating and a biomass furnace that burns 
woodchips from Brattingsborg Woods. We vis- 
ited one of the three straw-fed community 
biomass heating plants that serve the villag- 
es; the straw burned is an agricultural

byproduct that used to be burned in the 
fields. ... Some individual homeowners have 
also installed solar panels, geothermal heat- 
ing, or wood-pellet furnaces to replace their 
old oil-fired boilers. ... 

Great attention was paid to giving resi- 
dents a sense of ownership - literally and fig- 
uratively. ... Some 450 Samso residents now 
own profitable cooperative shares in the tur- 
bines (which were 100% financed by banks). 
...As soon as the technology becomes avail- 
able, Samso also plans to convert to electric 
or other alternatively fueled vehicles. But 
even now, factoring in the offsets from the 
wind energy it sends to the mainland, Samso 
is 100% carbon-neutral. ... 



EVERYONE HERE CYCLES! 

Wednesday, Oct. 7, 12:38pm 

After a few days in Copenhagen, I’m a con- 
vert: I’ve seen for myself that people in a 
wealthy nation can happily use the bicycle as 
their primary way to get around. “The never- 
ending flow of Copenhageners on bicycles is 
like a symphony of human power. ... The 
morning rush hour is graced with such poetic 
motion,” is how a deliciously literate city bro- 
chure puts it. That’s how it felt, too, cycling 
around Copenhagen with our guides, becom- 
ing part of the great flow of cyclists all over 
the city. Pedaling alongside such a tremen- 
dous volume of cyclists is unlike anything I’ve 
ever experienced. It transforms urban cycling 
into something that feels quite mainstream, 
social, exhilarating, and fun. ... 

The more Copenhageners cycle, the safer it 
feels and becomes, and the more investments 
are made in the network of dedicated cycling 
paths. ... Every time new bike lanes and paths 
have opened, they have been resounding suc- 
cesses and quickly fill with people and bikes. 
The network now includes 350 kilometers of 
bike lanes, which has attracted more and more 
regular commuting and daily-use cyclists. ... 

More fascinating facts about one of the 
world’s most advanced cycling cities: 

• Some 55% of permanent resident Copen- 
hageners bicycle to work. About 37% of 
everyone studying or working in Copenhagen 


(including those from suburbs, other cities, 
and immigrants) uses a bicycle; that puts 
about 150,000 cyclists on the road each 
morning. The city of Copenhagen has set a 
goal of increasing that to 50% by 2015. ... 
Compare that to Austin’s goal: If memory 
serves, it’s to increase our percentage of 
cycling commuters from 1% to 3%. 

• On the major cycling routes (which have 
dedicated off-road bike lanes), more than 
30,000 cyclists pass by daily. ... The most 
crowded lanes are now the bike lanes at 
rush hour - even on rainy or snowy days. 

• Most Copenhageners say they cycle for 
transportation because it’s the fastest, most 
efficient, and cheapest way to get around. ... 
Almost no one thinks of cycling as a political 
stance or a lifestyle statement - everyone 
cycles because it’s practical, common, effi- 
cient, and safe. ... 

• Green Cycle Routes: These separated 
“cyclist motorways” are broad, dedicated 
paths where riders have minimal contact with 
traffic. We rode on one during off-peak hours; 
we shared the paths not just with other 
cyclists but with joggers, skaters, mothers 
pushing baby carriages, and elderly people in 
motorized wheelchairs/scooters or tricycles. 



DANISH MINISTER 
HEDEGAARD ON OBAMA

In an interview this morning - following 
the announcement of President Barack 
Obama’s Nobel Peace Prize - about negoti- 
ations toward an ambitious and binding 
global climate treaty at COP15, Danish 
Minister for Climate and Energy Connie 
Hedegaard said: “There’s a new youth gen- 
eration, all over the world, that through this 
presidency has a lot of hopes for the USA.”

ANEW DAY FOR THE EPA? 

Could it be? Dare we think it? Is it possi- 
ble that the Environmental Protection Agency 
might finally be getting serious about provid- 
ing some protection for Appalachia’s environ- 
ment and people? 

For more than a decade, the ancient, 
serene, and beautiful mountains, valleys, 
and streams of central Appalachia have liter- 
ally been under assault by corporate coal 
profiteers. Using a brutally destructive min- 
ing method called “mountaintop removal,” 
the corporations explode to bits the top 
third of mountains in order to get at the 
coal, and then they cavalierly bulldoze the 
resulting rubble and toxic coal waste down 
the mountainsides, filling the valleys, bury- 
ing streams, poisoning the water supply, and 
destroying livelihoods. 

As mountain after mountain has been 
wasted, the EPA has stood silent as the 
Army Corps of Engineers has rubber- 
stamped Big Coal’s selfish devastation. 

“The whole permitting process has become 
toothless,” says one observer. 

But she’s not just any ol’ observer. She’s 
Lisa Jackson, the new head of the EPA, who 
recently declared, “We’re going to do our 
jobs.” Two subsequent steps suggest she 
might. First, the agency has preliminarily 
rejected the approval of 79 more mountain- 
top removal permits. Second, agency offi- 
cials are quietly putting together a major 
new scientific study of the effects that the 
explosive process has on streams, water 
quality, and aquatic life. 

A 2005 EPA report has already documented 
this devastation, but - incredibly - the Bush 
team perverted the findings to allow more 
devastation! Now, however, it appears that sci- 
ence, nature, and people might at long last be 
considered and possibly -just possibly - 
given priority over undiluted industry greed.

RICH BOORS IN FANCY DRAWERS 

Experts tell us that America’s painful 
recession is “probably over.” That’s swell - 
but how’s your personal economy going? 

If you’re not sure, check your underwear. 
Mintel, an economic research firm, consid- 
ers sales of men’s undies to be a bell- 
wether of the economy’s ups and downs. 
When men are short on cash, claims 
Mintel, they don’t buy new shorts as fre- 
quently. The firm expects men’s drawers to 
drop 2.3% this year. 

However, you can bet that one small 
group of men skew the underwear indicator 
way upward: the five CEOs who have been 
named the “Highest Paid Worst Performers 
of 2008.” Despite doing a poor job, these 
executives can still afford to strap on a new 
pair of silk shorts every day! 

The Corporate Library, a watchdog group, 
analyzed the pay of 2,000 top executives to 
cull out these “winners”: Abercrombie & 
Fitch, BJ Services Co., Comcast Corporation, 
International Paper, and Nabors Industries. 

Take Abercrombie’s Michael Jeffries, for 
example. Despite a stock price that lagged 
behind other clothing retailers during the 
past five years, Jeffries has a contract that 
guarantees his pay will always be higher 
than the compensation earned by 75% of 
his rivals. Last year, therefore, he pocketed 
$72 million in pay, including a $6 million 
“stay bonus” to keep him from leaving the 
company. Come on - why would he ever 
leave a sweet deal like that? 

Sweetest of all, though, is the deal that 
Eugene Isenberg gets from by Nabors 
Industries, an oil-drilling company. He is 
paid not on performance, but on a percent- 
age of the corporation’s cash flow. Thus, 
even though Nabors’ stock price plummeted 
51% last year, Isenberg hit a gusher with 
$79 million in pay.

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The Fire at AFD 


Chief Rhoda Mae Kerr cheerfully engages a department 
aflame with labor, race, and gender politics

Primary Search 


On a rainy weekday in September, Austin Fire Chief Rhoda 
Mae Kerr is sitting in her office. Apart from books and binders, 
memorabilia line the bookshelf - plaques, accolades, and a 
squadron of toy fire trucks - and atop the shelves sit fire hel- 
mets from her past positions in different cities. Two enormous, 
gold-plated commemorative fire axes grace the opposite wall. 

On this busy day, Kerr is recording a video greeting for the 
River City Youth Foundation, an organization that provides 
educational opportunities for underserved children. 
Congratulating the group for decades of service, she finishes 
up strong: “I’m an example of how you can be anything you 
wanna be. ... Never give up your dreams.” She adds, “When 
you’re 18, think about joining the Austin Fire Department!” 

Kerr is indeed a vivid example of how you can be anything 
you want to be - a trailblazer in a change-resistant, male- 
dominated field. But her brief tenure here, beginning in 
February, hasn’t allowed room for much self-congratulation. 
Virtually as soon as she was sworn in, controversy erupted: 
first in the form of staffing policies . . . then promotions . . . then 
budgeting worries ... on and on, troubles large and small dog- 
ging her agenda, down to topics as comparatively trifling as the 
department’s logo redesign. 

Leading a public safety department in the nation’s 15 th- 
largest city is undoubtedly a difficult challenge. And the Austin 
Fire Department, currently operating without a union contract, 
under increasing fiscal constraints and a City Council mandate 
to diversify the ranks, certainly poses its own challenges. But 
Kerr’s rocky reception poses challenges of its own: How much 
of the blowback that she’s received has been of her own mak- 
ing? And how much might be grounded in reactions to her 
gender, departmental politics, or more? 


“Challenges? There’s no challenges!” Kerr exclaims. 
“Opportunities!” It’s of a piece with Kerr’s relentlessly upbeat, 
motivated personality. It’s frankly hard to believe this vegetar- 
ian, grandmother, and fourth-generation firefighter shuns caf- 
feine - but her energy is all natural. 

That enthusiasm must have helped her in 2008, when the 
city was going through the circuitous process of selecting a 
new fire chief. Her predecessor, J.J. Adame, served for a scant 
two years before resigning. That spring, a 
memo surfaced from Assistant City 
Manager Michael McDonald, giving 
Adame 45 days to improve his perfor- 
mance and calling out “many instances 
where I think you have deferred to your 
subordinates in situations where you 
needed to take a lead role as fire chief.” 

Despite some efforts at improvement, 

Adame resigned within the city’s time 
frame, and a national search for Austin’s 
next chief began. 

At the time, Kerr was fire chief of Little 
Rock, Ark., having spent some 25 years in public safety. In 1983, 
after working for more than a decade as a coach and teacher, she 
joined the Fort Lauderdale, Fla., Fire-Rescue Department, where 
she steadily rose in the ranks - engine driver, lieutenant, battal- 
ion chief, division chief, and ultimately deputy fire chief. At the 
end of 2003, she accepted the chief position in Little Rock. 
Some four years later, when the much larger city of Austin began 
its search (the AFD has approximately 1,100 firefighters to Little 
Rock’s 400), she applied for the job. 


“This is my second time to leave an organization and strike 
out for another opportunity,” she says. “You always hope that 
it’s going to be exciting and that you’ll be welcomed; you cer- 
tainly don’t want to go somewhere you don’t feel welcome, or 
where you couldn’t make a difference. ... I came here with 
that in mind - that it was a great opportunity. I was excited 
about the challenges that did lie ahead.” 

And the challenges began shortly after Kerr arrived. 

Flexing Muscle 

In February 2009, when Kerr became chief, the city was in 
the middle of a financial emergency. With plummeting sales- 
tax proceeds, a $20 million budget cut was required, and no 
department would be spared. 

The linchpin of proposed cuts at AFD - under way before 
Kerr’s arrival - was known as “flexible staffing.” Nationwide 
“best practices” call for four-person staffing on fire trucks, 
the better to facilitate what’s known as the “two-in/two- 
out” rule: That is, when responding to a fire, at least two 
firefighters enter the blaze, while two others stay outside, 
remaining in voice or visual contact with the two inside. A 
white paper from the International Association of Fire 
Fighters describing two-in/two-out - a federal Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration mandate - says the rule 
“may be one of the most important safety advances for fire- 
fighters in this decade.” 

The flexible staffing proposal would have allowed engines to 
respond with only three firefighters - for a very few engines, 
but, should one respond to a fire and the crew needed to enter 
the structure, they would have to wait for another engine to 
arrive. For entertaining the notion at all, Kerr was pilloried by 
the fire union. 

“I can’t think of anything that would get us off on the wrong 
foot more so than something like that,” says Stephen Truesdell, 
president of the Austin Firefighters Association. Calling four- 
person staffing “one of our most important issues that we’ve 
been working on for decades,” Truesdell says he’s cognizant of 
the budget troubles Kerr faced upon her arrival. Still, he says: “I 
feel her ultimate responsibility is to advocate for what is best for 
the firefighters, and the Fire Department. . . . She has to make a 
very clear case for why it’s a bad idea and what the potential 
consequences are. And we just don’t feel like that happened.” 

Truesdell says cutting staffing - instead of more comprehen- 
sive budget adjustments - “is easy. It’s 
the easiest fix; it doesn’t require anything 
but to not pay as many firefighters to 
work today as we did yesterday.” That 
may be true in the broadest sense, but 
Kerr says that the main reason staffing 
represents an “easy” budget fix is because 
salaries at the AFD (as in most depart- 
ments) consume so much of the budget. 
“Ninety-two percent of the Fire 
Department budget goes to personnel,” 
Kerr says. “Seven percent goes to com- 
modities, fixed costs - utilities, fuel, 
those kinds of things. There’s not a whole lot of money to 
come up with there, so, it seems you’re gonna have to impact 
people in some way.” More specifically, Kerr says she “totally 
understood” the anger at the flexible staffing proposal, “and I 
totally support four-person staffing. But I will say it even today, 
if I had to choose between shutting down a fire station and 
taking the unit down to three people on an occasional basis, 
I’ll take it down to three.”

Accommodating Women: The AFD vs. Nona Allen 



It’s been a little more than a year since the 
Austin Fire Department’s only African-American 
female firefighter, Nona Allen, filed suit 
against the department, claiming that she’d 
been discriminated against on the basis of her 
gender and race and that she’d been forced 
to endure a hostile work environment while 
assigned to Station 15 on Airport Boulevard. 
(See “Trouble at Station 15,” Jan. 16.) 

Allen’s suit focuses on what she considered 
unequal facilities at Station 15 - the men’s 
locker room was large and well-appointed, 
while the women’s locker room was a bare cin- 
der-block room, devoid of furniture or ameni- 
ties. (The station’s vending machines, for 
example, were in the men’s locker room, 
meaning Allen couldn’t grab a soda without 
asking a male firefighter for help.) Allen was 
assigned to the station in 2007 as a proba- 
tionary officer, and, notably, a desk and chair 
she had moved into the bare women’s locker 
room so she could study for her competency 
exams (crucial to her graduating from “probie” 
status) were removed from the room several 
times without explanation. When she finally 
received a reason, it was in the form of a 
posted note from Jim Evans, assistant chief at 
the time and later interim chief before Chief 
Rhoda Mae Kerr was hired on, which declared 
bluntly: “This locker/restroom is to be left 
empty of any desk or other personal effects 
not belonging to female fire- 
fighters.” When Allen asked 
for clarification she said she 
was given none and simply 
told that the room was to 
remain empty. 

That created an unequal 
and hostile work environ- 
ment, Allen argued, and ulti- 
mately, last fall she filed 
suit against the department. 

The city has argued in court 
filings that Allen has failed 
to show that she was dis- 
criminated against based on 
sex or race and that “the 
moving of a desk and chair 
does not rise to the level of 
a hostile work environment,” 

Assistant City Attorney Chris 
Edwards wrote in a motion in February, argu- 
ing that the case should be dismissed. Civil 
District Judge Rhonda Hurley agreed with the 
city in part and dismissed several of Allen’s 
claims but ruled that her “claim of [gender] 
discrimination based on a hostile work envi- 
ronment” could move forward. 

Last week the city filed a second motion 
for summary judgment, arguing that there is 
no evidence “of hostile work environment 
harassment based on sex or race because 
the directive and order she complains of 
affecting fire station locker rooms were 
issued at the request of the women firefight- 
ers, and were issued station wide,” Edwards 
wrote. Specifically, Edwards says that in 
January 2008 a group of female firefighters 


complained to the AFD’s Diversity Council 
that male firefighters were storing furniture 
and other items in locker rooms designated 
for females at various fire stations regardless 
of whether women were stationed there. That 
was the case at Station 15: Before Allen was 
assigned there, male firefighters had placed a 
bed in the women’s locker room in an attempt 
to isolate “snorers.” As a result of the Jan. 19 
Diversity Council meeting, 
Edwards wrote, Evans 
“immediately issued a ver- 
bal directive to remove all 
male belongings from the 
women’s locker rooms at 
all stations.” So the city 
argues that the subse- 
quent moving of Allen’s 
desk and chair from the 
locker room at Station 15 
was a miscommunication, 
based on the department’s 
attempt to comply with the 
new directive. 

Allen’s attorney, Will 
Sutton, said the as-yet- 
unscheduled hearing on the 
city’s latest motion will 
determine whether Allen’s 
case will make it to trial. Legally, he said, 
Allen’s case is “right on the line” - and which 
way things will go is anyone’s guess. In order 
to prove her case, Allen will have to show that 
the alleged discrimination “altered the terms 
and conditions of her employment in a signifi- 
cant way,” said Sutton. “If it did, we win; if it 
didn’t, we lose.” 

Undeniably, the AFD has had difficulties in 
creating equal spaces for its 55 women (that 
includes Kerr) at its 45 stations. Construction 
to create “equal” facilities for women within 
AFD’s existing facilities began in 2000, 
when then-City Manager Toby Futrell tagged 
$675,000 in funds to remodel a total of 11 
stations. The project was later expanded to 
include additional stations and is still not 


complete. As of 2008, some $4 million had 
been spent on the project to remodel the orig- 
inal list of 11 stations and to plan for the 
remodeling of another 18. Construction is 
slated to begin next month on renovations at 
six stations, but an additional $1.25 million 
was not included in the fiscal year 2010 
Capital Improvement Project budget, mean- 
ing work on five stations will have to wait. 
Additionally, there are six stations where the 
station footprint makes it impossible to reme- 
dy the disparity with a simple remodel; exactly 
how those facilities will be handled has yet to 
be decided. (Three facilities did not require 
any remodeling.) 

The AFD’s newest stations (including No. 

45, set to open next year) have all been built 
to accommodate everyone and are “gender 
neutral,” says AFD spokeswoman Michelle 
DeCrane. In those buildings, the entire station 
is “shared” space but contains private facili- 
ties for each firefighter to use to shower and 
change clothes. Kerr prefers to consider the 
stations gender neutral, says DeCrane, 
because it diminishes any sense that the 
department is split, men vs. women. 

In January, Allen told the Chronicle that 
the differences in locker rooms and manage- 
ment’s refusal to allow her any amenities at 
all did indeed alter the terms of her employ- 
ment. At a fire scene, she said, she felt equal 

- elsewhere, the message was clear that she 
was not. “You get back to the station all 
pumped up, and all the guys would go cele- 
brate in their locker room, jamming to music, 
drinking Cokes, and hanging out sitting around 
on cushioned chairs,” she said. “That’s when 
it really hit home,” the message that she 
wasn’t worthy of the same work environment 
afforded her colleagues. “You don’t belong 
here. Every day I got that message,” she said. 
“I just got the feeling that I don’t belong here 

- that they were saying that you’re not equal 
to us, and I didn’t deserve the same treat- 
ment as everyone else.”

Combat Operations 

The flexible staffing proposal was no sooner 
scuttled then another controversy flared: 
Kerr’s selection of assistant chiefs. She named 
Lt. Richard Davis to lead Professional Services 
and Lt. Matt Orta to lead Combat Operations 
Support, for several reasons, she says, but 
definitely important - to city management as 
well as to Kerr herself - was diversifying the 
department’s upper echelon (Davis is African- 
American; Orta is Hispanic). However, Kerr is 
quick to say that the principle and potential 
effects of diversity are more important than 
someone’s specific ethnicity or gender. “They 
bring the things that are important to me as 
assistant chiefs, and that was passion and 
commitment and loyalty, the ability to com- 
municate. I don’t want somebody that’s always 
going to agree with me. I want people that 
have different opinions, and I think it’s impor- 
tant within our executive team to have that 
diversity of opinion, that diversity of culture 
- the diversities that are obvious in regard to 
our gender and our race, but also the things 
that everybody brings to the table.” 

City management may have seconded Kerr’s 
judgment, but not everyone in the department 
was pleased. While the Austin Firefighters 
Association’s Truesdell allows that assistant 
chief isn’t a position subject to contractual 
promotion rules but one appointed at the 
chief’s discretion, there was still frustration 
among those passed over for the job. “The 
frustration was the fact that there was a lack of 
any process, or any opportunity for folks to 
ask to be considered for those positions,” he 
says. “The decision was made - ‘Here ya go; 
here are the two new assistant chiefs’ - and 
there were lots of folks who felt like they 
should’ve had an opportunity to be consid- 
ered.” (See “Contract Kumbaya,” p.32.) 

An additional pressure was also affecting 
Kerr’s proposal, as she simultaneously sought 
to expand the number of assistant chiefs from 
four to five, partly in order to tap battalion 
chief (and Anglo male) Harry Evans for a fifth 
position - a move that would require City 
Council approval. With a massive budget 
deficit anticipated for 2009-2010, the request 
was temporarily shelved while council worked 
through the rest of its budget options. Council 
members struggled to explain that the post- 
ponement was not a knock on Kerr’s staffing 
plans, but instead reflected the financial 
strain of adding another position. It was an 
undeniably tough sell - and it didn’t help that 
on the day the proposal came before council 
in May, Kerr seemed unprepared and needed 
administrative help in answering questions 
from the dais. 

“It was just horrible timing,” says Mayor Pro 
Tern Mike Martinez, a former firefighter and 
past president of the Austin Firefighters 
Association. “We were in the middle of a [ini- 
tially estimated] $40 million shortfall in the 
budget. ... I thought it was disrespectful to 
the rest of the work force, and to the citizens 
of Austin, to be asking for increased positions 
on your command staff and increases in costs

As Austin Firefighters Association 
President Stephen Truesdell notes, 
roughly 5% of the Austin Fire Department 
is female - and compared to the national 
average, approximately 3%, “that's a 
good number." Still, from looking at this 
breakdown of gender and ethnicity in 
the Austin Fire Department, it's obvious 
that AFD - like departments around the 


country - has a long way to go before 
it's as diverse as the community it serves. 

Although women make up more than 
7% of all firefighters and minorities 
almost 28%, the upper ranks are over- 
whelmingly male and white. Below Chief 
Rhoda Mae Kerr on the organization chart, 
of the next 112 positions, only one is a 
woman, and only eight are minorities. 


at a time when we were deliberating how to 
close this budget shortfall.” 

Moreover, Martinez also felt flummoxed 
by Kerr’s comments to council that the extra 
position was part of her efforts to add diver- 
sity. “You say you want to diversify, and you 
have an African-American and a Hispanic 
candidate; why not just appoint them now?” 
Martinez asks, and wait until after the bud- 
get’s resolution to create the fifth position. 
That’s in fact what eventually happened: In 
late September, Kerr pro- 
posed a staff reorganiza- 
tion to council that cre- 
ated the fifth assistant 
position, elevating Evans, 
without generating addi- 
tional costs. 

“You always pick your 
battles,” Kerr says of her 
council skirmish. 

“Sometimes it’s time to 
withdraw, regroup, and 
then try to move forward 
and find a better way or different way to 
accomplish your goals.” As for her selection 
of Davis and Orta, she concedes “it wasn’t a 
popular decision, because I didn’t select 
anybody from the immediate ranks just 
below assistant chief - but I’m allowed to do 
that, by God!” Kerr stands by her decision. 
“Several months later, you see the growth 
and development that has occurred in both 
those assistant chiefs. ... That’s the whole 
point of succession planning and preparing 


for the future. So I hope when I retire and I 
leave the Austin Fire Department, the hard- 
est decision for the city manager is going to 
be, ‘Oh my gosh, which one of these people 
do I choose?”’ 

The Evolution of a Fire Chief 

Kerr’s departmental troubles didn’t end 
with the decisions over the assistant chiefs 
- since then, she’s wrestled with disputes 
over additional proposed budget cuts, the 
department’s safe-driving 
policy, rules governing 
policy when speaking 
about the department 
(updated for the social 
media age), and more. 
It’s almost as if “contro- 
versy” has taken on a life 
of its own, snowballing 
through the force of its 
own momentum. 

Or is there something 
more at play? 

Simmering in the background, but not 
always acknowledged, is the intriguing but 
confounding question of what role Kerr’s 
gender may have played in all this depart- 
mental give-and-take. Race and gender poli- 
tics are no stranger to firehouses across the 
nation, but female chiefs are: Kerr and San 
Francisco Chief Joanne Hayes-White are the 
only two women to preside over a depart- 
ment of AFD’s size. The hints of a gender-

Contract Kumbaya: 

The City and the 
Firefighters 

Last November, when the Austin Firefighters Association voted 
overwhelmingly to reject the labor contract negotiated between 
its union team and the city, it was the culmination of several 
months of tension, primarily over the question of “diversifying” 
the Austin Fire Department - how to make department personnel 
be more representative of the community they serve. Shortly 
thereafter, city officials declared that they had met their obliga- 
tions under “meet-and-confer” standards and would not be 
returning to the table until after this year’s budget cycle; the 
union responded that the city had thereby only confirmed that 
from the beginning it had approached negotiations in “bad faith.” 
(See “Disagreeing to Agree,” Jan. 16.) 

It was not an auspicious moment, nor one likely to raise 
expectations that whenever negotiations finally did resume, 
the road to a new contract would be anything less than rocky. 

Nearly a year later, after several weeks of renewed negotia- 
tions, it’s surprising to hear both sides saying they’re optimistic 
that a satisfactory deal will be reached by the end of October, 
or even sooner. Meetings at the city’s Learning and Research 
Center, near the airport, are proceeding this week, and there 
remain nettlesome differences to be resolved that could stall 
an agreement. But recently, AFA President Stephen Truesdell 
acknowledged that in the negotiations “the mood 
and atmosphere have been better this year,” giving 
him reason to hope that a reasonable agreement is 
within reach. The city’s recently hired labor relations 
officer, Larry Watts, was similarly optimistic: “My 
sense is that it’s going extremely well.” 

How is it that only a few months after negotiations 
had irretrievably broken down, the two sides are 
(at least for the moment) singing “Kumbaya” about 
reaching a contract? To some degree, the participants 
credit the stalemate itself - and more specifically, the 
firefighters’ rejection of last year’s contract - for moti- 
vating the change. “It’s disconcerting at the least 
when a contract is rejected,” said Watts. “To that 
extent, both sides came to the table hoping to find some middle 
ground where we could make this thing work. So both of us have 
tried to listen to the concerns of the other side, and to try to figure 
out what we can do to address those concerns, on hiring and on 
all the issues. So to some extent, the rejection of a contract 
causes both sides to come back and try harder.” 

AFA Secretary Bob Nicks offered a similar judgment, albeit 
with a different emphasis. “I think the fact that we made a

stand on principles meant something. When you’ve got a group 
that’s willing to walk away from the table and say, ‘No, that’s not 
acceptable,’ it buys you a little leverage next time around.” Indeed, 
the union’s negotiators had split over last year’s contract propos- 
al, and Nicks was among those who successfully encouraged the 
members to reject it - though he did confess sur- 
prise when the city then refused to return to the 
table. Truesdell supported last year’s contract pro- 
posal, but he agrees that whatever the impetus, the 
extended break seems to have enabled a new atmo- 
sphere in the current negotiations. “The extended 
hiatus gave both sides the opportunity to reflect,” 
Truesdell said. Moreover, he said, the lack of a con- 
tract (and instead the default to general civil service 
law) makes workplace rules uncertain for manage- 
ment as well as labor. “Both sides want [a contract],” 
Truesdell concluded, “because it’s always much bet- 
ter when things are well defined.” 

So motivation for an agreement is strong, although 
negotiations could still founder. The most contentious issue has not 
been wages but hiring procedures: City management was determined 
to win “flexibility” in order to ensure greater diversity, and the union 
was just as determined not to allow management to hire whomever 
it pleased without any common performance standards. It’s 
hardly a unique issue; like the Austin Fire Department, fire depart- 
ments nationwide trend overwhelmingly white and male, and a New 
Haven lawsuit on the issue recently reached the Supreme Court. 


This time around, both sides say they’ve made great prog- 
ress on the hiring issue. Watts was reluctant to describe still- 
tentative details, but said in general, “The firefighters are indi- 
cating that they are willing to give us a fairly high degree of 
flexibility, as long as we’re willing to give them some assurance 
that we’re going to have a legitimate process to hire firefight- 
ers.” Truesdell and Nicks concurred, and Nicks (who had been 
in charge of training for the Austin Fire Department) said that 
joint city-union teams recently visited Memphis, Tenn., where 
they’ve made a lot of progress on these issues. Thus far, he 
said, “They’re kind of heading that way with the hiring, and so 
I’m pretty excited about it.” 

A related dispute had arisen over Chief Rhoda Mae Kerr’s 
recent appointments of new assistant chiefs. Truesdell pointed 
out that any “officer” - a staffing category that includes nearly 
200 firefighters - was, in principle, eligible for one of those posi- 
tions. “We prefer an open process with a full opportunity for 
everybody to apply, and standard criteria,” he said, “as opposed 
to an arbitrary appointment.” That’s among the issues still being 
negotiated this week. 

Although she was not on board for last year’s negotiations 
(she took office in February, after the impasse), Kerr has been 
present for some of this year’s sessions. As she left the Learning 
Center recently, she declared herself “extremely optimistic and 
extremely positive. ... At the end of the day, we both want the 
same thing: a high level of service and a process that we can 
have confidence in.” - Michael King 


based backlash are oblique but persistent: 
resistance to her assistant chief picks, talk of 
a “reverse discrimination” lawsuit from fire- 
fighters passed over for the promotions, and 
plenty of anonymous online criticism. After 
Kerr told an Austin American-Statesman 
reporter, “I don’t think I had a honeymoon 
period” - a commonplace euphemism for the 
glow surrounding a new official - she says 
she “made the mistake of going in and read- 
ing citizen comments [on the Statesman web- 
site] . Somebody wrote, ‘What does she think 
this is, a wedding or a marriage?’” With that, 
she says she asked herself, “Oh, why am I 
reading these?” 

While it’s hard to confirm backlash against 
Kerr’s gender, it’s also hard to deny “It’s 


obviously gonna be an issue,” says Truesdell. 
“She’s working in an environment that is 95 
percent male - and that’s a good number, 
compared to a lot of departments.” Still, he 
says, “I don’t think it has had any significant 
impact” on department and union reaction 
to her decisions, “because these decisions 
are ones that would be unpopular regardless 
of gender, race, or ethnicity. They’re just 
things that are going to be viewed as unfavor- 
able by firefighters.” 

“The cliche that I used for years is: In many 
instances, our knuckles are still on the ground 
in the fire service,” says Martinez. “We’ve just 
taken a really long time to evolve and get with 
the program, so to speak. And we still are 
behind, in terms of women firefighters and 


minority firefighters.” He says Kerr’s gender 
shouldn’t be an issue, and maybe wasn’t, ini- 
tially. “But I think now, because of the friction 
and because of the proposed policies that 
have created so much resistance - it’s unfor- 
tunate, but now I’m starting to hear that, 
when we never heard that in the beginning. It 
wasn’t about her gender; it was, ‘We hope 
she’s a good leader; we hope she’s a strong 
leader.’ But I do hear that - I do hear that 
she’s gonna always struggle, for different rea- 
sons. And it’s been mentioned that gender 
may be a factor. ... It shouldn’t be that way, 
but that is part of the problem we need to 
deal with in the Fire Department.” 

“Yes, I think that it is different being a 
woman, and I think people scrutinize what I 


want to do more closely,” Kerr says. “They 
scrutinize who you are more closely, just 
because you are a woman. And I think that 
there’s some opinion out there, that people 
feel like I have been treated differently than 
any of my predecessors, who are all men.” 
Still, Kerr says, “certainly, life has evolved in 
27 years” since she first joined the Fort 
Lauderdale force, since her days as the only 
woman in a firehouse - she had to tape up a 
sign reading “Occupied” over the windows to 
the shower room when she needed to clean up 
after a call. Diversifying the department - hav- 
ing “people that are representative of our com- 
munity cultures working in our organization” 
- is one of the reasons she was tapped to lead

the Fire Department in the first place, regard- 
less of the backlash. 

“Diversity is never simple, and it’s never 
not important,” she says. To that end, she’s 
hoping the current labor contract negotia- 
tions will eventually result in a more diverse 
work force. “If you don’t hire the people that 
are different, then you can’t promote people 
who are different, because they’re just not 
there. It has to start at that sort of bottom 
level, that hiring level.” 

White Shirts 

If there’s ever a crucible for dispute, it’s a 
fire department. Start with a collection of indi- 
vidualists potentially risking their lives, add 
race and gender politics, labor disputes, and, 
in a bum economy, budget cuts threatening to 
impact services. Is it surprising that the city 
hounded out J.J. Adame after two years, or 
that his predecessor, Gary Warren, received an 
overwhelming vote of no confidence (569 of 
650) from the firefighters union? 

Kerr stepped into strong crosscurrents when 
she arrived - no union contract, a budget defi- 
cit - but maybe none stronger than disputes 
between management and the rank and file 
over the most effective use of stretched depart- 
ment resources. The reaction to Kerr’s two 
major tests - flexible staffing and the assistant 
chief assignments - at their core reflect con- 
flict between labor and management. 

Truesdell cites a disconnect between 
upper-level management and frontline 
responders in the way Kerr’s policies have 
been drafted and implemented. Referring to 
the flexible staffing battle, he says, “These 
policies come out, and it’s just obvious that 
they weren’t given due consideration, because 
the way they’re implemented totally runs 
contrary to the most efficient operation of 
the Fire Department.” Recalling the flexible 
staffing proposal in council chambers, 
Martinez says, “I think there were nine white 
shirts” - assistant chiefs, division chiefs, and 
so on, in their starched white uniform shirts. 


“Her executive team were all sitting on the 
front row of council, and their best recom- 
mendation for a midyear budget adjustment 
to save money was to cut the lowest-ranked 
firefighter staffing member, [the one] respond- 
ing to the citizens. All these guys - and gals 
- making over $100,000 a year, driving a 
vehicle paid for by the citizens of Austin, and 
your best option is to go to the lowest rank 
service provider to the citizen?” 

By definition, certain tensions exist 
between labor and management, but Trues- 
dell says better communication would begin 
to diminish it. Part of the tension comes from 
the current lack of a union contract; the 
expired one called for formal, quarterly meet- 
ings with the chief. However, Truesdell says, 


“By not having a contract we’re not prevent- 
ed from doing that,” but “we haven’t done 
that,” either. “Regular communication,” he 
says, “and a process where we, as the employ- 
ee representatives, are allowed regular input 
before policy and programs are implement- 
ed” would improve the working relationship, 
he says, “with the understanding that it’s 
simply that, input. Ultimately, the fire chief 
retains the authority to run the department, 
but it’s good to know what the rank-and-file 
perspective is.” 

“You certainly want to have good labor- 
management relationships, and the best one is 
one of open communication,” Kerr says. She 
feels she has a “very good relationship” with 
Truesdell. “There’s a couple times I’ll go talk 
to him, pull him aside, and say, ‘Hey, I have to 
give you a heads-up.’ ... I trust him, he trusts 


me, and I think that that’s a good thing.” But, 
she says, a good relationship means the ability 
to “agree to disagree” while still searching for 
consensus, “because consensus doesn’t mean 
we all agree, it just means we’ve all come to an 
understanding that this can be the position 
that we can take.” 

Kerr feels she’s done a good job of garnering 
support outside of the department. It seems 
her gender, which may be a challenge inside 
the organization, helps her outside of it. “I feel 
very welcome here. Invariably, when someone 
sees me, and they do recognize me, they thank 
me for being here, that they’re excited, par- 
ticularly if it’s another woman; they’re always 
very excited that Austin hired a woman as 
their fire chief.” 


Adrenaline and Change 

With her high-profile position and energetic 
personality, Kerr’s drawn comparisons to 
another recent public safety hire: Austin Police 
Department Chief Art Acevedo. “An officer of 
mine told me that I reminded him of a type A 
personality on steroids,” Acevedo says, adding 
he and Kerr are “two type A personalities on 
steroids. It makes things a lot of fun.” More 
specifically, he adds: “Any [administrator] is 
going to have ups and downs, like she’s had, 
but at the end of the day I know that she’s a 
person that really cares about the men and 
women that work there. ... I look forward to 
working with her in the next years.” But while 
Acevedo basked in his honeymoon for a year 
before a new policy for blood draws on drunk- 
en-driving suspects started dulling his public 


luster, Kerr never enjoyed the glow. And Acevedo 
repainted and rebranded the entire police force, 
unchallenged, while Kerr’s simple change of the 
Austin Fire Department logo created howls of 
protest, albeit brief. 

It’s tempting to think Kerr’s problems have 
been mistakes of timing, faced with tough 
choices immediately upon her arrival, without a 
chance to build her base of support, and being 
thrust into long-standing departmental disputes. 
And her reception has certainly been shaped by 
her gender to some degree. But regardless of the 
various forces at work, can Kerr continue to lead 
a department that’s difficult to manage even 
under better circumstances? “What I see is a 
struggle, a constant struggle,” says Martinez. 
“Proposal after proposal after proposal. I don’t 
know how long that can sustain someone in that 
position. It’s going to make it more and more 
difficult moving forward.” 

“I think firefighters are the same all over the 
country, maybe even somewhat all over the 
world, in regard to our personalities, our types,” 
says Kerr. “We all are adrenaline junkies; we 
resist change - although I’m sorta one of those 
unique people that really likes change.” She 
cites the number of Blackberrys and hairdos 
she’s gone through since she’s been here (four) 
as proof. 

Coming to Austin has undoubtedly been 
the biggest change in her career. She’s still get- 
ting used to it, and we are too. “When you 
come [to some place new], the reality is it 
takes longer for you,” Kerr reflects. “You’re 
not walking back into where everybody knows 
you. So you have to build those relationships. 
You have to start at ground zero again in that 
relationship building you left behind. ... You 
always think, ‘Oh, I’m so excited’; you know 
where you left, and you kinda think you’re 
gonna start where you left. And you don’t, you 
have to go back and start over and build those 
relationships, and get to know the organiza- 
tion, get to know the people. And they need to 
get to know you.” ■

CHORUS AUSTIN New director comes from Portland ... weekly 


It’s often said that Austin and Portland, 
Ore., are very similar cities. Well, in the cho- 
ral music department, they’re about to get so 
similar as to be indistinguishable, with choirs 
in both places being led by the same guy. 
Ryan Heller, who makes his debut as conduc- 
tor and music director of Chorus Austin this 
week, is currently the conductor of the 
Portland Vocal Consort, a professional choir, 
and he’ll continue to lead that organization 
and direct the Pride of Portland Chorus and 
Southwest Washington Symphony as he leads 
the three ensembles that make up Chorus 
Austin: Austin Civic Chorus, Austin Vocal Arts 
Ensemble, and Chorus Austin Consort. As he 
prepared to open the civic chorus’ 45th sea- 
son with a performance of Handel’s Jubilate 
for the Peace at Utrecht and Haydn’s Lord 
Nelson Mass, Heller spoke to the Chronicle 
about his new gig. - Robert Faires 

Austin Chronicle: Portland to Austin - that’s 
a hell of a commute. 

Ryan Heller: It is a hell of a commute. But I 
was already flying two or three times a month 
to coach or guest conduct, so when [the 
Chorus Austin job] ended up being offered to 


me, I said, “Well, it’s virtually the same 
amount of travel, just a bit more intensified,” 
so it didn’t cause me any great distress. 

AC: What makes Chorus Austin a good fit for 
you? Did it have something to do with the 
organization’s different ensembles? 

RH: That was part of the initial appeal. I 
love the choral-orchestral repertoire, and I 
love smaller single choral octavos, so to 
have those two groups definitely was a big 
sell. And the general feel, I suppose, the 
aura of Chorus Austin and its singers is one 
of focused work and passionate music-mak- 
ing. Every member wants to do the best they 
possibly can, not only to bring the score to 
life but to be the best singer they can be, so 
that speaks to me not only as a conductor 
but also as a teacher of vocal pedagogy. To 
be able to have a kind of newly formed ball 
of clay that I can mold to the shape I want 
was very exciting. Both groups are on the 
threshold of whole new levels of musicality 
and vocalism and musicianship. They are 
ready to be pushed to the next level - 
“pushed” perhaps isn’t the right word, 
because they willingly want to go, but they 
are ready to become one of the superpow- 


ers of choral forces, probably not only in 
Texas but in the country. I think with the 
work and the focus that we can build in, that 
can be achieved in a few years. 

AC: What makes the Handel and the Haydn a 
good debut for you? 

RH: This being the commemoration years for 
the deaths of both men, the 200th for Haydn 
and the 250th for Handel, it made sense. I 
have a similar concert programmed in 
Portland. I believe that the Haydn Lord 
Nelson Mass is one of the single greatest 
compositions not only of his output but of 
the choral-orchestral repertoire, so I wanted 
that on the program for the commemoration 
but also for the raw, incredible writing that 
Haydn does for the orchestra, the chorus, the 
soloists. Everything is right there on display. 
And as I was thinking about the pairing of 
Handel, I thought, we have so many 
Messiahs, so many Coronation Anthems, you 
know, all of the old favorites, let’s go back a 
little farther. We have Haydn there toward the 
end of his life; let’s go to early Handel. The 
Utrecht Jubilate, which Handel composed 
when he was 27, 28, is such a different feel- 
ing than those later oratorios and was the 


first work he composed in English. So we 
have Handel making essentially his London 
debut, and doesn’t that make sense to 
include on my Austin debut? Just sort of a 
fun parallel. 

Chorus Austin will perform Handel’s Jubilate for 
the Peace at Utrecht and Haydn’s Lord Nelson Mass 
Saturday , Oct. 17, 8pm, at Northwest Hills United 
Methodist Church, 7050 Village Center Dr. For more 
information, call 719-3300 or visit www.chorusaustin.org. 




SHANNON SEDWICK 

Honoring the Cal Ripken 
of Austin theatre 

Shannon Sedwick may not have been as 
nonplussed as the president when he was 
notified about his Nobel, but the co-founder 
and star of Esther’s Follies was nevertheless 
surprised when she heard that she was the 
recipient of this year’s special B. Iden Payne 
award recognizing outstanding contributions 
to Austin theatre. “We’re not always thought 
of as theatre,” says Sedwick of the popular 
musical comedy revue. But in fact, Esther’s is 
one of the local theatre scene’s greatest suc- 
cess stories, running continuously somewhere 
on East Sixth since 1977 through busts, 
booms, and even fire. (One burned down the 
Follies’ original home in 1983, but the troupe 
moved over to the Ritz Theatre without miss- 
ing a show.) Sedwick is appreciative that the 
board of the Greater Austin Creative Alliance 
(formerly the Austin Circle of Theaters), which 
selects each year’s honoree, includes Esther’s 
in the theatre community, but she especially 
liked getting the word from Executive Director 
Latifah Taormina, who has a notable back- 
ground in comedy herself, performing with the 
storied improv troupes Second City in Chicago 
and the Committee in San Francisco in the 
1960s. “Of course, she would think of what 
we do as theatre,” Sedwick notes. 

The award for Sedwick acknowledges an all 
but unheard run as a performer: more than 
8,000 shows, in which she’s portrayed every- 


one from Ruth Carter Stapleton to Hillary 
Clinton to, of course, Patsy Cline. But in her 
role as the Follies’ co-producer (with husband 
Michael Shelton), she’s also provided employ- 
ment for hundreds of performers and in some 
cases even given them their first break on an 
Austin stage (this writer among them). And in 
many of their non-Follies ventures - Liberty 
Lunch, the Ritz Theatre, the Velveeta Room, 
and most recently, Patsy’s Cowgirl Cafe - 
Sedwick and Shelton have created space for 
performances. Add to this her roots in the- 
atre at the University of Texas in the late 


Sixties and her civic involvement in 
Downtown issues (including serving as long- 
time president of the Old Pecan Street 
Association), and Sedwick seems a natural 
choice for this honor. The award will be pre- 
sented along with 36 other awards for out- 
standing achievements in local theatre at the 
35th annual B. Iden Payne Theatre Awards 
ceremony this Sunday, Oct. 18, 6:30pm, in 
the Rollins Studio Theatre at the Long Center 
for the Performing Arts, 701 W. Riverside. For 
more information, call 474-8497 or 
visit www.nowplayingaustin.com.

Bob ‘Daddy-0’ Wade’s 40-year road trip 
through all that is Texas

Picture yourself in the cab of a pickup, 
windows rolled down on account of the air 
conditioner being stone broke; glove box 
overflowing with maps, receipts, and 8-track 
tapes of Buck Owens and Lefty Frizzell; floor 
littered with Whataburger bags, empty packs 
of Camels, and crumpled cans of Pearl; a gun 
rack for a headrest; and a bluetick coonhound 
warmin’ the seat between you and the driver, 
who’s full of enough stories to last your whole 
trip from Beaumont to El Paso, even if that 
ride is a freewheeling ramble as far north as 
Dalhart and as far south as McAllen, with 
stops at every honky-tonk and roadside curi- 
osity along the way 

That’s the feeling you get moseying through 
Bob Wade’s self-described “retrospectacle” at 
the South Austin Museum of Popular Culture. 
The work of the artist dubbed “ Daddy- O” is so 
steeped in Texas culture and iconography - the 
old and the new, rural and urban, classy and 
cheesy - that “40 Years of Blood, Sweat and 
Beers” seems to encompass everything in the 
whole damn state. It isn’t that the exhibit is so 
vast; Dallas has walk-in closets bigger than the 
entire exhibition space in this old South Lamar 
storefront, and even with most walls crammed 
floor-to-ceiling with material, the show is a 
pretty quick walk-through. No, it’s that every- 
thing included here just exudes Texas-osity, 
the way one oozes beery sweat after a three- 
night bender in Terlingua. The tinted antique 
photo of fresh-faced cowgirls waving their 
Stetsons from a row of Harleys, the little taxi- 
dermied jackrabbit head with antelope horns 
coming out of his skull, the full-size fiberglass 
steer with a keg in place of his head and a bug 
zapper coming out of his ass, the Airstream 
trailer with the giant iguana head and a saddle 
on top, the 8-foot foam tornado festooned 
with trash, even the alligator made entirely of 
Altoids tins, all of it seems birthed from Texas 
dirt, pulled right out of the soil between the 
Red River and the Rio Grande. Bob Wade gets 
what the Lone Star State is all about - on a 
cellular level, it would appear - and has spent 
four decades not just making work about it but 
imbuing that work with a palpable sense of 
Texas’ expansive, expressive, excessive, eccen- 
tric, irreverent, and rambunctious ways. 

To judge from the year-by-year portrait of 
the artist as a young man running along the 


upper wall of one room, Wade’s absorption 
of Lone Star culture began at an early age. 
In the images of him from what look to be 
his fifth or sixth year, he appears in four 
different cowboy outfits, studiously decked 
out in little hats, bandannas, holsters, and 
toy guns. Though he sheds the Western wear 
as he progresses toward adolescence (the 
portraits extend to age 30), his inner bucka- 
roo must have continued riding the range of 
his native state, for once he returns from a 
brief self-imposed exile in California (some- 
thing in him needed a master’s in painting 
from Berkeley), Texas starts showing up in 
Wade’s art in a big way. Literally. In the mid- 
Seventies, he creates a series of large instal- 
lations that bring together such archetypal 
objets de Tejana as Stetsons, bluebonnets, 
barbed wire, oil derricks, cattle skulls, and 
cacti in sometimes mythic, sometimes satiric 
arrangements, typically around a large mani- 
festation of that five-pointed Lone Star. These 
sculptural works are downright encyclopedic 
in their representation of things Texan, and 
it’s a bit frustrating that here we’re given 
only a few small photographs by which to 
admire them. They’re so expansive, and they 
describe something so expansive, that you 
want to see them full-blown in three dimen- 
sions and walk through them. 

But big as they were (most often 40-by-40 
feet), these installations couldn’t contain all 
of Texas as “Daddy-O” understood it. So he 
sought out new forms with which to Tex-press 
himself: the hand-tinted photographs, with 
subjects ranging from good ol’ white-boy hunt- 
ers in gimme caps to Mexican revolutionaries 
in sombreros to those iconic cowgirls; the taxi- 
dermied animals, reimagined in fanciful ways 
(the aforementioned jackalope and Bug Light) 
or compromising positions (an armadillo and 
iguana making, as it were, the beast with two 
backs); the vehicles, from an anthropomor- 
phized trailer with Kinky Friedman’s signature 
Stetson, ’stache, and cigar to the bullet-riddled 
van dubbed the Bonnie and Clyde Mobile; and, 
most attention-getting of all, the monumental 
sculptures - the 12-foot-tall iguana that for 
years stood guard over Lone Star Cafe in New 
York City, the 8-foot-tall frogs that sparked 
an art controversy in Dallas, the 20-foot- tall 
cartoon dog made out of a 1966 Plymouth 
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Public Auto Auction

and other assorted car parts, 40-foot- tall 
cowboy boots, a 70-foot saxophone. The 
various kinds of work allowed Wade a way 
to more fully tease out his notions about 
the state’s history and myths; its geography 
and customs; its tastes in fashion, food, 
and music; and its attitudes toward that 
Holy Trinity of Guns, Cars, and Beer. 

The biggest works are among his best- 
known, and considered in the context of 
all his work, it’s easy to see why: They 
capture the spirit of Texas’ sense of scale, 
that “Everything’s bigger in Texas” man- 
tra typically uttered in these parts with a 
shit-eating grin. We love the bigness of the 
place itself, and we love the idea of people 
accomplishing big things in it - like Pecos 
Bill, riding a twister and lassoing the Rio 
Grande to water his ranch and shooting 
all the stars from the sky except one, Bob 
“Daddy-O” Wade has been giving us those 
kinds of grand, mythic feats for 40 years, 
one long, crazy Texas tall tale in fiberglass 
and steel, served up with a wink and a 
hearty “yee-haw.” ■

THE YEAR OF THE FLOOD: 

A NOVEL 

by Margaret Atwood 
Random House, 448 pp., $26.95 

“Since I didn’t know what happened next, the 
only way to find out what happened next was to 
write another one.” That’s what Margaret Atwood 
says of the genesis of her latest novel, The Year 
of the Flood, her companion to Oryx and Crake 
(2004). The celebrated Canadian writer - “queen 
of CanLit,” they anoint her there - 
calls the book a “simultaneal,” as it 
renarrates the same near-future dys- 
topian era from perspectives different 
from O&C’s protagonist, Jimmy the 
Snowman. The central figures here 
are Toby, a working-class server in a 
SecretBurger franchise who becomes 
a reluctant Eve in a millennial cult 
- God’s Gardeners - and Ren, daugh- 
ter of a corporate scientist who lands 
with the Gardeners before drifting to 
Scales and Tails, a fantasy sex club. 

Although familiar figures like Jimmy (and 
Crake and the Texas-drought fugitive Amanda 
Payne) pass through Flood, it is primarily 
through Toby and Ren that Atwood recounts 
her remarkable parable of a world ruined by 
corporate tyranny, reckless technology, casual 
violence, and utter disdain for the natural order. 
Looming throughout is what the Gardeners 
anticipate as “the Waterless Flood” - a man- 
made plague with its roots in vainglorious genet- 
ic manipulation, as practiced by the dictatorial 
Corporation Security Corps (“CorpSeCorps”), 



its international enemies, and various crooks, 
rebels, and warring fringe groups, of which the 
Gardeners are the most benign. DIY ecologists, 
pantheists, and conspirators, they are precari- 
ously trying to sustain what’s left of the natural 
world and ordinary history. 

But Atwood, although she might be 
described honorably as an eco-feminist, is 
no sentimentalist. The Gardeners are often 
barely coherent, schismatic, even laugh- 

able, and her heroines 

are complex and flawed 
people uncertain how 
to live in a shattered 
culture. “As for writ- 
ing,” reflects Ren, 

“it was dangerous 
... because your 
enemies could trace 
you through it, and 
hunt you down, and use 
your words to condemn 
you.” Frank words from a 
clear-eyed novelist. 

Atwood will appear at the Texas Book 
Festival, perhaps offering a taste of the 
Flood- performances she’s organized else- 
where on the tour, now being filmed as The 
Margaret Atwood Project by Toronto documen- 
tarian Ron Mann. She turns 70 next month 
and tentatively plans a third Flood novel - if 
nature and the gods allow. - Michael King

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HELL: A NOVEL 

by Robert Olen Butler 
Grove Press, 240 pp., $24 

Setting a novel in hell takes confidence. 
The kind of confidence that a Pulitzer Prize 
instills in a person, no doubt. That could 
be the reason behind Robert Olen Butler’s 
recent literary descent into the fiery after- 
life. Or perhaps he just felt it was time 
someone updated the long 
since dated denizens 
^ of Dante’s Inferno. 

Either way, Butler 
swings for the 
fences but cre- 
ates little more 
than a breeze. 

The action 
follows ex-TV 
newsman Hatcher 
McCord as he 
stumbles over the 
afterlife’s many tripwires 
in hell. If he’s not reluctantly introducing 
fluff news pieces about the populace of 
Hades, then he’s stumbling around the 
bedroom with a loose-headed Anne Boleyn 
or trying to figure why exactly he’s doomed 
for eternity (a popular pastime in hell). In 
fact, heaven is so packed with sinners no 
one can think of anyone left to keep God 
company. All this leaves McCord with little 
hope, until he scores an on-air interview 
with Satan himself. Like in the Inferno, it 
becomes apparent that while Satan is sure

ly ground zero for evil, that doesn’t make 
him all-powerful by any means: a realization 
that sets into motion a daring escape plan 
that includes no shortage of historical fig- 
ures and pop-culture icons. 

Many references will surely date the book, 
but cursing contemporaries to damnation 
didn’t start with South Park. It started with 
Dante himself. Snoop Dogg (who inspires 
Butler to pen the book’s worst 
comedic moments as the reader 
is cursed to read “shizzle” jokes) 
sits in the contemporary pan- 
theon of pop culture much in the 
same way Guido da Montefeltro 
resided in the 14th century 
equivalent of gossip rags for his 
bad papal advice. The Inferno 
likely was that gossip rag, but 
at least it had legs. Hell instead 
trips over its own ambitions and 
never adds another layer to the 
otherwise palpable underworld 
of claustrophobia, paranoia, and pain Butler 
creates. There are laughs to be had for sure, 
but as the final chapters start reaching for 
meaning, it becomes obvious that “carpe 
diem” platitudes are still platitudes, even 
when spoken from an edgy and personal ver- 
sion of Beelzebub’s backyard.

The Saint Elias Mediterranean Festival 
has long been considered one of the pre- 
mier cultural festivals of Central Texas. 

The celebration takes place both Friday 
and Saturday nights on the Saint Elias 
Church grounds, and it genuinely lives up 
to the promise, “Fun for All Ages!” First of 
all, there’s the magnificent food: The par- 
ish kitchen is commandeered by parishio- 
ners with culinary know-how, and hand- 
made spanikopita, hummus, tabouleh, dol- 
mas, Romanian sausage, kibbe, souvlaki, 
gyros, tyropita (cheese spanikopita), 
and Eritrean specialties are prepared. 

Fabulous Mediterranean desserts are 
baked as well, including baklava, amanool 
cookies, and namoura Lebanese pastries. 

All these food items are for sale at the 
festival, and gelato from Teo will be sold 
this year as well. 


As far as beverages go, Greek, 
Lebanese, and other Mediterranean wines 
will be flowing, and the festival itself is 
sponsored by Bacardi, Absolut Vodka, and 
Twin Liquors, if that gives you an idea of 
just how festive this festival can be. Soft 
drinks and water will be available for pur- 
chase as well as wine and cocktails. 

And then there’s the dancing! Greek 
folk musicians Stavros & Maria will be 
performing, and renowned Middle Eastern 
DJ Chris Ferris will be spinning platters 
to lay down the groove. Gene Attal, chair 
of this year’s Mediterranean Festival, 
says: “It isn’t a dance contest. The Greek 
dancing is for everyone - audience partici- 
pation is key! Even if you don’t know how 
to dance, it’s a lot more fun when you just 
get out there.” Those who have traditional

HOW TO LOWER YOUR

FRENCH GOURMET FOOD: 

A PRACTICAL GUIDE

If you’ve been eating around 
Austin for a while, it’s likely 
you’ve encountered the food art- 
istry of Alain Braux. Since the 1980s, 
this classically trained pastry chef has 
cooked in various local venues, such 
as the Amandine Bakery and the Barr 
Mansion. He also taught baking and pas- 
try at the Culinary Academy of Austin. 

Now Braux’s culinary career has veered 
in a different direction. Interested in 
healthy eating, he asked, “Wouldn’t it 
be great if I could combine my 30 years 
of knowledge as a chef and my new- 
found interest in nutrition?” After 
obtaining a degree from the Clayton 
College of Holistic Health, he became 
the executive chef for Peoples Rx, and 
he maintains a nutritherapy practice. 




Braux has written this per- 
sonal guide to eating health- 
fully, particularly in terms of 
controlling cholesterol. He’s 
convinced that healthy eating 
and sophisticated, flavorful 
foods aren’t mutually exclu- 
sive. Although traditionally 
French, Braux offers updated 
approaches to cooking and 
eating for health and pleasure. 

The book includes a disquisition on 
health, disease, and American diet, and it 
discusses how specific foods affect cho- 
lesterol. The second half is dedicated to 
beautiful, enticing recipes. With roots in 
French family cooking and burnished by 
decades of professional cooking, Braux’s 
recipes are adjusted toward health with- 
out sacrificing flavor. If you’re conversant 
with French provincial food, many dishes 
are familiar. Most are simple, and Braux 
embraces quick weekday preparations. 
Despite what you might expect, there are 
meat dishes and, in a bow to his pastry 
background, some elegant desserts, 


to show them off, and there will be dance 
demonstrations to get the ball rolling. 

A festival marketplace will be open, 
with vendors selling items such as artifacts 
from the Holy Land and Orthodox icons. 
Tours of Saint Elias will be given also for 
those who may never have seen the color- 
ful interior of a Greek Orthodox church. A 
Kids’ Oasis will provide games and other 
fun activities for children. Every year, 
between 3,000 and 5,000 people flock to 
this joyous celebration of food and family. 
Advance tickets are available at all Twin 
Liquors locations for a donation of $5, or 
you can pay at the gate. - Kate Thornberry 


including a raspberry souffle “like a 
cloud” and cocoa-and-almond meringues. 

Each recette is titled in French and 
English - the better to practice French 
food words. Doesn’t pamplemousse 
sound more fun than grapefruit? Or pain 
de viande aux herbes du Midi than 
Southern France meat loaf? 

My only quibble is the difficulty in find- 
ing specific information. There’s no index, 
simply a 12-page table of contents. Because 
page numbers are positioned on the top 
inside corners, it’s not easy to locate a 
page. The text refers to influencing nutri- 
tionists and studies; a bibliography of sourc- 
es would be helpful for further reading. 

One of the book’s pleasures is 
Braux’s distinctive voice. He’s relaxed 
and quirkily conversational, as if he’s 
chatting over a glass of vin rouge and a 
petite pissaladiere. His recipes sure 
make you want to get cooking. As he 
says, “Miami (Yum!)” - MM Pack

In the “off with my head” department, it turns out 
Parind Vora’s new Simplicity Wine & Eats 

(4801 Burnet Rd., www.simplicitywinebar.com) is not open yet, 
as I mistakenly reported here Oct. 2. We’ll keep you post- 
ed on its actual opening... I am stunned by the recent 
demise of the 69-year-old Gourmet magazine. I knew 
there was a contingent of longtime readers who were not 
enthusiastic about the editorial direction of the magazine 
during Ruth Reichl’s tenure, and its thinning over the past 
couple of years obviously indicated a loss of advertising 
revenue. Still, the fact that publisher Conde Nast chose 
to pull the plug on a magazine I’ve read every month for 
35 years in favor of one I haven’t looked at in ages ( Bon 
Appetit ) is a genuine disappointment. Gourmet’s death 
knell was followed by the announcement that Scripps 
Networks Interactive plans to launch a new TV channel 
that will focus on cooking instruction by late 2010 - it will 
replace Scripps’ Fine Living channel and follow the tem- 
plate of its successful DIY programming model. Who 
could have imagined when we started watching black-and- 
white episodes of The French Chef on PBS all those years 
ago that cooking would ever become a multichannel spec- 
tator sport?...

Michael and Yoli Amr are back! The talented couple founded 
Gumbo’s in a very rural North Austin in 1994 and expanded 
to Round Rock and Downtown Austin before finally selling 
their interest in the restaurants. Mama Roux is their new ven- 
ture. The cafe is one of several ethnic eateries (Indian, Thai, 
Italian, Mexican) in the Wal-Mart shopping center on the 
Northwest comer of North 1-35 and Parmer Lane. (I was sur- 
prised to discover Mama Roux has very little Web presence, 
and I would have never found the place if I had depended on 
an erroneous Google map. Be advised.) A rather nondescript 
strip mall exterior hides a comfortable and inviting dining 
room decorated in black and white. The decor evokes casual 
Crescent City eateries, and the aromas emanating from chef 
Michael Amr’s open kitchen confirm that the cuisine is that of 
his native Louisiana. The affordable menu offers very generous 
portions of such New Orleans specialties as red beans and rice, 
gumbos, po’boys, salads, various Cajun/Creole seafood dishes, 
beer, and wine. The dining room seats about 60, and the floor 
is manned by the outgoing Yoli Amr and an experienced, pro- 
fessional staff, some of whom have been with her since the 
original Gumbo’s. 

Our group was part of a full house early on a recent Saturday 
night. We started with a delicious blackened shrimp cocktail 
($8.50), which features huge Gulf shrimp seasoned with the 
house spice rub and a piquant cocktail sauce for dipping. Our 
other appetizer was not as successful. What was described on 
the menu as chicken beignets with caramel rum sauce ($6.75) 
turned out to be prebreaded, fast-food chicken tenders in a 
sauce that bears no flavor of caramel or mm. I don’t have space 
here for a full-scale rant about how the food that comes to the 
table needs to correspond to the menu description, but, in this 
case, the name of the dish is misleading and the product is a 
real disappointment. The meal did a complete about-face when 
our entrees arrived at the table, demonstrating that Michael 
has a very deft hand with seafood. Salmon le Roux ($15.50) is 


a large, toothsome filet of salmon baked in a crisp prosciutto 
wrapper, topped with a mound of sauteed crawfish tails. 
Catfish Crawdaddy ($14.50) offers huge, flaky filets of catfish 
encased in a peppery commeal cmst, napped with a subtly 
spiced crawfish etouffee. All entrees come with a choice of two 
sides, including dirty rice, red beans and rice, garlic mashed 
potatoes, or a vegetable of the day. My friends loved the collard 
greens. The steak special of the evening ($32) was a blackened 
10-ounce tenderloin filet cooked exactly to my specifications, 
nestled in a large platter of sauteed scallops, shrimp, and craw- 
fish tails. There was enough well-prepared protein on that 
platter for three meals, but the side of dirty rice was gummy 
and unremarkable. 

For my second visit to Mama Roux, a friend and I joined a 
hungry crowd of businessmen and employees from the sur- 
rounding stores at lunchtime. My excellent meal started with a 
hearty cup of seafood and andouille sausage gumbo ($4.50) 
based on a nutty-brown roux with gentle cayenne back heat 
and chock-full of sausage slices, big Gulf shrimp, chunks of 
blackened catfish, and plump crawfish tails over rice. 
Considering the large size of the cup, I’m thinking the bowl of 
gumbo ($8.95) must be a tureen. My guest enjoyed the Jazzy 
Blackened Salmon Salad ($10.95) - a platter of crisp greens, 
toasted almond slivers, and tangy feta cheese tossed in a light 
basil vinaigrette, topped with a perfectly cooked salmon filet. 
The spice rub on the fish contrasted with the quality olive oil 
in the dressing, the salty feta, and the sweetness of the nuts 
makes for a dynamic flavor combination on this dish. The 
crawfish po’boy ($9.95) is equally satisfying; a sturdy bun 
slathered with house tartar sauce, dressed with lettuce and 
tomatoes under an avalanche of lightly fried crawfish tails, 
paired with chile-dusted fries. It is plenty for lunch and dinner. 
Our server insisted we end the meal with a slice of the house 
signature dessert, Tabasco cheesecake ($4.25). It was a revela- 
tion. The creamy, delicate filling is gently spiced with a Tabasco 
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pepper jelly that imparts a dainty tingle on the back of the 
tongue with each bite. The enormous serving is blanketed with 
a fresh strawberry sauce that provides just the right counter- 
point to the rich, velvety cheese. This innovative creation was 
the crowning glory of a delightful meal. - Virginia B. Wood 

The Gnocchi Parisienne is a bold dish for students. Getting 
the little dumplings perfect takes a number of steps, a steady 
hand, and a skilled cook. The cook scores an “A” for getting the 
texture and taste just right. The dish comes with arugula, shal- 
lots, shitakes, and Gruyere cheese. Ventana’s Market Catch is 
the only item on the menu for which a student creates the 
recipe; in this case, a simple piece of snapper with matchstick- 
sized cuts of perfectly textured and flavorful fresh vegetables 
and a drizzle of olive oil, all done en papillote. The surprise 
showed up on the side, a small plate of haricot verts with sliv- 
ered almonds. I was expecting a throwaway side dish. Instead, 
they are perfect in every way, just the right texture, a perfect 
amount of salt, and just enough oil to enhance the bean’s fla- 
vors. Give that cook an “A+”! 

Both desserts were huge. The apple tart has a yummy cara- 
mel sauce and a scoop of cinnamon ice cream and is only 
slightly marred by a puff pastry that bordered on tough. The 
best choice on the dessert menu is the Candy Bar, a flourless 
chocolate cake along with a scoop of almost black chocolate 
sorbet and a scrumptious peanut butter and caramel sauce. 

You might be wondering if anything went wrong. Well, yes. 
The wine prices at Ventana sport markups close to steak-house 
levels. I hope it changes the pricing, and it would help if the 
restaurant allowed folks to bring their own wine, which is per- 
fectly legal since it doesn’t have a mixed beverage license. 

A most hearty congratulations to both students and staff. 
Ventana’s food can compete head-to-head with all but a hand- 
ful of Austin’s best and most expensive eateries and does it at 
a bargain price. - Wes Marshall

Austin’s branch of Le Cordon Bleu Schools 
North America requires advanced students to 
work in the school’s restaurants, which in 
Austin are the casual Bleu River Grill and the 
white-tablecloth Ventana. The goal is to allow 
the students and instructors to practice on real 
consumers. Of course, Le Cordon Bleu has to 
do something to lure diners, so it offers bargain 
prices. At the stylishly appointed Ventana, you 
can choose from a two-, three- or four-course 
prix fixe menu, costing $15, $20, or $25, 
respectively. That means a four-course meal at 
Ventana can cost less than a simple entree at a 
similar-quality restaurant. 

Any concerns about a student-run restaurant evaporate 
when you arrive, because the school always has an instructor 
directly supervising the students both in the kitchen and the 
front of the house, watching over every single interaction 
between the customer and student, except for refilling glasses. 
While you might miss some of the casual niceties and drilled 
perfection you’d find at the city’s most expensive eateries, 
everyone deserved an “A” for eagerness to please. 

Ventana’s menu is adventurous, but it’s also short (three 
appetizers, two salads, five mains, four desserts), which 
helps make it easier for the students to master. We started 
off with oyster beignets, a plate of three tempura-fried Gulf 


oysters that are perfectly crisp without a hint of oiliness, 
sitting on a bed of leeks with a rich sambal remoulade sauce. 
The textures of the oysters, batter, and leeks are all ideal. 
The vichyssoise is classic: rich, velvety, and flavorful, if a tad 
too thick. 

Ventana’s Salade Maraichere is its take on the classic French 
salade maraichere au chevre chaud, complete with a delicious 
disc of lightly breaded and flash-fried goat cheese. The 
Mediterranean stacked spinach salad is a huge portion of 
roasted tomatoes, along with mushrooms, olives, onions, and 
eggs, all dressed with a very rich feta-based dressing. This one 
dish is big enough for most folks’ dinners.

Adam Elliot on his 
Claymation film about 
unlikely pen pals, 

‘Mary and Max’

“I find humans interesting. I have trouble 
understanding them. I think , however ; / will 
understand and trust you." - Mary and Max 

Those words, penned by a middle-aged 
depressive to an 8-year-old girl several conti- 
nents away, formalize the beginning of the 
unlikely bond, manifest in letters and packages 
of chocolate, between strange rs-turned-pen 
pals Max Horowitz and Mary Dinkle in Adam 
Elliot’s Claymation fiction film Mary and Max. 
Max is pushing 50 and is self-barricaded in a 
crummy walk-up in New York, a severely over- 
weight depressive whose social anxiety is even- 
tually diagnosed as a symptom of Asperger’s 
syndrome; Mary is a thoughtful but worried 
child in Melbourne, Australia, ostracized by 
classmates for her “poo”-colored birthmark 
and neglected at home by a mother who is 
“wobbly” with drink. Their epistolary relation- 
ship - which begins when Mary plucks Max’s 
name at random from the phone book - spans 
decades that are fraught for the two with dis- 
ease, accidental death, thwarted love, profes- 
sional ruin, and the occasional appointment 
with electroshock. Yet for so much darkness, 
Mary and Max is light on its feet - a lovely, 
funny, ever-surprising examination of uncom- 
mon friendship in a world that all too common- 
ly short-ends its outcasts and eccentrics. 

Mary and Max is also exquisitely crafted, 
a five-year labor of love that followed Elliot’s 
Oscar-winning stop-motion short “Harvie 
Krumpet.” The Chronicle recently swapped 
e-mails with the Australian writer/director on 


the eve of Mary and Max's debut on the 
Sundance Channel’s video-on-demand ser- 
vice, Sundance Selects. 

Austin Chronicle: How did the casting of 
Philip Seymour Hoffman [as the voice of Max] 
happen? He was definitely an inspired choice , 
but I never would've guessed it was him. 
Adam Elliot: [Hoffman] was my first choice. 

I had just watched Happiness for the third 
time as I was writing the conclusion to the 
film, and he seemed the natural choice. 
Apart from his authentic New York accent, 
his voice is not instantly recognisable, which 
is very important in animation. Of course, he 
is also undoubtedly one of the most incredi- 
ble actors in the world, which also helped. 
AC: You've mentioned the photographer Diane 
Arbus as an influence on the film. Any others? 
AE: I am inspired by all sorts of things and 
tend to be fascinated by the idiosyncrasies 
of the human psyche, both internal and 
especially external, [such as] faces. I love 
the films of Mike Leigh also and early David 
Lynch as well. 

AC: I was pretty blown away by all the stats 
on the Mary and Max website - for instance , 
that it took nine weeks to make a model min- 
iature of Max's Underwood typewriter or that 
Max alone had more than 30 interchange- 
able mouths - but the film is so successful in 
sweeping the viewer into the story that very 


rarely did I pause and pull out of the story to 
marvel at the actual technical accomplish- 
ments on display. Is that a little bittersweet 
for you , for all that work to feel so effortless? 
AE: You hit the nail on the head! Our job is 
to make the film seamless and to engage 
the viewer absolutely. I want them within 
minutes of watching the film to forget they 
are seeing an animated film so they are 
taken along by the story and the “realism.” I 
want the audience to empathise immediate- 
ly with my characters so they become “real” 
and “authentic,” rather than animated blobs 
of plasticine. The audience will never know 
about the amount of blood, sweat, and 
tears that went into every frame, and so 
yes, the end result is often bittersweet - 
but then so is life. 

AC: Speaking of the stats , I couldn't help but 
notice that “12 litres of water based sex lube 
(or 24,000 teaspoons) were needed to create 
everything from a tear to a surging jungle 
river." Is sex lube a common tool in model- 
making, or was that, er ; just a happy accident? 
AE: A wonderful invention and a stop-motion 
animator’s most valuable tool! Animators 
around the world sing its praises. 

Mary and Max premiered on Sundance Selects 
Oct. 14. The service is available on cable systems 
Bright House, Cablevision, Comcast, Cox, and Time 
Warner. See www.sundancechannel.com/selects for 
more information.

I Can Watch 
What Where? 

Finding films for 
cheap on the Internet 

Everybody knows traditional distribution mod- 
els have gone haywire in the Digital Age. Festival 
films such as Mary and Max are skipping the 
typical next step, a theatrical run, to debut 
instead on premiere cable outlets such as HBO 
or, more recently, video-on-demand services 
from the likes of IFC, the Sundance Channel, 
and Cinetic Rights Management’s FilmBuff, the 
new VOD outlet programmed by former South by 
Southwest producer Matt Dentler. And there you 
have it: first-run arthouse cinema, available to 
the masses, to be viewed either on TV or down- 
loaded to a computer. Just like that. 

Well, the masses in possession of a pricey 
cable subscription. Enter the Internet, where for 
the low price (okay, no price) of riding the coat- 
tails of your next-door neighbor’s wireless connec- 
tion you can find a treasure trove of film available 
for free or negligible cost, from underseen festival 
darlings to the classics of world cinema. Hulu, 
most popular as an alternative to DVR’ing your 
favorite TV show, has a limited (and zanily scatter- 
shot) feature film catalog, which is supported by 
commercials. Other free digital content providers 
include Crackle (owned by Sony Pictures) and 
Sling. Netflix began streaming last year a huge 
chunk of its library to subscribers; the cheapest 
unlimited plan runs $8.99 a month, but when you 
consider that almost any video store you walk into 
today will have had its VHS copy of Trust jacked 
years ago, nine bucks doesn’t sound too expen- 
sive to instantly stream Hal Hartley’s love-and-an- 
unpinned-grenade charmer. And serious film buffs 
will want to proceed directly to the Auteurs 
(www.theauteurs.com), which boasts the Criterion 
Collection as a partner; with the click of a couple 
of buttons, you can curl up to Wong Kar Wai’s 
back catalog for $5 a pop or revisit Polanski’s 
Knife in the Water for absolutely free. 

But the Internet has gotten us all pretty lazy, 
right? And scouring the Web for that one film 
you’re looking for can be awfully exhausting. 
Hence the rise of search engines devoted to 
streaming content, like SpeedCine’s just-the- 
facts site, which indexes more than 16,000 films 
and lets you know if a film is available online for 
free, for rental, for purchase, or through a sub- 
scription service. There’s also the brand-new 
Jinni, which calls itself a “taste engine.” Jinni 
includes TV shows in its search engine, as well 
as an ingenious (if still a little hinky) search 
option for “mood,” in which you can narrow your 
options to, say, “gloomy” movies. Further refine 
the search to free content only, and you’ve gone 
from more than 1,500 films to 35, including a 
1948 adaptation of Anna Karenina starring 
Vivien Leigh. A black-and-white postcard from 
the Russian class wars with a detour into adul- 
terous love derailed? I’d say they hit the nail 
right on its Gloomy Gus head. - KJ. 
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When Marcus Sillers decided to propose to 
Jasmine Hamamcy, it didn’t take long for him 
to decide when and where to do it. Sillers, a 
Fort Worth native, is a longtime music lover, 
and the “live music capital” provided an 
important soundtrack to his courtship with 
Hamamcy. Although she is the Austinite, 
Sillers says that he was the one to bring 
Austin’s music scene into their world. 

“A lot of our relationship took place here on 
Congress Avenue,” he says. First Thursdays, 
catching bands at the Continental Club and 
other venues, and, he says with fondness, 
watching ME TY the Music & Entertainment 
Television studio housed in the former-movie- 
theatre-tumed-TV-studio on South 
Congress and West Live Oak. 

“I would watch it all the time to 
see what was happening,” Sillers 
said. “Jasmine was not into music 
as much as me. I was the one who 
brought that into our relation- 
ship. Eventually, we watched ME 
TV together to hear about bands 
and then go check them out,” he 
added. So when Sillers worked 
up the nerve to propose, he con- 
tacted ME TV got it to post his big 
question on the studio’s marquee 
facing Congress (“Jasmine, will you marry 
me?”), and carefully planned it so that they 
would be walking by at just the right moment. 

“It just made sense to me,” Sillers said by 
phone a few days after the very public pro- 
posal took place. “Symbolically, ME means a 
lot to me,” he said, “I mean, with the whole 
music connection and being on Congress and 
everything. I thought about the Paramount 
[which also has a marquee], but with ACL 
starting the next day I thought it would be 
easier to get ME TV than the Paramount, and 
like I said, there’s the symbolism of it.” 

Getting the ME TV marquee the day before 
one of the city’s major music festivals may 
have been a great addition to Sillers and

Hamamcy’s love story, but it could be seen as 
an oblique reflection on the condition of ME 
TV: bright on the outside, charged with antici- 
pation, but, like love, largely inscrutable. 

Launched four years ago this month, ME TV 
took over Channel 15, where the former Austin 
Music Network once aired. At the time, it was 
trumpeted as the answer to the city’s desire to 
have a high-caliber, 24-hour channel dedicated 
to promoting Austin-oriented music and cul- 
ture, serving as a prototype for what a region- 
ally focused music and entertainment network 
could look like and operating in the black (the 
bane of AMN). Four years later, ME TV has 
fallen into what can politely be described as 
trying times. The mass layoff of 
nearly its entire staff last year 
was unceremoniously announced 
in one bitter post on The Austin 
Chronicle's website by a person 
who identified him- or herself 
as then-ME TV CEO Connie 
Wodlinger (it wasn’t her). An offi- 
cial notice was subsequently sent, 
but not before rumors hit the 
street that final payroll was not 
paid - a poorly kept secret that 
spread like wildfire before the 
news that those who were kept 
waiting did indeed receive final compensation. 

Onscreen, it almost looked like business as 
usual. The screen on cable Channel 15 did not 
go black - that would have been in violation of 
the Austin Music Partners’ agreement with the 
city. (AMP governs and does business as ME 
TV) Music videos and other previously aired 
ME TV shows were shown, along with a crawl 
of current club listings. No, the only visible 
evidence of the shake-up was the parking lot 
south of the building, barren except for the lone 
ME TV van, with the winking invitation, “Turn 
ME on!” scripted on its side in cheery letters. 

So who was running ME TV? One imagined 
a lonely techie in a control booth, eating a 
packed lunch while pushing buttons intermit-

tently to make sure content appeared on the 
air, like the poor sucker Desmond on Lost , who 
had to enter code into a computer at discretely 
timed moments to avoid the destruction of the 
world. But unraveling the multifaceted Lost is a 
lot easier (and more fun) than finding out what 
was happening at ME TV At the time, former 
staffers either refused to talk or did so strictly 
off the record, and all official comments only 
offered upbeat bromides about the value of ME 
TV why it should (and would) continue, and 
that things would be back to normal soon. 

The resignation of Wodlinger as the ME TV 
CEO in August of this year 
finally brought some move- 
ment in the story, but as 
the dust has settled and ME 
TV has begun to show some 
new life with the rehire of 
some of its former on-air 
staff (including Paul Saucido 
of Sonido Boombox ) and the 
appointment of Kevin Kettler 
as ME TV’s interim CEO, 
the only thing that’s clear 
about ME TV is that there is 
no shortage of hope. 

Kettler just may be the 
best match for the station 
in this transitional period. A former chief tech- 
nology officer for Dell and an Austin Music 
Partners investor, Kettler is a glass-half-full 
kind of guy. 

“There are lots of opinions about us,” he 
said in an interview in his office in the ME TV 
building. Instead of focusing on the eyebrow- 
raising occurrences of the past, he prefers to 
look at ME TV’s accomplishments. 

“We’ve built up a great base and are ready 
to take it to the next level,” said Kettler. “We 
have 6,000 hours of programming. We have 
the infrastructure to do production services. 
The creative juices are flowing, here and in the 
Austin community. It’s time to take the pro- 
cesses we’ve developed and move forward.”

If that sounds like a cloud of benign hot 
air, one might be encouraged by some of the 
more bread and butter changes at the stu- 
dio. In addition to hiring a small staff, ME 
TV has taken on two roommates in its highly 
visible South Austin building. WOXY, one of 
the nation’s vanguard rock stations turned 
Internet-only broadcast, relocated to Austin 
from Ohio in September. The other roomie 
is Austin.com, one of several local websites 
dedicated to promoting what’s happen- 
ing in Austin. The addition of boarders to 
help cover general overhead costs of the 
building buys Kettler and his team time to 
reconstitute their plan for ME TV something 
that the agreement with the city expressly 
requires when changes occur, according to 
its 2004 agreement with the city. 

“The city was notified by Connie prior to her 
departure that she was leaving and that I would 
be replacing her,” Kettler confirmed in an e-mail 
on Oct. 7. “The plan at that time was business 
as usual, so there was not a new plan submit- 
ted at that time. Over the last six weeks, I have 
been putting in place a new business model for 
the company. I have spoken with the city ... 
and we agree that a new plan should be submit- 
ted. We set a target for the next 7-10 days to 
put pen to paper and submit a new plan.” 

Kettler did not share what those plans 
might be - understandably, if aggravatingly - 
and simply said that he had been entertaining 
visitors who have come to share their vision 
for ME TV What would the most perfect 
experience be for the TV viewer who happens 
upon Channel 15? Outside of Kettler ’s office, 
opinions vary from the deeply pessimistic 
(“shut it down”) to more best-foot-forward, 
with hope expressed that 
ME TV could become a 
leader in blending the 
typically passive TV expe- 
rience with the real-time, 
experiential elements of 
online social media. 

Kettler is correct: 
Everyone - particular- 
ly those who have had 
direct experience with 
ME TV - has an opinion 
about what has happened 
and could happen with 
the channel. That no one 
wants to talk on record 
could be good diplomacy, but even with 
disappointment still fresh, the overwhelming 
sense is still optimism. Guarded optimism. 
No one wants to burn any bridges, especially 
not when the desire for something good (and 
profitable) is still considered high. 

Fans and critics alike will be watching ME 
TV in the coming weeks. However, Sillers and 
Hamamcy won’t be cozying up on the sofa to 
watch ME TV anytime soon. She said “yes,” 
and the happy couple has a wedding to plan. 
Besides, Sillers explains, “I dropped Time 
Warner and got U-verse.” Only cable subscrib- 
ers can watch ME TV 

As for the struggling station, it remains to be 
seen if its story ends in happily ever after. ■

I so wish you could hear Sonia Jones sing 
the title music to the new, very, very serious 
documentary about the now classic comedy 
troupe Monty Python. Think: Shirley Bassey, 
singing the theme to the James Bond film 
Goldfinger, as you let these lyrics sink in: 
Python, the brand-new documentary 
of Python 

It’s a new documentary 

It’s about Monty Python 

Unlike other Monty Python documentaries 

This is brand new! 

It’s a new documentary 

It’s not complimentary 

But it’s better than a hysterectomy 

It’s - Monty - Python! 

Okay, maybe not so serious. 

With all the crazy, Daliesque absurdities of 
the crackpot Monty Python comedy troupe 
filling the screen, it’s easy to forget that you’re 
watching a serious documentary. But once 
you’ve wiped the tears of laughter from your 
eyes and realized the depth of the Python’s 
impact on an entire generation of comedians 
and actors, the true seriousness of M onty 
Python: Almost the Truth - The Lawyer’s 
Cut, a six-part documentary series which 
premieres Sunday on the Independent Film 
Channel, begins 
to sink in. Until I 
saw a clip of the 
recurring bit, “And 
Now, for Something 
Completely Differ- 
ent,” I had not put 
it together how 
radio commentator- 
turned-TV show 
host Ira Glass 
had arrived at the 
slightly absurd 
opening for his 
televised version of 
This American Life 
on Showtime (with 
Glass sitting at a desk in an 
outdoor setting, as in the Python 
bit). Or the precedent of Stephen 
Merchant’s droll delivery or the 
devil-may-care cross-dressing of Eddie 
Izzard or the zany staccato delivery in Seth 
Green’s Robot Chicken ... the list goes on 
and on and on. 

From the amazing, muscular vocals of Sonia 
Jones (honestly - you’ll want to listen to her 
sing repeatedly) to the stock footage, the vin- 
tage clips, and the first-person narratives of 
fife as a Python from the five surviving mem- 
bers (with archival clips of the now-deceased 
Graham Chapman), this newest documen- 
tary about the legendary Monty Python is as 
extraordinarily entertaining as it is informative. 

Monty Python: Almost the Truth - The 
Lawyer’s Cut is the last in a series of original 
comedy specials produced by the IFC (pre- 
ceded by The Whitest Kids U’Know, Z Rock, 


and Bollywood Hero), and the folks at IFC 
definitely saved the best for last. Unlike 
earlier- told Python history lessons, this doc- 
umentary promises to tell the whole story, 
from beginning to end, revealing “deeper 
truths,” or, as Python member Terry Jones 
says, “This is the documentary I always 
hoped would be made - something so com- 
plete and so faithful to the truth that I don’t 
need to watch it.” 

The documentary premieres Oct. 18 at 
8pm on IFC and is part of the IFC’s 
Python-a-thon, featuring the series along 
with screenings of classic Monty Python 
films: Monty Python and the Holy Grail, Monty 
Python’s Life of Brian, and Monty Python Live 
at the Hollywood Bowl.

“The Not-So-Exciting Beginnings”: The birth 
of Monty Python as told by troupe mem- 
bers Terry Gilliam, John Cleese, Michael 
Palin, Terry Jones, Eric Idle, and others.

their first feature film, Monty 
Python and the Holy Grail. 
Airs Oct. 21. 

“Lust for Glory”: After suc- 
cess comes surprise with their con- 
troversial and often banned second film, 
Life of Brian.

“The Last Episode Ever ... for Now”: The 
surviving Python members discuss their 
last movie, The Meaning of Life, and the 
passing of Graham Chapman. A range of 
comedians including Eddie Izzard, Jimmy 
Fallon, and Dan Aykroyd discuss the 
impact of Monty Python on their lives and 
careers. Airs Oct. 23.

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Rusty Wier (1944-2009) 


Not only did Rusty Wier help develop the “Austin 
Sound,” he embodied it. “Six-foot-five in boots and hat,” 
Wier was the original cosmic soulman, merging the psyche- 
delic Sixties with the Seventies’ outlaw attitude, his music 
similarly torn between hard living and rough-hewn grace. 
After a two-year battle, Wier succumbed to liver cancer on 
Friday at his son Coby’s house in Driftwood. He was 65. 

“He had that whole progressive and independent spirit 
- Slow , Stoned , Rugged," says Ray Wylie Hubbard, refer- 
encing Wier’s 1974 classic of the same name. “But under- 
neath that he was a very caring, gracious musician. He 
understood the craft of songwriting. He didn’t waste 
words. He’d cut right to it.” 

While best known for his anthem “Don’t It Make You 
Wanna Dance,” which earned double platinum status via 
Bonnie Raitt’s version on the Urban Cowboy soundtrack, 
the Manchaca-raised songwriter amassed a remarkable 
body of work over his five-decades-long career, most nota- 
bly including 1976’s Black Hat Saloon. Wier, who started 
behind drums at age 13 with the Centennials before join- 


ing the Wig and Gary P. Nunn’s Lavender Hill Express, 

was also a great interpreter of songs (“Rustification” as 
he called it) and among the first in town to cover artists 
such as Willis Alan Ramsey and John Hiatt. Yet, more 
than anything, Wier was an entertainer. 

“He had a total commitment to his audience, a way of 
reaching them and making them feel close to him,” smiles 
longtime manager Vicky Moerbe. “That was his gift.” 

A public memorial is scheduled to take place tonight 
(Thursday, Oct. 15) at the Saxon Pub, where Wier held 
down a legendary 15-year Thursday residency until he 
became too weak to do so in 2007. As Saxon owner Joe 
Abies puts it, “Everyone will be on Rusty’s guest list.” He 
is survived by four children. 

“I’ve had a wonderful time,” Wier once told the 
Chronicle (see “I Before E,” May 31, 2002). “There’s noth- 
ing else I could have possibly done in my life where I 
would have had as much fun and made a living. I play 
songs, I make music, that’s what I love to do. And I don’t 
have to kiss nobody’s ass.”

Last Call 

Without a bang or whimper, MC Overlord quietly 
retired from the Austin rap game last week, dropping 
off the bill for what was to be his final show, Save 
KUT’s Twang Dang Doodle on Sunday, due to 
scheduling conflicts. Considering D-Madness’ 
recent departure and the imminent exodus of col- 
league and standard-bearer Bavu Blakes, the move 
signifies a larger end of an era for local hip-hop. “I 
accomplished all of the goals I set out to achieve; 
all that was really left was to continue the pursuit of 
a major label,” says Donnell Robinson, ne 
Overlord, who, over his solid 20-year reign, earned a 
shelf’s worth of Austin Music Awards and gained 
mainstream acceptance in the Nineties’ Steamboat 
crowd. Robinson isn’t hanging up the mic altogether, 


but rather shifting focus to his Big Don Productions. 
The entertainment company approaches hip-hop 
with the same modern, positive perspective found in 
Overlord’s oeuvre but makes the content appropriate 
for the Kidz Bop generation, waxing lyrical on familiar 
stories (the Itsy Bitsy Spider, Humpty Dumpty) and 
what Robinson calls “character-building tunes,” such 
as “A Little Help” and “Good Manners.” Big Don has 
already been added to the children’s stage for all 
three days of the 2009 Voodoo Experience music 
festival in New Orleans later this month. “There are 
no legitimate rappers doing children’s music,” he 
stresses. “It’s cool because the kids get the experi- 
ence of working in a real studio. They are so ener- 
getic and so smart.” 


In Remembrance 

What was supposed to be the start of a new 
residency at the Hole in the Wall for Austin’s 
Bankrupt & the Borrowers - a promising young 
outfit with a penchant for distorted roots-rock and 
broken-down blues - turned into a memorial bene- 
fit last night for founder Jon Pettis. The multi- 
instrumentalist and band founder died of smoke 
inhalation early Friday morning after an electrical 
malfunction of a power strip caused a tragic house 
fire at the group’s shared Eastside residence. He 
was 28. “Jon was the most kind and genuine per- 
son, and his music touched a lot of people,” 
relates manager Gene Griffin. A proper tribute is 
in the works, and donations for the band, which 
lost everything in the fire, are being accepted at 
www.bankruptandtheborrowers.com. 

Eastside drummer Willie Sampson, 66, a mem- 
ber of the Texas Northside Kings and fixture in 
Austin’s Dialtone Records stable, died Oct. 1 of 
cancer. “He was so original, one of the best of the 
shuffle drummers I ever heard,” professes label 
owner Eddie Stout. “There’s no replacing him.” 
Services will be held at Austin-Peel & Son Funeral 
Home (607 E. Anderson) Friday, Oct. 16, at 11am. 



Raw Power 


“One of our singles is going 
for like $78 right now,” laughs 
Andy Burr, the singer/guitarist 
for Woven Bones, with mild 
amusement. That hefty price 
tag is undoubtedly a testament 
to the value of limited edition 
vinyl but more so to the rising 
stock of Woven Bones. Since 
forming locally late last year, 
the trio has quickly emerged 
with an abrasive brand of tribal 
psychocandy that meets half- 
way between the Cramps and the Bad Seeds, as if Kid Congo Powers never existed. The 
band has issued three singles, each sharper and more difficult to come by than the last, and 
drops its searing new 12-inch EP, The Minus Touch, released by Dum Dum Girls’ Zoo Music, at 
Beerland on Sunday, with Thee Oh Sees and A Giant Dog. As if that weren’t enough, Woven 
Bones will also be featured on the new Matador Records compilation Casual Victim Pile, 
curated by locally based label co-owner Gerard Cosloy. Featuring contributions from the 
Young, Dikes of Holland, Elvis, the Golden Boys, the No No No Hopes, and recent label 
signees Harlem, the 19-song sampler, due Jan. 26, is shaping up to be the most impressive 
regional comp since 1983’s Cottage Cheese From the Lips of Death. “I think everything’s been 
done,” Burr concedes. “We have obvious influences, but there’s no facade to our music. It 
comes through on its own terms, short and sweet.”

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Kris Kristofferson won’t let you worship him 
no matter how hard you try He’ll befriend you 
to prevent it, smiling widely and asking about 
you instead. You’ll answer because he’s shin- 
ing on you like that. 

He tells you he’s not a good singer or guitar- 
ist. You accidentally nod in agreement because 
he’s so convincing and clear about it. By the 
time you shake it off to argue his point, he’s 
deflecting glory again. He admits he’s a song- 
writer, but quickly. 

You meet him in a local hotel conference 
room one Sunday afternoon for an interview 
and watch him chatting with some others, 
genuinely interested, curious. He’s in town to 
tape an Austin City Limits episode. 

His visitors ask where he went to school, 
and he says simply, “Oxford.” His publicist 
pointedly reminds us that he’s a Rhodes schol- 
ar. The conversation dies while he fiddles with 
bottled waters and coffee cups. When he’s 
ready for your interview, he walks over straight- 
on and leaning slightly sideways shakes your 
hand stronglike. He sits, smiles, and waits. 
“You have all the time in the world,” his left 
eye, the braver of the two, says. 

He smells faintly of wet tobacco leaves, 
sweet and maroon. His hair is pale-soft, 
curled near his ears. He sits in the chair close 
to you, and the two of you are politely angled 
outward. He sits whole and open like a good 
mother would. He’s big and broad and strong 
and looks nothing like 73-year-olds often do, 
waning. He looks wizened, more feminine 
and strong. He looks like he’s been loved 
really hard and good for a long time now. 

You imagine him in 1972 when you were 6 
and your mother was 25. He’s smiling on the 
cover of Jesus Was a Capricorn in dark aviators 


near long-legged Rita Coolidge in hers. You 
hold them on your lap on the way home from 
Kmart, up the hill into the woods where you 
were living after the divorce. 

His beard was thick and dark then. You 
wanted to sit on his lap on some motorcycle, 
with Rita nowhere near, so you two could be 
alone. And you were only 6. But it was a dark- 
green, East Tennessee summer where women 
and their daughters can dream about music 
men and talk openly about it later. 

Your mother played that record and received 
Kristofferson’s blessings with soft eyes shut 
and smiling, tilting right and up, up, to, “Now

that I know that I’ve needed you, so help me 
Jesus, my soul’s in your hands.” 

You would sit in the yellow kitchen helping her 
break beans, smiling while she sang. You were 
her mom, and she was your kid. You were proud 
of her abandon. Momma was growing up. 

You were literal then, so Kristofferson was 
Jesus, and he was a Capricorn. You held his 
33-rpm-sized cardboard image as you listened 
flat-backed on the hardwood floor in front of 
massive stereo speakers, seriously reconsider- 
ing Jesus, wondering if he could be a hippie, 
because if so, well. 

So anyway, you get this wild hair during the 
interview and tell Kristofferson an abbreviated 
form of this story, the part about him being 
Capricorn Jesus to you way back then. You’re 
being too familiar. He loves it. 


Waylon Jennings was on your momma’s shit 
list for singing his own name first on the live 
version of “Luckenbach, Texas.” 

“Waylon and Willie and the boys” was 
blasphemous, she said. “After all Willie did 
for him!” she’d cry, gritting her teeth and 
singing “Willie and Waylon” over it each 
time, the right way. 

So you and your little brothers would sing 
over it, too: “ Willie and Dumb Butt and the 
boys!” And she’d hush you three, though 
she’d secretly smile. 

But you can’t say all this in a hotel conference 
room where others are waiting to interview him 
with real questions about the intricacies of 
songwriting. So you ask about Stephen Bruton, 
the Austin guitarist who played with him for 
30-plus years and died a few months ago. You 


tell him that Bruton was one of your heroes for 
slaying the liquor beast. You think Kristofferson 
will talk of sobriety and the importance of 
serenity or something, but he launches into 
smiley, loving tales of his friend when they were 
both drinking all the time, everywhere. 

He tells you of when Bruton was crazy 
and young and how they went to Russia 
and got bored one night and decided to 
play with street people in a gray square 
tucked into a stairwell to some lucky soul’s 
walk-up. The Russians all around heard the 
music and began packing into the square 
in droves, digging the music, digging the 
Americans’ vibe. It was a real impromptu 
party in a Communist country! 

Kristofferson’s squinting and gesturing 
broadly, describing the weird wonderfulness 
of it all, and you’re excited, too. 

Then came the military police with their 
sticks and started hitting the people away, and 
Kristofferson was standing there, wondering 
how to make the people safe. When he turned 
around to his friends, there was Bruton sticking 
his little mandolin right smack into the faces 
of the Russian soldiers. He was making some 
point, which wasn’t at all what Kristofferson 
believed would work. You’re watching him 
remember it slo-mo, shaking his head. 

So, after they escaped, Kristofferson called 
a meeting with the band to discuss the impor- 
tance of good behavior while in Russia, because 
after all, they were representing America, for 
God’s sake. Bruton pulled Kristofferson aside 
after the stem meeting and said, “Sorry, boss,” 
and then revealed that his stateside girlfriend 
had called to break up with him directly 
before the riot in the square. 

You’re thinking, “Well, hell, Bruton - it ain’t 
the free world.” 

“I had no idea he was goin’ through that,” 
Kristofferson goes on, shaking his head again. 
He’s quiet for a moment. 

You peer at Capricorn Jesus, turn your 
body more squarely to him. You like the way 
he remembers stories about his friends. He 
notices you doing that and veils his eyes again 
and tells another Bruton story. You realign to 
a politer position and pick up your pen. 

He was somewhere with Bmton and the 
band out West, white-water rafting. The water 
was rough, more aggressive than they were 
accustomed to, but they had beer and friends, 
and Kristofferson decided to jump out of the 
raft and float a ways down the river. He realized 
too late that the water was too swift and dan- 
gerous for swimming. He stmggled hard before 
finally making it to shore. As he recovered his 
breath, he looked over and saw “Bruton’s little 
head” bobbing rapidly downstream. 

Kristofferson widens his eyes at you and 
says: “Too fast. Way too fast.” 

As Bmton came upon Kristofferson’s shore, 
there was a look of fear on his face. They 
grabbed hands but lost grip. Kristofferson 
instinctively jumped in, and both struggled 
together, moving fast. He said they had a 
moment where they knew they were screwed. 

Kristofferson pauses and looks you straight 
on, peering over invisible old-man glasses,

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and says, “And then a miracle happened,” 
and his face resumes its light as he tells you 
that a big raft was right around the comer 
and inside were wet-suited divers who hap- 
pened to be in the right place and who fished 
Bruton out of the water and saved him. 

“And you, too, right?” you ask. “How’d 
you get out?” 

He shrugs and says that it must’ve been 
the adrenaline, and that he got himself to 
shore. He moves on. 

“And our drinkin’ buddies were standing 
there wavin’ their beers!” he laughs. “Not a 
one of ’em thought to jump in and help!” 

His and Bmton’s hearts were tethered that 
day. He says that to you 
in so many words, and 
with both his eyes. You 
still wonder how he got 
out of the water. 

He talks about the 
faith of his childhood, 
his head honcho status 
as Episcopal altar boy. He 
doesn’t believe much in 
organized religion, though. 

He believes in following 
the Spirit. He starts talk- 
ing like that right then, 
and you connect eyes with him and the room 
stops still because he reminds you of when you 
saw him as a kid. He moves into himself and 
lightens up brighter than ever as he talks about 
Jesus’ good example, how he was a good man 
to emulate. 

You hear a higher frequency in the silence, 
and the people across the room aren’t banging 
things around anymore. He’s talking about 
his calling, the way he flows rather than 
fights. It’s light in there, and you wonder who 
Kristofferson really is. He breaks the reverie. 

“I just don’t know how to talk about it,” 
he says. 

You let him off the hook and drop your eyes 
for the first time in what seems a long time. 
The interview continues, but you’re given a 
warning sign from the publicist that it’s nearly 
over. So hurriedly, you cover some things. 

He talks joyously of his grown children, 
his grandchildren. And of his beautiful son 
who wants to join the Army and do crazy 


shit like his dad did and how ironic and 
inevitable this is, and you laugh like parents 
of older kids do when they can. 

He tells you he won’t skydive again, and 
you try to convince him the chutes are bet- 
ter than when he was in jump school way 
back then. He raises his eyebrow and says, 
“I won’t ever know,” and you grin wickedly 
and change the subject. 

Obama gives him hope because now there’s 
talk with other leaders before warring with 
them. There hasn’t been anyone like this since 
the Kennedys, he tells you. ‘And they killed 
’em.” You wait for him to go on. He pauses for 
a beat, then brightens up. 

You ask him what 
young people can do to 
make music. He tells you 
that we all have to be the 
music, be honest, let it 
get close, and stay real. 

“Whatever you do, 
don’t do it for money,” 
he commands sternly. 
He looks you hard in the 
eye. “I never expected to 
make money on this. I 
got lucky.” 

The publicist inter- 
rupts and says it’s time. You look him deep 
in the eyes one more time, stand, shake his 
hand, and say goodbye, tingling. He remains, 
clear and light, ready for the next interview. 

Outside, you wonder if you’re doing 
enough to help people. 

At home, you sit at the piano, sing- thank- 
ing your mother for just about everything. 
Then you thank Kristofferson and those oth- 
ers for taking her hand and leading her to a 
husband with a dark beard and guitar who 
loves her just the way Tennessee men do. 

Kristofferson sings “Holy Woman” from 
your bedroom, and you wonder if you’ve still 
got some time to heal. 

He walked right out of the water that day, 
but nobody noticed. ■

Closer to the Bone (New West) 

“This album is dedicated to the spirit of my soul-brother 
Stephen Bruton,” writes Kris Kristofferson in the liner notes of 
Closer to the Bone, and indeed the late Austin guitarist’s spirit 
touches everything here. Whether in his high twang ringing 
against Kristofferson’s leathered drawl on the opening title track 
or his immaculate guitar and mandolin shading the songwriter’s 
intimate verses, Bruton’s presence supplies close comfort to the 
album’s reflections on mortality, aging, doubt. While the album 
proves Kristofferson’s most personal collection of songs since its 1981 namesake, To the 
Bone, its tone eschews that disc’s turmoil and regret for one of unharried contemplation and 
tribute. Arrangements remain sparse and subdued, and there’s an encapsulating sense of 
familiarity in Kristofferson’s raw poignancy, whether introducing “From Here to Forever” as 
written for his kids or the hilarious hidden track penned when he was only “11 years old and 
well on my way.” While impending loss frames the 73-year-old’s focus through “Starlight and 
Stone,” the touching Johnny Cash elegy “Good Morning John,” and “Hall of Angels,” that’s 
tempered by a recognition of blessings in tunes like “Holy Woman” and closer “The Wonder.”

JAMES MCMURTRY 

Live in Europe (Lightning Rod) 

Documenting his first tour of the UK, 
James McMurtry cut Live in Europe spe- 
cifically as a collector’s edition LP/DVD. 
Unfortunately, due to the restrictions of 
the vinyl format - roughly 42 minutes 
- that equals a significantly truncated 
set. Wrapping up at about half the run- 
ning time of the local troubadour’s 2004 
breakthrough, Live in Aught-Three, this 
collection lacks the political bite that 
pierced his more recent output, focusing 
instead on the character sketches from 
last year’s Just Us Kids, most notably 
the title cut and acoustic “Ruby and 
Carlos.” Guest pianist Ian McLagan is a 
welcomed addition throughout, adding a 
mellow organ bed to the exquisite “You’d 
a’ Thought (Leonard Cohen Must Die)” 
and spiking the vitriolic “Freeway View” 
with jump-boogie piano that burns out 
on Highway 61. The saving grace is the 
accompanying 40-minute DVD, filmed 
at the intimate Paradiso in Amsterdam. 
“Now we’re going to play all the hits,” 
McMurtry states with his best poker 
face, then bares teeth in a vicious 
10-minute version of “Choctaw Bingo” 
that goes off like Dylan at Royal Albert 
Hall, not unlike the economical blues of 
“We Can’t Make It Here.” Tour opener Jon 
Dee Graham adds further fuel to the fire 
with “Laredo,” his chimney smoke deliv- 
ery complementing McMurtry’s charred 
baritone like black on gray. For that alone 
Live in Europe is a must-have for seri- 
ous fans, but locals are better off taking 
the advice McMurtry offers before token 
closer “Too Long in the Wasteland”: “If 
you should find yourself in Austin, Texas, 
on a Wednesday night, we’re usually at 
the Continental Club. Come see us.”

With debut From Soldiers 
to Warriors, the Cipher 
heralds the rise of home- 
grown hip-hop out of high 
schools and ’hoods and 
onto Austin stages. It’s 
message music of the fin- 
est kind, exhorting listeners 
to participate within their 
community over smooth 
beats. The crew includes 

three young women whose “Give me what I need, the respect I 
deserve” on “Female Emcees” is plaintive and anthemic. Good 
sounds from a scene that has some of its own on the silver 
screen this year: Zeale and Phranchyze made it into Bandslam, 
as did Joker and the Daze. Lucky for trio the Daze, its debut, 
Straightjacket Hymns, hit stores just as the movie was released, 
a righteous opportunity to crank up the Texas crunch (“Red,” 
“The Motions”). Well-informed by Aerosmith/Skynyrd anteced- 
ents, the Daze is quite capable of balladry (“Come, Child”) and 
melody (“In Spite of Any Doubt”), but there’s no question its 


heart is in the backbeat of songs like the explosive “Smithereens,” 
“Blizzard Woman Blues,” and “La Rosa de Don Juan.” Quartet the 
Steps pack five songs into Take It All In with no mercy and a lot of 
attitude. It pays off on the Chris “Frenchie” Smith-produced EP, cut- 
ting to the chase on “Loose Mind,” “Dagger,” and “Blonde Smoke.” 
The band members’ neat trick is taking the essence of music from 
every decade previous and echoing it so precisely that it transcends 
the classic rock they adore and suggests music in the upcoming 
decade will be in excellent hands.

Keen and his band are 
uncommonly locked in, whether on the island- 
bound “Something I Do,” bluesy “Throwin’ 
Rocks,” or honky-tonk smiler “Wireless in 
Heaven.” Surprisingly, it’s the first time REK’s 
worked with producer Lloyd Maines. With a 
sound this large and breezy, they ought to be 
checking into this Hotel again soon.

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David Cerullo came to prominence after purchasing the television studios 
abandoned by Jim and Tammy Faye Bakker and established what is perhaps the 
boldest of all Christian “prosperity gospel” ministries (that pays him an annual 
base salary of $1.52 million). With his father, semi-retired Pentecostal preacher 
Morris Cerullo, they assure followers that the more they give, the more God will 
return to them. In a recent TV spot, Morris, speaking first in tongues and then 
addressing the currently credit-challenged: “When you [donate], the windows of 
heaven ... open for you ... 100 fold." “Debt cancellation!” (The on-screen message: 
“Call now with your $900 offering and receive God’s debt cancellation!”) 


LEAD STORY 

Beneath the luxury hotels on the Las 
Vegas Strip is a series of flood tunnels that 
are home to dozens of people who work 
odd jobs such as hustling leftover change in 
casino slot machines. A correspondent for 
London’s The Sun gained the trust of a few 
and even photographed their “apartments” 
for a September dispatch, showing well- 
stocked quarters with scrounged appliances 
and furniture and even one makeshift show- 
er rigged from a water cooler. “Amy,” who 
has lived in the tunnels with her husband, 
“J.R.,” for two years, said she “love[sj” the 
Vegas lifestyle and appears in no hurry to 
leave her setup. “Kathryn” (who lives with 
boyfriend “Steven”) also appears content 
except, she says, for the fragrance, the 
black widow spiders, and the periodic rush 
of water through their home (threatening 
any “valuables” not stacked on crates). 

LATEST RELIGIOUS MESSAGE 

In September, a judge in Stuart, Fla., was 
about to sentence pastor Rodney McGill for real 
estate fraud, but McGill was undaunted, 
addressing the courtroom with a prayer for his 
enemies: “Jesus, Jesus, Jesus, for every wit- 
ness called against me, I pray cancer in their 
lives, lupus, brain tumor, pancreatic cancer.” The 
judge then sentenced him to 20 years in prison. 


FETISHES ON PARADE 

In September, police in Bonney Lake, 
Wash., were seeking “Dale,” who had been 
reported hanging around the high school, 
trying to befriend male athletes. In the 
most recent incident, he lured a boy to the 
library, offering help on a term paper proj- 
ect, but when the boy declined and walked 
away, “Dale” jumped on his back and asked 
for a piggyback ride. (Fondness for piggy- 
back rides is not a widely practiced obses- 
sion, though the legendary illustrator R. 
Crumb liked to receive them in lieu of sex, 
according to an ex-girlfriend in the 1994 
movie Crumb.) 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

Failure to Keep a Low Profile: 1) Angel 
DeLeon, 30, admitted to police in May 
that he was the one who had just robbed 
the National Penn Bank in Reading, Pa. 
Police originally started after DeLeon’s car 
when he raced by them with his radio blar- 
ing. 2) Ricky Dale Ford was jailed in 
September in Conway, Ark., accused of 
stealing an all-terrain vehicle. While joyrid- 
ing, Ford had accidentally hit a beehive, 
and when police found him in nearby 
woods, he was “barely breathing,” one 
officer said, having been stung more than 
100 times. 


QUESTIONABLE JUDGMENTS 

The cheap-drink Tuesday night special at 
the Attic bar in Newcastle Upon Tyne, England, 
in early September was a money-back guaran- 
tee at the end of the night to anyone who 
could still legally drive (measured by the bar’s 
breathalyzer), with the evening’s most alcohol- 
saturated customer drinking free the following 
week. The Newcastle City Council soon con- 
vinced the bar it was a bad idea. 

The Department of Homeland Security 
(relying on a study later termed by the 
Government Accounting Office to have been 
rushed and flawed) decided in January that 
the best place for its new $700 million 
research facility on infectious diseases 
would be in Kansas, which happens to be 
in the heart of America’s “tornado alley.” 

The GAO report, leaked to The Washington 
Post in July, claimed the risk of accidental 
release of dangerous pathogens is far 
greater than the department assumed. 

BRIGHT IDEAS 

Canadian medical appliance manufacturer 
X4 Labs, which sells a penis-elongating trac- 
tion device for around $400, disclosed in 
August that it is making a solid gold version 
on contract for a Saudi businessman. The 
buyer claimed he required gold only because 
of allergies, but then also ordered it orna- 
mented with diamonds and rubies, according 
to an August Agence France-Presse report. 

X4’s cachet as a medical-appliance supplier 
is expected to get the device past Saudi 
customs, which normally bans sex toys. 

Four apparently quite bored people in their 
early 20s were arrested in September in 
Bennington, Vt., after a Chili’s restaurant bur- 
glar alarm sounded at 4:30 a.m. According 
to police, the four intended to remove and 
steal the large chili on the restaurant’s sign 
using a hacksaw and power drill. However, 
not possessing a battery-operated drill, they 
had strung extension cords together running 
to the nearest outlet they could find, which 
was 470 feet away, across four lanes of high- 
way and through a Home Depot parking lot. 

FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

1) Marine Sgt. Michael Ferschke was killed 
in Iraq in 2008, but his wife and their son, 
both Japanese citizens, cannot enter the 
United States. The couple exchanged vows 
under Japanese law by long-distance proxy, as 
Michael was about to deploy, but immigration 
law does not recognize such unions, unless 
subsequently “consummated.” (The Ferschkes 
had conceived their child before they were 
married.) 2) Marine Lance CpI. Josef Lopez 
took the Corps’ advice and received a small- 
pox vaccination just before deploying to Iraq, 
but after nine days in country, he went into a 
coma with a rare adverse reaction that has 
left him permanently, seriously disabled. 

However, since he was felled by the vaccine 
and not combat, he is ineligible for special dis- 
ability funds to help seriously wounded troops 
(for such expenses as modifying a home to 
accommodate a disability).

The Dabbs Railroad Hotel bed & breakfast in Llano has seen its fortunes rise 
and fall and rise again over the last 102 years. The period accommodations 
aren’t for everybody, but for those who share a sense of history and camaraderie, 
the hotel is an oasis 
along the banks of 
the Llano River in the 
Hill Country. 

“We cater to a lot 
of wedding parties, 
family reunions, and 
groups,” says Tony 
Griffith, the manager. 

The hotel is perfect 
for a group of girl- 
friends touring the Hill 
Country wineries, 
much like it hosted on 
a recent weekend. 

The Dabbs is a 
throwback to a differ- 
ent era of hosteling. 

The rooms are small, 
the bathroom is down 
the hall, and there is 
no phone, TV, pool, or 

pets. This isn’t a cookie-cutter chain hotel; it’s an experience. 

What it does have are conference facilities, a big dining hall, a professional-grade kitchen, 
and one of the best views of the river, the old iron bridge, and the county courthouse on the 
opposite bank. It has a beautifully landscaped backyard and a deck overlooking it all. The 
Dabbs is a blank slate waiting to be filled with the art of conversation and memories. 

The well-worn pine walls are polished with years of remembrances. The hotel was built 
when Llano was a resort town at the end of the railroad line. Families would come from 
Austin and Houston for vacations. The hotel was a favorite destination for Bonnie and Clyde, 
soldiers from Fort Hood, and traveling salesmen. Besides being a hotel, the building has 
been a private residence, a hay barn, and a restaurant noted for its fried chicken. 

In the 1980s, Gary Smith turned the property into a rustic retreat known for its laid-back 
atmosphere, the campfire in the back yard, and a seediness that some people loved and 
that was a culture shock for others. “Gary is definitely a character,” Griffith says. “He has a 
million stories and a real cult following.” As Smith’s health deteriorated (he’s much better 
now), so did the hotel. 

“When I bought the building, there were holes in the floors,” Phyllis Farr Alexander says. 
She began remodeling the property about four years ago. “The basic structure is sound,” 
she says, “but we had to gut the building to the frame and start over.” 

The result is comfortable accommodations that are true to the historical character of the 
building. Alexander doubled the number of bathrooms; added all new plumbing and wiring, 
including wireless Internet access; and upgraded the dormitory-style sleeping porch. One 
thing she couldn’t improve on was the beautiful view of the river and downtown Llano. 

The Dabbs Hotel in Llano is on the north side of the river at 112 E. Burnet St. Individual 
rooms are available for rent when the hotel is not booked for group events. For more infor- 
mation, call 325/247-2200 or go to www.dabbsbnb.com.

Ksef U St Xxke* 
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Evil Dead: The Musical 


Salvage Vanguard Theater, through Oct. 31 

Running time: 2 hr I 

I remember seeing one of the Evil Dead movies - I believe the 
first one - many years ago and not being particularly impressed. 
But it’s been said that no one ever went broke underestimating 


the intelligence of 
the American people, 
and the original in the 
series spawned two 
presumably equally 
evil sequels and now 
this musical, surely 
one of the campiest, 
over-the-top pieces in 
the history of musical 
theatre. Of course, the 
opportunities for camp- 
ing it up are rife in the 
horror genre: really stu- 
pid, really horny teens; 
empty cabins in the 
woods; books of the 
dead; chainsaws, axes, 
and blood; and zom- 
bies, of course. Plenty 
of zombies. 

Before I say more, I 
need to state for the 
record that this Salvage 
Vanguard Theater-Doctuh 
Mistah co-production 
had massive sound 
problems on the night 
I saw it. Though all the 
actors were mic’d, I had problems understand- 
ing what was being sung over the threepiece 
orchestra playing offstage even during the 
first chorus number. But it wasn’t just back- 
ground noise that bothered. When spoken 
lines were delivered, I still had difficulty under- 
standing them, and that difficulty was com- 
pounded when characters turned into zom- 
bies, because they talked in zombielike voices 
and didn’t pay needed attention to enunciat- 
ing what they were saying. Fortunately, some- 
one (my bet is director Michael McKelvey) 
managed to solve the sound problems by the 
second act, and, thus, the experience became 
considerably more enjoyable, if tainted by the 
experience of the first act. 

I’m uncertain whether it’s a tribute to the 
actors, the simplicity of the script, or the 
conventions of the genre that, despite the 
myriad sound challenges, I had no trouble 


following the story: 
Horny teens break into 
a cabin, find a book of 
the dead, and turn into 
zombies. Limbs are sev- 
ered, heads chopped 
off, blood squirted in 
gallons from necks ... 
hacked off hands, stab 
wounds, exposed intes- 
tines. There’s so much 
blood that a special 
“splash zone” is pro- 
vided, so if you want to 
get soaked in the stuff, 
here’s your chance. At a 
couple of points, I actu- 
ally saw a hose being 
raised from the cellar, 
spraying the red stuff 
all over the audience. I 
am somewhat unsure 
why anyone would find 
this appealing, but 
the first three or four 
rows were filled, and 
everyone sitting there 
seemed to find the 
dousing quite enjoyable. 

Blood aside, the second act was consid- 
erably more effective, not because anyone 
seemed to be doing anything radically differ- 
ent but simply because I could understand 
most everything that was being said and 
sung. Actually, I’m not even certain it was 
understanding so much as it was tremen- 
dously, albeit somewhat pervertedly, enter- 
taining to listen to songs with titles such as 
“Ode to an Accidental Stabbing” and “Blew 
That Bitch Away” and to watch a zombie do 
a soft shoe, a bunch of zombies do a very 
Rocky Horror - inspired dance to a song called 
“Do the Necronomicon,” and a man wearing 
a chainsaw on one hand and carrying a gun 
in the other adroitly slay zombie after zom- 
bie. So if any of that or lyrics such as, “You 
goddamn bitch, you fuckin’ stabbed me,” 
appeal to you, then you’ve found your dream 
zombie musical. - Barry Pineo

A Time for Life 

St. Louis King of France Catholic Church 

Oct. 9 


The epilogue of Robert Kyr’s moving and elegiac oratorio, set 
to an adapted Navajo chant, pleads: “May it be beautiful before 
me, behind me, below me, above me, all around me. In beauty, 
it is finished.” As the masterful voices of Conspirare dissipated 


on these words, the performance closed 
with one voice, barely audible, singing the 
word “remember.” Remember, I sure will. 

The audience, packed into the beautiful, 
lofty sanctuary of St. Louis King of France 
Catholic Church, sat in total silence for more 
than 90 seconds before rewarding the art- 
ists. The performance began the same way: 
a moment of complete silence. The first was 
planned; the second, though, was a unified 
reaction to the gorgeous, delicate collabora- 
tion between Kyr and the vocalists under 
Craig Hella Johnson’s direction. 

A prolific and celebrated American com- 
poser (15 symphonies and counting), Kyr 
has written on commission by organizations 
across the globe, weaving his passionate 
advocacy for environmentalism into many 
of his works along the way. Written in three 
parts, A Time for Life is set to a wide spec- 
trum of cultural texts, poems, and prayers 
that explore the harmony and the shame in 
man’s relationship with the planet Earth. 

Kyr’s musical style, though basically tonal, 
is unique in its layering of modal practices 
from different traditions. The result is a sig- 
nature sound that is accessible but also oth- 
erworldly, enigmatic, and tough to describe 
at the same time. In other settings, this 
style might not translate, but this past Friday 
evening, it most assuredly did. 

The work was set for eight voices and a 
string trio and was anchored by two lead 
solo roles, here filled by Abigail Lennox’s 
angelic, controlled soprano and David 
Farwig’s haunting, commanding baritone/ 


tenor. As soloists, all eight voices excelled, 
but it was in the communal moments, and in 
Kyr’s gorgeous layering of voice and rhythm, 
that the instrument that is Conspirare truly 
lived up to its name. Upswells of sound, 
rising in pentatonic flourishes and falling 
in cascades, filled the room in a display of 
impressive control and blend. 

If much of entertainment is meant to offer 
escape, Kyr and Conspirare here created 
a musical experience that reached for the 
opposite, drawing its audience into a state 
of relaxed, meditative focus. To prepare 
the audience for this, Johnson opened the 
performance by leading his eight vocalists, 
grouped at the back of the sanctuary behind 
the audience, in three hauntingly beautiful 
opening chants set to inspired, mystical 
texts. Thinking back on these chants as the 
last notes of A Time for Life hung in the air, 
it was clear to me what makes Conspirare 
stand out among other choral organizations 
that feature brilliant musicians. With each 
performance, Conspirare creates an entirely 
unique and meaningful experience, and 
much like Kyr, Johnson uses the choral tradi- 
tion to explore the best and the worst of our 
humanity, inviting its audience into the con- 
versation. When the pieces all fit well into 
the design, the result can be - and is often 
with Conspirare - transformative. 

Kyr reminded the audience in his preperfor- 
mance talk that we in Austin are very blessed 
to be home to one of the finest choral orga- 
nizations on earth. Through A Time for Life, 
again, we remember. - Michael Kellerman

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‘Contemporary Culture’ 



“Contemporary Culture” is certainly a theme that immediately 
catches one’s attention. These two words were probably chosen 
simply to give shape and coherence to an art show, but they lead 


the viewer (particularly me, dear reader) into 
a quagmire of ideas and feelings. If the mis- 
sion of this exhibit at Lora Reynolds Gallery 
is, as stated, to reflect “upon the artist’s role 
to visually convey events affecting today’s 
society,” then the viewer is inevitably led to 
reflect upon this moment. What is happen- 
ing now ? We’re post-Bush. Post-“change.” 
Post-“hope.” The recession is supposedly 
over, somehow, according to the experts, but 
our troubles are, of course, far from over. 

So what do these artists have to say about 
the here and now? Frankly, it seems that the 
conversation happening in this exhibition is 
just as murky as I am. 

By far, the most compelling work is Colby 
Bird’s This Is This, a sculpture that explores 
random acts of violence and American gun cul- 
ture via familiar modern-art tropes. But like this 
jumbled American moment we find ourselves 
in, this powerful work sits next to Jim Torok’s 
taunting, cartoony paintings which exclaim 
slogans such as “You Should Be More Happy” 
and “Don’t Think About It....” This Is This is an 
obvious homage visually to minimalist sculptor 
Dan Flavin, but it also references a powerful 
and cryptic moment in The Deer Hunter when 
Robert De Niro holds up a bullet midargument 
and says: “Stanley, see this? This is this. This 
ain’t something else. This is this.” In Bird’s 
sculpture, a gun is screwed hastily with a piece 
of wood to the underside of a chair. You might 
miss this if it weren’t for a set of smoke-and- 
mirrors-style effects that give you an eerie 
reflection of the object, cast through a piece 
of thick glass onto charcoaled newsprint. The 
piece is at once disturbing and discombobulat- 
ing, tender and familiar. But what is the conver- 
sation happening between Bird and the seem- 
ingly happy-go-lucky yet disturbingly patronizing 
Torok, two artists who obviously have divergent 
takes on the here and now? 

The only other pieces that seem to be 
truly examining “today’s society” are Mads 
Lynnerup’s drawings in the series Time Is 
Money ; Money Is Time. I was turned off by the 
press release’s cheesy contextual ization of 
these pieces as examining the advertising 
cliches of “time” and “money” to provoke 
“thought about how over-emphasizing the 
worth of material goods and money can cause 


one to lose sight of what is truly valuable.” 
Instead, I thought about the fact that Lynnerup 
(best known for his hilarious and intelligent 
video pieces) recently obtained a Master of 
Fine Arts from Columbia, which potentially 
left him with tens of thousands of dollars in 
student loans, and that he might have made 
these very sellable drawings to pay down that 
debt. It was quite funny to see these drawings 
directly behind the gallery desk, questioning 
the complex commercial structure that artists 
rely on to make a living. 

Beyond these pieces, I found many refer- 
ences to the past and to art history specifi- 
cally, and I couldn’t help but wonder what this 
says about now. Don’t get me wrong: Much 
of this work is very compelling. The almost 
holographic, double-layered canvas and silk 
paintings by Bradley McCallum and Jacqueline 
Tarry that examine iconic images from the 
civil rights movement moved me. Graham 
Dolphin’s 56 Lennon Songs is a perfect 
example of his meticulously rendered pieces 
that showcase an obsessive fixation on the 
artist’s hand: On a newspaper from the day 
that Lennon was shot, 56 song titles have 
been inked in perfect, almost invisible letters 
across the dead icon’s image. And Lynnerup’s 
strong Clock , an attempt by the artist to stand 
still for an entire day, only moving to change 
an analog board of numbers once a minute, 
speaks to early experiments in durational 
video art. Duration. The artist’s hand. Iconic 
historic images. These works speak to the 
past, no? I cannot glean what they are saying 
about this complex moment, and I’m not sure 
the artists would want me to try. 

My point? Curators (and gallerists some- 
times) seek to make meaning of artists’ work. 
They take works of art and try to create a 
cohesive conversation from them. It’s true that 
there are a million ways to capture “the now.” 
But it also seems like the artists in this show 
are speaking different languages. Perhaps skip- 
ping the theme would be more beneficial here. 

It would certainly allow me to enjoy the wonder- 
ful variety of strong pieces in “Contemporary 
Culture.” Vintage De Niro is whispering in our 
ears: “This is just this. This ain’t something 
else. This is this.” And we shouldn’t try to make 
it more complicated than that. - Kate Watson

Where the Wild 
Things Are 

“Be still!” shouts 10-year-old Max to the half-dozen Wild Things 
circling him with a hunger for small child a la mode. “Be still!” he 
shouts, and it works, both to stop the Wild Things in their tracks 


and as an occasional directive for the film 
itself, which doesn’t shy from long stretches of 
stillness, of quiet. That’s just one of the many 
moods so easily evinced by this freewheeling 
but tonally and aesthetically true adaptation of 
Maurice Sendak’s 1963 children’s book. Jonze, 
in collaboration with co-screenwriter Dave 
Eggers, seems to have tapped every primal 
feeling along the spectrum - joy, grief, rage, 
a relish for mayhem - and put it onscreen for 
our viewing pleasure. And a pleasure it is - the 
rare children’s film that isn’t coded for adults 
or made corny and flip for kids. Some review- 
ers will want to put quotes around the word 
when talking about Where the Wild Things Are's 
target audience - you know, a “ children's " film 
- in part because the film contains some espe- 
cially nuanced ideas and images, but mostly 
because Jonze has a history of making hip, 
somewhat sardonic films (Adaptation, Being 
John Malkovich). It’s a bit bewildering, at least 


AFGHAN STAR D: Havana Marking. 

(NR, 87 min.) 

One of the more surreal docs to come down 
the pike in some time, Afghan Star follows a 
group of male and female contestants from 
across Afghanistan in what is essentially an 
Afghan version of American Idol. Shot in an iffy, 
handheld style, Afghan Star intersperses these 
with sit-down sequences to help rough out the 
backstories of the 10, then seven, then three 
surviving contestants until one is crowned the 
new Afghan Star and awarded a $5,000 cash 
prize in Kabul some months later. There’s a 
slight bit of cultural crossover between Afghan 
Star and Suroosh Alvi and Eddy Moretti’s far 
more harrowing 2007 doc Heavy Metal in 
Baghdad, but the strains of music surveyed 


in theory, to take him at his word here, but 
Where the Wild Things Are is a sincere, open- 
hearted film, and you’re best off greeting it in 
the same fashion. Eggers and Jonze expand 
upon the original story, which ran a mere 41 
lines, to give its boy hero Max (Records) a sin- 
gle mom (Keener) and a grade-school science 
teacher (Mouzakis) who casually announces 
to a pop-eyed Max that the sun is dying, 
apparently ignorant of the way little kids fixate 
on - and can be terrorized by - the limitless 
but always incomplete information dumped 
on them. It’s a confusing time for Max, and 
he’s at that age that marks the waning days 
of absolute ownership of his mother’s body 
and mind. Mom is distracted - the way Max 
burrows under her desk and pulls at the panty- 
hose on her foot says in one small gesture 
everything you need to know about the com- 
plicated issues of intimacy and tugs for atten- 
tion, for dominance, that Max is wrestling with, 


are vastly different. Here, the directors follow 
two young Afghan men, Rafi and Hameed, and 
two women, Lima and Setara, all of whom are 
from far-flung, often mutually hostile regions of 
still-tribal Afghanistan. Lima and Setara, having 
breasts, are at an immediate disadvantage, 
but it also turns out that, in a war-damaged 
country of almost 250,000 square miles, 
much of it mountainous, only the male contes- 
tants are allowed to send their fanbases out 
into the country to, essentially, whip up the 
crowds and wheat-paste “Vote for Rafi for Your 
Afghan Star” on the sides of claustrophobic, 
bullet-pocked alleyways. The Afghan Star TV 
show began broadcasting in 2004 with the 
ouster of the Taliban and has been running 
continuously, if tentatively, given the number 
of threats on contestants’ lives in this for- 




whether he knows it or not. So Max acts out 
- even worse, in front of Mom’s new boyfriend 
(Ruffalo) - and after a fearsome fight with his 
mother, he takes off running ... and keeps run- 
ning, until his neighborhood melts away and a 
way to a new world is found. That’s where he 
meets the Wild Things, and they are marvel- 
ous. Working with Jim Henson’s Creature Shop 
and adapting quite literally Sendak’s original 
etchings, Jonze has put to film what genera- 
tions of children have only dreamed about: 
the nearness and dearness of Sendak’s woolly 
beasts. Max gravitates to a similarly wayward 
spirit named Carol (voiced by Gandolfini), a 
furred giant with anger issues and a nose that 
looks rawed by whiskey. Not that there’s any 
whiskey in this land, which seems set perpetu- 
ally at sunrise or sunset: Only the stuff of a 
little boy’s imagination exists here, things such 
as forts and dirt clod fights and cuddling. It’s a 
place where aggression and affection can live 
peaceably; one of the many delights of the film 
is in how physical it is (somebody is always 
pummeling somebody else and then following 
the beating with a bruising bear hug). There 
are a dozen more delights to be easily rattled 
off, from Karen 0. and Carter Burwell’s score 
and the superb voicework to Records’ fearless 
performance and Jonze and Eggers’ deceptive- 
ly rich script, which lifts bits and pieces from 
its prologue and reintroduces them later in an 
astute illustration of how a child plucks truths 
from his life and weaves them into his fiction. 
There are minor grievances with the film, all 
technical - Max’s flight from home is underlit 
to the point of near-obscurity, and the hand- 
held camera is jittery to distraction - but they 
frankly feel inconsequential when put next to 
the film’s overall effect. I don’t want to oversell 
the thing. It is, quite simply, something very 
special indeed. - Kimberley Jones

Afghanistan. Now that’s entertainment. If 
you’re a nihilist.

COCO BEFORE CHANEL 

D: Anne Fontaine; with Audrey Tautou, Benoit 
Poelvoorde, Alessandro Nivola, Marie Gillain, Emmanuelle 
Devos. (PG-13, 105 min., subtitled) 

Before her name became synonymous 
with French couture, perfumes, and other 
luxury goods, Gabriel le Chanel was a girl 
of few prospects. By the age of 12, she 
was a motherless child who was then 
raised in an orphanage after her father 
abandoned his children. There she was 
trained as a seamstress, which is the 
trade she took up once she left, while 
also performing by night with her sister in 
cabarets. In the clubs she acquired the 
nickname Coco, a name she disliked but 
that unfortunately stuck. Coco (Tautou) 
and her sister, Adrienne (Gillain), seem 
to have harbored hopes for careers on 
the stage, although their main objective 
was the finding of rich suitors because, 
really, what careers were open in 1893 
to women of modest means? Fontaine’s 
biofilm of Chanel’s early years could be 
the biography of almost any upwardly 
mobile woman of the time. The film often 
calls to mind another 2009 film, Cheri, 
which is based on stories by Chanel’s 
contemporary Colette and is set among 
the world of courtesans and kept women. 
Coco Before Chanel shows us those years 
in which Coco lived with the aristocratic 
playboy Etienne Balsan (Poelvoorde) and 
suffered for her love of Arthur “Boy” 

Capel (Nivola). Mostly, however, we see 
Chanel as a dispassionate and aloof 
playmate who never finds the happiness 
she desires. Fontaine (The Girl From 
Monaco) also shows Chanel’s individual 
sense of style as she strips off the frou- 
frou from dresses and hats and - voila 
- transforms articles of clothing into 
visions that are uniquely hers. Tautou has 
long sought a role that might extricate 
her from permanent typecasting as the 
elfin charmer Amelie, and she has found 
such a character in Coco Chanel, whose 
brass-tacks attitude and strong sense of 
self separate her from the lovelorn girls. 
There’s not a whole lot more to Coco 
Before Chanel than this. It’s a perfectly 
nice period piece and biographical back- 
grounder, but the film feels as though it’s 
a meal of tasty side dishes that lacks a 
main course. - Marjorie Baumgarten

FROM MEXICO WITH LOVE

Not to be confused with either Once Upon 
a Time in Mexico or From Russia With Love, 
the title becomes a delightfully subversive 
Hollywood amalgam only after you’ve seen 
the picture. This up-from-the-fields piece of 
Tejano pride is a punchy, melodramatic piece 
of tried-and-true Americana that mixes cul- 
tures (and film genres) with an eye toward 
knocking down borders both cultural and 
contemporary. The script, by Glen Hartford 
and Nicholas Siapkaris, owes a sizable debt 
to pretty much every other boxing film that’s 
come before, but that’s not necessarily a 
bad thing when it’s cast and executed with 
as much obvious body and soul as From 
Mexico With Love. Mexican heartthrob and 
bona fide pelfcula-idol Becker (Goal!) plays 
Hector, a Laredo field hand by day and a 
backroom brawler with a heart of gold by 
night. He gets a bass-ackwards shot at 
the (relative) big time when the local Great 
White Hope, Robert (Nesic), a scion of 
the local racist ranch master (Lang), sets 
his sights on Hector’s up-from-d own-South 
girlfriend, Maria (Garcia). Already living in 
desperate conditions - Madre Aragon is 
barely able to breathe and relies on covert 
inhaler deliveries from family friend Tito 
(Bauer) - Hector ends up on the wrong 
end of the border after a set-up scuffle. It’s 
there that the kid finally winds up finding his 
Rocky-esque mentor, Billy (McGill), who also 
happens to have been recently employed 
as his nemesis’ trainer. McGill, a former 
MacGyver regular and National Lampoon's 
Animal blouse’s “D-Day,” is top sage in what 
is essentially a smartly directed and consid- 
erably shorter version of the telenovelas in 
which Becker made his name. Shot in and 
around San Antonio with a wealth of area 
talent, From Mexico With Love updates at 
least 12 rounds of other underdog and/or 
immigrant fighter films spanning back to Kid 
Galahad and probably beyond, but it does so 
with an amiable and welcome Tejano flour- 
ish. It’s a new welt on an old abrasion, that 
same old last-minute left-hook aimed square 
and true (and, when you get right down to it, 
red, white, and blue), socking the inevitably 
hard-fought future right in the kisser, once 
more, with feeling. - Marc Savlov

LAW ABIDING CITIZEN 

D: F. Gary Gray; with Jamie Foxx, Gerard Butler, Regina 
Hall, Colm Meaney, Bruce McGill, Leslie Bibb, Michael Irby. 
(R, 108 min.) 

What to make of a film that opens with 
a brutal home invasion which leaves a 
mother and child dead and then uses 
that ghastly jumping-off point and all its 
circumlocutions - legal, moral, and mortal 
- as an assiduous flaying of the criminal 
justice system? Sounds promising so far, 
but Law Abiding Citizen ends on an even 
grimmer note, stuck fast between righteous 
indignation at our bankrupt system of 
jurisprudence and our (presumed) need for 
heroes that don’t cross the line between 
avenger and terrorist lest they become too 
existentially real. Butler turns a perfectly 
respectable, even riveting performance as 
Clyde Shelton, the dead family’s husband 
and father, who seeks a nominal form of 
justice via fast-rising D.A.’s assistant Nick 
Rice (Foxx). What he instead receives is a 
quick-and-dirty lesson in the painful subtle- 
ties and Faustian backroom dealings of 
the Philadelphia courts: Rice, unwilling to 
risk his near-perfect conviction rate, nails 
one invader to the cruciform death drip. 

The other, however, gets 10 years, a fact 
of life (or death) that does not sit well 
with Shelton, who turns out to be an ex- 
superspook capable of drawing a perfect 
hand of death cards even when he ends up 
behind bars as everyone associated with 
the original case starts falling to pieces, 
literally. Foxx has a thankless role here. 

He’s subbing for the entire justice system 
of the United States, flaws and furies 
included, and his main mode of expression 
is steely determination and precious little 
else. Butler, however, mines his role for 
some serious Old Testament wrath, and 
anyone arguing against the battered-looking 
Shelton’s ridiculously over-orchestrated (but 
plenty entertaining) death wish is liable to 
look like a sap. Until, that is, Law Abiding 
Citizen’s explosive denouement, which - oh, 
the ignominy! - sides with a broken sys- 
tem over a broken man. It feels like a lie, 
because it is, and lest anyone in the mov- 
iegoing public get the wrong idea, the final 
five pages of Kurt Wimmer’s (The Thomas 
Crown Affair) screenplay nullify every ounce 
of frustration and rage brought to bear 
against the piss-poor judicial status quo 
in everything that precedes it. There’s a 
lesson to be learned here, maybe - about 
the vagaries of the law, and when and why

A SERIOUS MANd: Joel Coen, Ethan

Embrace paradox; accept life’s myster- 
ies: These are some of the things that 
serious men learn. God owes us bubkes 
in the way of answers. With A Serious 
Man, the Coen brothers have made one 
of their best and most personal movies. It 
is rich with ideas and contemplations and 
packed with the sort of existential jokes 
that tickle the Coen boys so. Perhaps A 
Serious Man is the Coens’ boys-to-men 
moment - the film in which becoming a 
mensch is the protagonist’s goal rather 
than scoring money, kidnapping a baby, 
retrieving one’s pissed-upon rug, or any 
number of things that have driven Coen 
characters in the past. The setting of the 
film echoes the Minneapolis suburb of 
the Coen brothers’ youth, circa 1967, and 
captures with perfection the sound and 
the look of Jewish-American culture of 
that period. As for narrative structure, A 
Serious Man is as much the biblical story 
of Job as O Brother , Where Art Thou? is 
a Homeric odyssey. Larry Gopnik (stage 
actor Stuhlbarg), a university professor and 
family man, is the story’s de facto Job, to 
whom a plague of troubles comes. The 
litany of Larry’s adversities would gobble 
up the remaining space on this page and 
spoil their impact for the viewer; the trou- 
bles come in rapid succession and cover 
the gamut from personal disturbances to 
professional threats and inscrutable annoy- 
ances. They all, in their way, are steeped 
in the same kind of convoluted logic used 
by the Columbia Record Club representa- 
tive who keeps calling for payments to a 
club that the Gopniks have inadvertently 
joined by not actively declining member- 
ship. Actions have consequences, we 
are told, although it seems that inaction 
can mess you up, too. Such quandaries 
are older than Judaism, an idea set forth 
in the film’s preamble, which is set in a 
Jewish shtetl in the Old World and tells an 
ambiguous Yiddish folk tale of the Coens’ 
own imaginary fabrication. The vignette’s 
moral can be interpreted as meaning that 
Larry’s iniquities are foretold and nothing 
can be done to halt their occurrences or, 
instead, that destiny is nonexistent and 
judgment calls and the exercise of free will 
are all we have to guide us through life’s 
vicissitudes. A Serious Man has plenty to 
keep avid Coenheads engaged through 
many viewings. Regular Coen collaborators 
such as cinematographer Roger Deakins 
and music composer Carter Burwell add 
extra clarity and precision to the images 
and soundtrack. (You’ll never again hear 
Jefferson Airplane’s Surrealistic Pillow 
without thinking of this movie.) Essential 
too is the Coens’ casting of little-known 
but vaguely familiar actors. The absence 
of stars helps reframe our expectations 
of the characters and what might occur. 
Unpredictability is the hallmark of A Serious 
Man. Its advice? Receive with simplicity every- 
thing that happens. - Marjorie Baumgarten

Campion’s Bright Star (directed from her own 
screenplay) about the love affair between the poet 
John Keats (Whishaw) and the girl next door, Fanny 
Brawne (Cornish), is a thing that is both historical 
and contemporary. Covering the years 1818, when 
Keats and Brawne first met, to 1821, when the poet 
died at the age of 25, Bright Star is an evocatively 
re-created period drama.

Also revelatory 
is Campion’s telling of this love affair from Brawne’s 
point of view. In addition to becoming another insight- 
ful Campion meditation on female sexuality (think 
The Piano and In the Cut), Bright Star helps restore 
Brawne’s historical reputation. Though Campion 
portrays their romance as chaste, the emotions and 
sensations seem no less sensuous or voluptuous for

CAPITALISM: A LOVE STORY

The aspects of Moore’s filmmaking that we have 
come to embrace over the years - the sloppy, sprawl- 
ing voice of the court jester and self-appointed spokes- 
man for the American people - are the very things 
that get him into trouble here. This time he tackles 
an entire “ism,” but the result is an unmethodical 
survey of a gargantuan topic. The film has a loosey- 
goosey structure that jumps all over the place showing 
examples of economic fallout in the United States. 
Capitalism, for Moore, is a national sin; he never inves- 
tigates the international interrelatedness of the capital- 
ist system. Late in the documentary, Moore declares: 
“Capitalism is an evil, and you can’t regulate evil. You 
have to eliminate it.” With this, he makes it clear that 
there is no amount of regulation or amelioration that 
will make the capitalist system acceptable to him, yet 
he recoils from using the “s” word: socialism. Instead, 
he substitutes the word “democracy” as his political 
solution to the human impulse toward greed. As if.

of all, it’s a love story. Produced by Peter Jackson and 
directed by Blomkamp, much of District 9 is shot in 
a documentary, “you are here” style, and where you 
are is Johannesburg, a metropolis over which hovers 
a dead alien spacecraft of immense proportions. Its 
crew and occupants - thousands of them - have been 
packed into the sprawling refugee camp of the title. I’m 
hesitant to say more about the specifics of District 9 
because so many of this film’s wonders are best expe- 
rienced firsthand. Suffice it to say that Blomkamp and 
his entire cast and crew have created an instant genre 
classic that transcends the term “science fiction” and 
engages not only the mind but the heart as well. It’s 
magnificent.

Although The Informant!’ s screenplay (by Scott

of this comedy about Mark Whitacre (Damon), a 
scientist and high-level executive who exposes 
price-fixing in international agribusiness.

His men, chris- 
tened the “Basterds” by the Axis, are an all-Jewish 
squadron of bloodthirsty Nazi hunters who end up 
going head to head with the cunning and opportu- 
nistic Ubermensch, Col. Hans Landa (Austrian actor 
Waltz), aka the “Jew Hunter,” who may well be the 
best character that Tarantino has ever written.

Gervais’ real accomplish- 
ment, oft-overlooked, is as an actor, in how he can 
embody characters on a sliding scale of unlikabil- 
ity and bring humanity to them again and again. 

His Invention of Lying character, Mark Bellison, is 
a self-described “chubby little loser,” an opinion 
he knows all about because in this alternate uni- 
verse, lies don’t exist and the truth is delivered 
regularly. Newly unemployed and snubbed by the 
woman of his dreams, Anna (Garner), for being 
a less-than-ideal “genetic partner,” Mark is star- 
ing into the abyss when he discovers, quite by 
accident, the world’s first lie. Although the film is 
very funny, there’s nothing particularly incendiary, 
especially not when the romantic subplot shifts to 
the forefront.

9 is a beautifully animated (in CGI) but narratively 
compromised fable about - sort of - societal coopera- 
tion and the virtues of steampunk stitchery over cyber- 
punk soldering. Or maybe not. It’s hard to tell what 
the moral message is, other than “it’s good to work 
together to achieve your goals” or “don’t press random 
buttons unless you know what they might do.” What 
9 inarguably is is a feature-length retelling of director 
Acker’s 2005 Academy Award-nominated short film of 
the same name. As in the the original, the principal 
characters - numbered 1 through 9 - are stitched- 
together mechanical rag dolls in varying degrees of 
soiled disuse, existing in a postapocalyptic wasteland. 
Acker’s original was a darkly whimsical blend of CGI 
wizardry and silent film tropes; in this expanded ver- 
sion, new characters are introduced and expanded 
upon, but such additions only serve to expose the 
seams in what was previously a seamlessly magical 
tale.

The film is based on an anonymous 
diary that was republished after the author’s death 
in 2002. As directed by Farberbock, the film casts 
its eye toward neither the exploitative nor the sen- 
timentally overblown.

A recent concert review dwelled on the fact that 
Hope Sandoval, along with her band the Warm 
Inventions, performed in near darkness, no photog- 
raphy allowed. Perhaps that mood works best for 
her somber, hazy music. The California chanteuse 


appeared in the Nineties, kick- 
ing around the ethereal sounds 
of Mazzy Star with co-founder 
David Roback, but she’s been on 
her own for most of this decade.

Yes, Sandoval is painfully shy. 

To wit: 

There seems to be a spiritual 
aspect to the new disc. Is she a 
spiritual person? 

“Sometimes.” 

Does it affect her music? 

“I’m sure it does.” 

Fans of sad songs and her vapor- 
ous voice will not be disappointed. 
Through the Devil Softly has the 
psychedelic edge of Mazzy Star, 
paired with acoustic arrangements. 
Sandoval confirms a new Mazzy 
album’s on the way, too. “There’s 
a few more things to do before it’s 
completely finished,” she relates. 
“I’m on tour right now, and I can’t 
help finish it.”

EMINENT DOMAIN - CAN 
THE GOVERNMENT CONDEMN 
MY PROPERTY? 

I’ve received multiple notices from the government in recent 
months saying it wants to take a portion of my property to build 
huge, ugly electric transmission lines and towers. Can the govern- 
ment take my property without my consent? 

Last week’s column introduced the concept of eminent 
domain, which is the power held by the government (and 
other entities authorized by the government) to condemn 
and force the sale of private property for public purposes. 
Unfortunately, eminent domain is a concept that many 
Texas landowners will be forced to learn more about 
through personal experience. Whether it’s new roads, rail 
lines, electric transmission lines, or pipelines, as Texas’ 
population continues to grow, so will the government’s 
desire to acquire private property to accommodate the 
growth with infrastructure. 

The Fifth Amendment to the U.S. Constitution creates the 
government’s eminent-domain power. The Fifth Amendment 
states, “nor shall private property be taken for public use, 
without just compensation.” According to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, eminent domain must be “received as a postulate of 
the Constitution” in order to invest the government with “full 
and complete power to execute and carry out its purposes.” 
United States v. Carmack (1946). 

The government’s right to take your property is not 
unfettered. The government must satisfy basic threshold 
requirements in order to exercise its power of eminent 
domain. For example, the government must demonstrate 
that there is a public necessity for the project and that 
the project will serve a public use. Recent cases, including 
the U.S. Supreme Court’s 2005 decision in Kelo v. City of 
New London, have created debate because they expanded 
the government’s ability to satisfy these requirements and 
acquire property via exercise of eminent domain, to the 
detriment of landowners. 

The Fifth Amendment protects property owners by 
forcing the federal government to pay “just compensa- 
tion” for the property taken. Likewise, Article I, Section 
17 of the Texas Constitution guarantees property owners 
“adequate compensation” when their property is “taken, 
damaged, or destroyed” for public use. Read future

AN UNUSUAL PROBLEM 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I really need an answer soon! There is a possibility that 
I have a 5- to 6-foot, 2-inch-diameter snake living in my 
engine compartment. It was slithering under my car, which 
was parked on the street in Muenster, Texas. Some men from 
the local electric company tried to shoo it away, but it never 
came out from underneath the car. I had two screaming 
grandchildren with me, plus a less-than-happy spouse, so 
after a thorough search of the cabin, I drove 40 miles home. 

I called the Honda dealer (it’s a 2008 Honda Fit), and they 
said it was possible for the snake to enter the passenger 
compartment through the air-conditioning ducts. My car 
is parked outside in the Texas heat right now. What are the 
chances the snake is in the car, and how do I get it out ? Am I 
being paranoid? This happened yesterday. Help! - Mary 

TOM: Are you being paranoid? You’re being delusional 
to go near this car. If it were my car; I’d set it on fire and 
stay 50 feet away until there was nothing left but fine ash. 

RAY: Of course, we Northerners aren’t accustomed 
to seeing snakes very often, Mary. Unless they’re work- 
ing at car-repair facilities. 

TOM: So we spoke to Dr. Fred Zaidan, a herpetolo- 
gist at the University of Texas - Pan American. He says 
that your little pet there is probably either gone by 
now or dead. 

RAY: He says that engine temperatures, which 
typically are several hundred degrees, are too hot for 
snakes, especially in the summer. If it were early spring 
or late fall, they might try to get warm by crawling up in 
the engine bay. But when it’s already 100 degrees out- 
side, the only reason they’d go up there is to get away 
from someone trying to swat them with a broom. 

TOM: So if the snake could get out of there, it’s prob- 
ably gone by now. If not, it’ll likely die in there. And you’ll 
know if that happens by the horrific smell that announces 
itself in the next couple of days. Or by the obituary you 
read in next month’s Good Snakekeeping magazine. 

RAY: While there are some ways it could get into 
the ventilation system, and from there get into the pas- 
senger compartment, it’s not easy. And Dr. Zaidan says, 
in his experience, that rarely happens. The snake wants 
out, not in. 

TOM: Of course, would I take Dr. Zaidan’s word for 
it, just because he’s spent his whole life studying snake 
behavior? Hell no! If it were me, I’d lure a local snake 
expert out to have a definitive look. 

RAY: Right. Your nearby university may have a her- 
petologist, or you may try a local nature center, or go 
online and find a bulletin board for snake hobbyists. A 
person familiar with handling snakes would probably 
be willing to poke around, and if the little guy is still in 
there, grab him, and remove him from the premises. 

TOM: Without seeing it, or knowing its coloring, 
Dr. Zaidan says it’s impossible to know whether it was a 
venomous snake. But he says (reassuringly, again) that 
any venomous snake 5 to 6 feet long would be more 
than 2 inches thick. 

RAY: Of course, people often get the dimensions of 
snakes wrong. My brother saw a foot-long garden snake 
in his tulips and called the zoo and told them there was 
an 8-foot anaconda loose. 

TOM: Well, I didn’t think they’d bring the blow- 
torches for a garden snake! 

RAY: Statistically speaking, you should be safe, 
Mary. The snake doesn’t want to be in your car any 
more than you want him in there. 

TOM: But, like I said, if it were me, I’d take addi- 
tional precautions. I wouldn’t drive the car again unless 
I was wearing a chain-mail suit and accompanied by a 
family of starving mongooses. And I’d definitely stop 
playing the Indian flute.

Really, why shouldn’t Evil Dead be made into a musical? After all, death is quite 
a showstopper. It worked for Romeo and Juliet. Remember the closing scene where 
Leonardo DiCaprio eats it (well, drinks a vial of it) and then Claire Danes wakes 
up, gets all emo, and blows her brains out with Romeo’s custom-made nickel- 
plated .45? Balls out, Claire! Stunning visual. Queue the Wagner and . . . scene! 
Death sure does tidy up the unresolved plotlines, even though it messes up the 
set. It works for God though, so it must be the right way to go. Death also has a 

big closing scene in Hamlet . . . 
well, except for the Gilligan’s 
Island version. In the cast- 
aways’ production of Hamlet: 
The Musical, nobody dies at all, 
although the depressed Dane 
and his associates are pretty well 
butchered dramatically. The real 
Hamlet however, has an impres- 
sive body count. In fact, more 
people die in Hamlet than in 
Evil Dead. That might change 
at some point - especially if 
Rob Zombie decides to tackle 
the Bard - but those are solid 
statistics to date. Of course, in Hamlet, none of the dead people reanimate - unless 
you count Hamlet’s pops, who does stir the turd quite a bit with his whole revenge 
trip. It’s disturbing to think that in the afterlife old King Hamlet has nothing better 
to do than backseat drive his son into a murderous rage. Would it kill God to install 
some slot machines in the afterlife - at least maybe some Tetris? Similarly, the evil 
dead in The Evil Dead need to get a life too, which they do . . . apparently so they can 
pad the guest list of the afterlife. Here’s the basic plot: A group of Michigan State 
students go to a vacation cabin in Tennessee where they find an old tape recorder 
in the basement. When played, the tape unleashes evil spirits. First a girl gets raped 
by trees possessed by the evil dead (really evil dead, possessing vegetables is just 
beyond slumming), then she gets possessed herself and starts going all white-eyed 
and stabbing people with a pen. From there it’s all blood and guts, death and 
dismemberment: chainsaws, axes, daggers, shotguns, fireplace pokers - a veritable 
tool shed of prop-room implements slathered with gore. Imagine Hamlet, but with 
Gallagher doing the set direction. It’s easy to see why The Evil Dead would eventu- 
ally find its way to the live stage. As far as being a musical, that was a natural too. 
You can’t expect thezbos to suppress all that voice and dance training indefinitely. 
Eventually somebody is going to have too many cosmos at happy hour and blurt 
out, “What if we make it a musical!?!?” If it happened to The Grapes of Wrath, then 
it can happen to anything . . . Schindler’s List . . . Requiem for a Dream . . . Brian’s Song 
. . . and you can only imagine the big tap-dancing production at the end of My Left 
Foot. In contrast, Evil Dead: The Musical doesn’t seem so evil at all. When you really 
study the evidence, you realize that the dead aren’t nearly as evil as the living - they 
just have really bad PR.
